COTTAGE AVENUE, 


Many Reasons Why Short Cut 


Should Be Widened. 
Editors Daily Ledger: 


For some time past, the Council has 


been considering whether the city 


should add 16 feet to the width of this 


little way between Hancock and Chest- 
nut streets. 

If its importance were no greater 
than its size I could easily understand 
why the Council should hesitate in 
granting, or rejecting altogether, the 
petition to have Cottage avenue made 
16 feet wider. The avenue is, how- 
ever, of far greater importance than 
its size would indicate. 

1 doubt if there is a street in Quincy, 
no larger than Cottage avenue, which 
is travelled over as much as it is, It 
has always been a busy little street. 
There is not the slightest danger that 
it will be less busy in the future. Its 
location makes it busy and important. 
It cannot help being important and 
very busy. 

' ‘The ‘*Hollow’’ was always one of the 
busiest lucalities in Quincy. How it 
used to delight us to see the crowds of 
men going to and from work at the 
tanneries, not to mention the other 
old-time solidly-established business- 
places there! In those days of the 
town,‘‘the hollow’’ rivaled the Quarry 
district. 

Today the tanneries are no longer 


there, but, business bas not di- 
minished. The place is busier still. 
It isa business centre. It would be 


rash to predict that it will cease to be 
such inacentury. Business is on the 
increase there every day. 

Now Cottage avenue is the way to 
‘the hollow’’ for the people in the 
district northeast of it. This avenue 
accommodates the people of a very 
large district, though poorly, at best, 
because of its narrowness,sharp coruers 
and general cvondition. How many 
coal teams, lumber teams, teams of all 
descriptions have to squeeze through 
it in a week on their way from Quincy 
Point! It is a handy way for them to 
get to ‘‘the hollow.’’ All who come 
this district northeast of the 
avenue do not wish to go round 
through the Syuare or up the hill on

How many thousand times has Under 
taker Hall driven his hearse and hacks 
cleaned up, to decently carry and escort 
the dead, through this dirty little lane. 
It is only a lane. The corner which 
Mr.Hall has to turn when entering this 
avenue from his place of business is a 
sharp and very awkward one. It is @ 
dangerous one. There is always a gully 
on either side of it. I have seen people 
who are familiar with this corner and 
the dangers it presents, stand and hold 
their breath when the fire engine 
was coming down the street. This 
corner is contemplated in the petition. 

Cottage -avenue’ has always been 
simply a water-way for the district 
above it. One is surprised to find it 
otherwise than muddy. When there 
has been anything more than a shower, 
one has to pick his way or he'll ‘be 
in’? over his ankles. In winter, es- 
pecially when there is ice on the 
streets, it is positively dangerous to go 
through this avenue. I am far from 
exaggeration when I speak of danger 
lurking here in winter. Again, except 
in broad daylight, two teams cannot 
pass each other with safety, and they 
must pass at a walk, then, and on the 
sidewalk too. 

How would the fire apparatus operate 
in this miserable lane? Really, I 
doubt if the ladder truck could get into 
Cottage street from either end. Just 
try it and see, I think you’d have to 
lug ladders from either Hancock or 
Chestnut street or Revere road if you 
wished to use them in Cottage street. 

I argue from the narrowness and 
cramped condition of Cottage avenue, 
that property in Cottage street is not 
properly protected by the city. Of late 
many thousands of dollars have been 
speut on property in Cottage street 
helping the city in pocket and appear- 
ance, 

Cottage avenue is very near the City 
Square. Before many years, the city 
will want this and all streets near the 
centre to be of a good width. It will 
have to overhaul thiogs and at great 
expense then. 

If Boston had made Washington 
street 15 feet wider some years ago, 
rapid transit would not cause so much 
trouble and expense. 

Can it be that the city fathers are 
positively trying to avoid [doing any- 
thing to Cottage avenue? If so, why? 

They have fixed up the Square. 
Coddington street has grown to a 
boulevard under their care, and is 
entirely worthy of the city. Chestnut 
street has been put in fine trim; Foster 
street; also Revere road — in this 
locality—has been made too good for 
its old name, Even Cottage street has 
been put in prime-condition, Cottage 
avenue might well shout out — ‘‘ Never 
touched me!"’ I think its importance 
cannot be questioned. Then it is for 


the public good to widen it, and not 


in a stingy way. No private interests 
should stand inthe way. The cost of 
putting the avenue in the condition 
is much

With decent sidewalks the 
street will not be too wide or needless- 
ly wide. There are portions only of a 
sidewalk along only one side, now. 

To widen it as proposed, will relieve 
a long-felt waut. It will have to be 
done soon at the latest. It can be 
done cheaper now thaa later on. I do 
not think that the city fathers could be 
accused of lavish expenditure of money 
in granting the petition, but that, on 
the contrary,they would be commended 
for doing well what ought to be done. 

I’l] wager that the work will be one 
that the city fathers will be proud of, 
if they do what that petition calls for,

byterian.

SHE LosT TEN MINUTES 


Constitution Handicapped In 
Race With Columbia 


THE OLD CUP YACHT WON 


Outpointed the New Boat In Going 
to Windward, but the Latter Gained 
Steadily In the Run to the Finish 
—Suffered Accident to Her Jib 


Newport, R. L, July 2.—The Consti- 
tution was defented by the Columbia 
yesterday by the small margin of 48 
seconds in the first real race in which the 
bew Herreshoff yacht has participated. 
Although the contest, from start to fin- 
ish, the Constitution lost 
through misfortune. However, the re- 
sult of the contest is far from conclusive, 
and there is still much to be decided as 
to the relative merits of the two racers. 

The mishap to the new boat came 
about an hour after the start. While 
the boats were on the second long tack 
to windward, the clew of the jib of the 
hew boat was carried away, and for 
some 10 ininutes she was without the 
use of that sail. This accident set the 
Constitution back practically a mile, 
but, in spite of it, she was able to get 
within two minutes of the Columbia 
at the turn, and cut this lead down more 
than half on the run home. Some of 
this gain, however, was undoubtedly 
due to the fact that she brought up the 
better wind. 

The Columbia did not escape without 
accident, for inimediately after crossing 
the finish line, in gybing over the big 
mainsail, her main booin buckled, and 
she had to be towed to the city. It will 
be necessary to sling a new spar before 
the Columbia can race again, but it is 
expected it will be in place for a race 
Wednesday. 

The event yesterday was the first of 
a sevies of special races arranged by the 
New York Yaclit club for the purpose of 
bringing the two yachts together, and it 
was under the auspicies of that organ- 
ization. The course was cleared for 
the racers when the time approached for 
the firing of the signal gun, and a breeze 
came up from the southwest just when 
it was wanted lifteen miles dead to 
windward and back again was the 
course. 


was close, 


The starting sigual sent the Columbia 
off well to windward, and three seconds 
inadvance. On the starboard tack she 
pointed up with a capital luff. All at 
onee the Constitution came on with a 
rush, and ran through the Columbia's 
lee, pointing for a much higher position 
than was expected of her, 

This did not last long, however, Both 
yachts went hunting for whatever wind 
there might be, and were making the 
best of the breeze. The Constitution 
footed faster than the Columbia. But 
while the new Bristol boat was going 
swiftly aloug she had not the grip on the 
water that the old craft had, and the 
Constitution went to leeward like a 
crab, while the Columbia not only 
pointed, bat was bound to fetch what 
she pointed for. Along on the starboard 
tack the two yachts sailed at an eight- 
knot gait. The Constitution sould not 
stand up so well as Ler rival by at least 
three degrees. 

When the time came for the Consti- 
tution to tack It was a question whether 
she could or could not cross the Co- 
Inmbia'’s bow. Just at the moment 
when the Constitution’s helm was put 
down, the Columbia ulso came about, 
and both went over on the port tack for 
a few minutes. Suddenly the luff of 
the Coustitution’s big jib began to 
sbake, The pennant or the sheet It- 
self had evidently carriedaway. Down 
came the jib halyard, and for over 10 
minutes the Constitution on that close 
hauled stretch was without the benefit 
of her jib. 

When the great sail was in place 
again the Constitution rapidly forged 
ahead, making up much of her leeway. 
It was, however, too big a gap to fill. 

On the beat to windward, the Colum- 
bia defeated her opponent nearly two 
minutes. In setting spinnakers the Co- 
lumbia was a trifle smarter than the 
Constitution. In the run before the 
wind back to the finish line, the Consti- 
tution gained. With sheets eased off 
she is faster than the Columbia. The 
times at the finish were: Columbia, 
2:32:38; Constitution, 2:33:29. Thus, 
over the course of 15 miles to windward 
and back, the elapsed time of Columbia 
was 2:52:04, while that of the Con- 
stitution, was, 2:52:52, the margin be- 
tween them being 48 seconds. 

If the jib of the Constitution had not 
been out of order for over 10 minutes 
the Columbia could not have won. In 
a fresh breeze and smooth water the 
Constitution is the better boat on the 
wind, aud with sheets eased off. What 
will happen to the craft over a tri- 
angular course remains to be seen. 

Immediately after crossing the finish | 
line the Columbia took in her spinnaker 
and hauled aft her ee sheet in readi- 
ness ta gybe over.

A MILE OF FIRE 


Mills, Lumber and Dwellings Go Up 
In Smoke at Stillwater, Me 
Stillwater, Me., July 2.—A wost dis- 
astrous fire visited this town yesterday 
atternoon, destroying three mills anda 
large number of dwelling-houses, It 
started in the tire roon: of the Kimball 
& Adams lumber mill, and spread until 
all the buildings along the bank of the 

river for fully a mile were ablaze, 

The fire departments of Oldtown, Ban- 
gor and Milford sent ald, but the fire 
had gained such a start that it was im- 
possible to save any of the buildings in 
the path of the flames, 

The Kimball & Adams mill, together 
with a dryhouse, a store house, four 
company houses and sheds containing 

2,000,000 feet of shingles, was totally de- 
stroyed. All the machinery was de- 
stroyed. The George A. Lewis milland 
machinery and a dryhouse containing 
100,000 feet of shingles were destroyed, 
as was also the Sutton mill with its ma- 
chibery. The Maine Central Railroad 
company lost two box cars, eight flat 
ears und 100,060 feet of lumber. 

At a late hoar last night the fire was 
under control, Among the other losses 
were 10 dwellings, a shop, saloon, store- 
house and two smalbbnildings,

NO CHANCE OF ESCAPE 


Bolt of Lightning Strikes a 
Party of Twelve 


ELEVEN INSTANTLY KILLED 


Had Been Fishing and Were Huddled 
Together In a Shanty to Escape 
Thunder Storm—Twelve-Year-Qld 
Boy Found Alive Under Corpses 


VIIIIISISISII IIE 


Chicago, July 2.—Crowded together in 
& little zincdined shanty under a North 
Shore pier, 10 boys and young men and 
one old man met instant death by light- 
ning yesterday. ‘They had left their 
fish lines and sought shelter from the 
fierce thunderstorm that deluged the 
northern part of the city about 1 o'clock. 
Ten minutes later their bodies lay, with 
twisted and tangled limbs, “in a nest 
of snakes,” as the man who found them 
said, 

Twelve sought shelter, and one es- 
caped, ‘Twelve-year-old Willie Ander- 
son was unipjured, but he lay many min- 
utes before he could be drawn out froin 
under the heap of dead bodies. The 
dead are all from the families of com 
paratively poor people. ‘They had been | = 
seekiug recreation and an escape from 
the fierce heat of the city. 

The scene of the tragedy was a pier 
just south of Marquette terrace, anda 
few hundred feet from the water works 
pumping station, at the foot of Montrose 
boulevard. 

Watchers ip the pumping station saw 
the lightning strike the water, as they 
thought. ‘There was one boy, however, 
who saw the bolt strike the shanty. 
But for him the dead might have laid 
where they were for hours, and Willie 
Anderson might have been suffocated 
under their bodies. 

Perey Keene, clad in bathing trunks, 
had been watching also from the water 
station. He rushed across the beach, 
and at the pier heard a ery “Help, get 
me out.” He looked into the cabin and 
saw the twisted bodies. 

Young Percy, erying, pulled at the 
dead men’s arias and legs to get them 
away. Hesaw Willie Anderson’s head 
and part of his body, but he could not} ===—= 
pull him out, nor could he pull the 
heavy bodies from on top of him. Then 
he telephoned to the police, who suc- 
ceeded, after a great deal of difficulty, 
in reviving young Anderson, and recov- 
ering the dead bodies of the others. 

When the rain began to fall and it be- 
came evident that a severe electrical 
storm was coming, the party rushed to 
n shelter they had built on the pier. 
Willie Anderson gave a bare idea of the 
horrible ending to an hour's sport, and 
then fainted. He was carried to a near- 
by house, where medical assistance was 
rendered. The fatal stroke was the 
most powerful seen here inyears. The 
pler was instantly demolished, giving 
the victims not the slightest chance of 
escape. In age the victims ranged 
from 12 to 25 years, 
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None Exempt by Reason of Age 

Hamilton, Bermuda, July 2.—The 930 
Boer prisoners, who arrived here June 
28, on the British transport Armenian, 
were yesterday moved into the camps 
prepared for them on Darrell’s and 
Tucker's isiands. These Boers are part 
of the force of General Cronje, and were 
captured at Paardeberg. They include 
several boys of 8 and 10 years, who car- 
ried ammunition to their fathers when 
the latter were in the Boer trenches. 
Among the prisoners were also two 
Boers so old that they crawled on all 
fours down the transport’s gangway. 


Strike Evidently a Success 

Boston, July 2.—-It appears likely that 
the hope that the carpenters’ strike will 
be of very swall proportions will be 
fulfilled. According to the reports re- 
ceived by the strike committee, only 129 
men in Boston proper were ubliged to 
strike yesterday for $2.70 for eight 
hours’ work. 


Attempt to Polson Whole Family 

Toledo, July 2.—The city chemist yes- 
terday reported that he bad discovered 
a large quantity of arsenic in the mut- 
ton soup which caused the Illness of 
Arthur Miller, his wife and five chil- 
dren. The police claim that it was a 
dastardly attempt to murder the family. 


A Contribution of $50,000 

Oberlin, O., July 2.—President Bur- 
rows announced yesterday the receipt 
of a check for $50,000 from “A friend in 
New England,’ toward the completion 
of Oberlin college.

Others Injured. 


There was a serious accident at the 
quarry of C. H. Hardwick & Co., Mon- 
day afternoon, which resulted in one 
man dying shortly after from his injur- 
ies.

West and South Are Suffering as 
Much at Those of New England 


Boston, July 2.—The sigh for a cool 
| breeze again went up in many parts of 
New England yesterday, for the ther- 
mometer indicated that the hot wave 
| Was still present, with no sign of a 
| bréak-down. ‘The day was not unlike 

Sunday, the heat and humidity figures 
being about the same, but people ex- 
perlenced pliysical depression to a more 
noticeable extent, although fatalities 
and casualties were not so many. 

The weather bureau in Boston, waich 
began its forecasting for New England 
yesterday for the first time, promises 
no relief. Heat casualties in Boston 
were Lumerous, with six deaths at the 
hospitals and six critical cases. 

There was a peculiarly pathetie ease 
| of death from heat prostration in South 
| Boston last evening. 


day’s work, she found her 15-months- 
old boy, Frank, who had been left in 
the home alone, dead in bed. The med- 
ical examiner pronounced the case one 
of heat prostration. 

Although there was but one prostra 
tion with fatal result in Lowell yes 
terday, the effects of the heat were per 
ceptible in the iucreased mortality 
among Infants.

Lizzie Rob 
inson was overcome by the heat. She 
was remoVed to a hospital, where she 
died shortly after her arrival. 

Joseph Broginni, aged 49, proprietor 
of the American House, Concord, N. H.,, 
died as the result of apoplexy, caused bs 
the intense heat. 


Suffering ln New York 

New York, July 2.—At 2 o'clock this 
morning the record for the 24 hours 
ending at that time in Greater New York 
was: 87 dead; prostrations, 163. For 
the last five days covering the present 
heated term, the total deaths in the 
same territory were 136. The records 
show that in the 30 years preceding 
yesterday, only two days in all that 
period had a higher temperature been 
reached. Those days were July 9, 1876, 
and July 3, 1898. On these duys the 
thermometer reached 99 degrees. The 
suffering would have been much intens!- 
fled had the humidity been great. The 
percentage of humidity was only 48, 

Saratoga, N, Y., July 2.—The continu- 
ous hot wave is causing much suffering 
throughout this section, The thermom- 
eter last night registered 90 degrees, and 
there was increased humidity. 

Jamestown, N. Y., July 2.—The tem- 
perature here yesterday was 98 in the 
shade during a partoftheday. J. W. 
Upham fell dead on the street as a re- 
sult of the heat. 

Schenectady, N. Y., July 2.—Rachael 
Lansing was overcome by the heat yes- 
terday and died. Several other pros- 
trations occurred in this vicinity. 

Elnira, N. Y., July 2.—The tempera- 
ture here yesterday was higher than on 
any July 1 in 19 years, reaching 101. 
Several persons were prostrated by the 
heat. Several manufactories ceased 
operations for the day. 


Shops Had to Close . 

Philadelphia, July 2,--Philadelphia 
and vicinity yesterday experienced the 
highest temperature ever recorded in 
this city, the government thermometer 
on the top of the postoftice building, 170 
feet froin the street, registering 102 de- 
grees. Every one of Philadelphia's 
many hospitals were taxed to their full 
capacity. The extreme heat had a 
most demoralizing effect on the manu- 
facturing establishments of the city, 
many baving toclosedown. At Cramps’

Among the prominent witnesses heard 
were Mrs. Park, the widow; Miss Gav- 
in, a clerk in the water department at 
the Quincy City Hall, and who was 
probably the last person to see Park in 
Quincy before he came to Boston on 
the afternoon of June 10; Mr. Sullivan, 
manager of McGeary’s liquor store on 
Federal street; John Sweeney, a bar- 
tender, who saw Park in company with 
Cahill and another herdie driver mak- 
ing the rounds of several saloons in the 
vicinity of the South Terminal station 
on Monday night, June 10, and the 
young men who found the body in the 
river. 

Judge Churchill reserved his decision, 

Cahill was arraigned in the Dorches- 
ter court this morning.

CAREER OF HOSHI TORU. 


Former Japanese Minister Was the 
Tom Reed of Japan. 

Like Okubo, a Japanese reforming 
minister of the interior, assassinated in 
1878, Hoshi Toru, the former Japanese 
minister at Washington, has fallen a 
victim of a strong wave of political 
feeling agitating his country, says the 
New York Herald. Japan is just now 
passing through something of a crisis, 
and the unrest prevailing in national 
and municipal politics has cost the 
country the life of one of her ablest 
Statesmen. 

When the Marquis Ito formed his 
hew party cabinet last October, Toru 
Hoshi was chosen by him for the post 
of minister of communications. With- 
in a few weeks, however, Hoshi Toru 
thought it necessary to resign his port- 
folio in consequence of persistent at- 
tacks impugning his administrative in- 
tegrity. He was selected by the gov- 
ernment majority in the lower house 
of the diet to be its leader. 

As a parliamentarian he proved his 
strength in the stormy scenes that 
marked the first sessions of Japan's 
national legislature. He has been term- 
ed the Tom Reed of Japan, for he was 
a speaker whose firm hand guided the 
assembly and saved it from chaos. 
During the war with China he was 
chairman of the budget committee pro- 
viding the ways and means, and he 
was largely responsible for the new 
commercial treaties of Japan. He, 
however, himself came into collision 
with the dominant sentiment, and In 
18h he was expelled after making a 
stubborn fight amid roars of abuse and 
vituperation. Subsequently he was ap- 
pointed minister at Washington, a post 
which he resigned in 1808 after his re- 
election to the house. 

At Washington he was one of the 
most hospitable of the diplomatic corps, 
and the residence of the Minister and 
Mme. Toru Hoshi at the legation Is re- 
membered for the charm which ema- 
nated from the social graces of host 
and hostess. An only son, Hiharu Ho- 
shi, then between 5 and 6 years of age 
and a child of much promise, was the 
light of the domestic life of the lega- 
tion at that time. 

While in the United States Mr. Toru 
Hoshi adopted the western usage in 
writing his name. In Japan the fam- 
ily name comes first, and hence in offi- 
cial titles the form Hoshi Toru {s that 
generally followed, Born in 1850 at 
Tokyo, he passed through many bard- 
ships In his early years. He studied 
law in England and in later life made 
himself a special authority in the inter- 
national branch of jurisprudence.

The general overseer turned his back 
to ‘the audience and furlously flapped 
the gorgeous wings. The wings are 
about 18 inches long by 8 inches wide 
and are shaped like those of the grass- 
hopper. Two are black, lined with 
purple silk. The others are gorgeous 
creations In purple, orange and white, 
the colors of the Zionites. 

During the services Dowie strutted 
up and down the platform, now and 
then turning suddenly, causing the 
wings to flap violently. Dowie said 
that the laws of the church should be 
obeyed even if they contradicted the 
laws of the @ate. He called John D. 
Rockefellér a thief and said he intend- 
ed to make war on the trusts. 


Music For Antarctic Explorers, 

A lady merber of the Baxter familly, 
so well known in connection with the 
industrial development of Dundee, 
where the steamship Discovery was 
built, bas presented Commander Scott, 
R. N., with a pianola and a quantity of 
music for the entertainment of the 
members of the exploring party during 
their adventurous voyage to the ant- 
arctic regions, says the Cardiff West- 
ern Mail.

Piety and patriotism should go hand 
in hand.

RESIGNATION OF DAWES 


Comptroller Aspires to the 


Senatorial Toga 


TO CAMPAIGN IN ILLINOIS 


Prompt Action Has Been His Prin- 
ciple In Dealing With Banking In- 
stitutions In Difficulties—Arguments 
on Mouetary System Widely Quoted 


Washington, July 6—Charles G. 
Dawes, comptroller of the currency, has 
tendered his resignation to the presi- 
dent, to take effect Oct. 1 next. In an- 
sewer to an inquiry, Mr. Dawes said: 


1ARLES G. DAWES 
“I have resigned because of my inten- 
tion to be a candidate before the people 
; Of Illinois for the United States senate. 
It would not be possible for me during 
the next yeur to make a canvass for the 


senate, and at the same time administer 
to my own satisfaction the important 
and responsible otlice I now hold. I 
}am influenced solely in this action by 
what se em the plain propricties of the 
situation.” 

} Mr. Dawes’ terin of office would not 
jhave expired until Jan. 1, 1903. 

Mr. Dawes entered the ollice of comp- 
troller of the currency Jan. 1, 1898, sue- 
ceeding James V. E Ckle s, and was im- 
mediately confronted by the situation 
in the Chestnut Street National bank 
lof Philadelphia, which was one of the 
most complicated ever confronting a 
| comptroller, He found it neces#iry 
in the interest of the creditors of the 
bank to oppose the general plan of a 
reorganization committee, formed of 
prominent citizens of Philadelphia, and 
| for a time he was severely criticized 
therefor. His plan was followed, how- 
ever, and it is now recognized as hav- 
ing saved to the creditors of the bank 
a lien upon other property, which was 
not contemplated by the reorganization 
committee. He frequently expressed 
himself as in favor of prompt action 
when convinced that the public interests 
required action at all. and acted on this 
principle, notably in the recent case of 
the Seventh National bank of New 
York.

SWAMPED RESCUER 


Danvers Couple Lose Lives by Drown- 
ing at Baker’s Island

NEW CHAMPION SWIMMER. 


Benjamin Koehler Goes Hundred 
Yards In Fifty-two Seconds, 


Benjamin Koehler of South Bend, 
Ind., is a world’s champion swimmer, 


having established a new record for | 


the 100 yard event, says the Chicago 
;Inter Ocean. He accomplished 
|feat at the games of the Turners held 
at Fort Wayne the other week, swim- 
ming the distance in 52 seconds, which 
‘ls eight seconds faster than the best 
' previous record, which was made by 
T. Meadham at Sydney Dec. 4, 1892. 
On that day the famous Australian in 
still water at the natatorium of that 
city and in seven turns made the 100 
yards in one minute. 

Koehler not only broke the record for 


the 100 yard event, but he also cut all | 
‘records from 50 yards up. 


Koehler 
has for several years been recognized 
as one of the foremost swimmers of 
America and for three years has held 
the 100 yard championship of the Tur- 
ners of the United States. In estab- 
lishing the new record of 52 seconds 
Koehler forges ahead of such famous 
swimmers as Derbyshire, Haggerty, 
Renear and Schaeffer. 

Koehler is an all round athlete and 
for several years has been known as 
one of the best football players of the 
country. Last fall he played half back 
for the eleven at Greensburg, Pa. He 
is this season left fielder for the South 
Bend Greens. Since he was a boy he 
has been a member of the South Bend 
Turn Verein classes and for the last 
few years has been a member of that

Mineral Found That Is of a Very 
Puzzling Nature. 

A great deal of speculation has been 
caused by the discovery, about 60 miles! 
from Boise, Ida., of a mineral which | 
has illuminating power. The discovery | 
was made by George F. Ayres, a well 
known man of Boise, in one of his! 
mines. At the time he did not think! 
much of the matter and therefore paid 
no attention to it. The farther he went, 
into the mine, however, the brighter 
the light became, until after a few feet 
had been worked it was not necessary 
for him to use a lamp. It was thes 
that he took some of the mineral tu 
Boise and had it examined by assay: 
ers. 

All assayers to whom it was shown 
declared that they never heard of it! 
before and were unable to say what) 
it was. T. L. Williams of Boise, who | 
has an interest in some of Mr. Ayers’ 
mines, says in an interview: 

“We will go ahead and try to put it; 
to some use and even at the present | 
time are reasonably sure of success. 
If it does come out as we expect, the 
mine will be more valuable than we 
ever believed. 

“There is a large body of the deposit, 
and the farther we go in the stronger 
becomes the light. Another thing that) 
we are convinced of is that if it can 
be made practical it will be a perpet- 
ual light, for in the throwing off of its 
rays there does not appear to be any 
waste of the mineral.”

A Golf Disease.

This 
complaint is known as the “golf ten 
don” and results from the overexertion 
occasioned by amateur golfers’ efforts 
to excel in the sport imported from 
Scotland. Several cases in which ama 
teur golfers have been temporarily 
crippled owing to the prevalence of 
“golf tendon” have already been dis- 
covered. The crippling of the golfers 
is the result of unskillful players plac: 
ing too large a portion of their weight 
on the plantaris tendon in their legs. 

A Plea For Bacteria. 

A bacteria infested age may breathe 
freely again. French investigators 
have put guinea pigs through a thor- 
ough course of sterilization with fatal 
results, and the inference is that an 
unsterilized world somehow has in it 
elements of vitality that cannot be put 
away with impunity. The inquirers 
took 27 guinea pigs, put them in disin- 
fected cages, fed them with sterilized 
food and allowed them to breathe only 
sterilized air, and 19 of the 27 died. 

To Combine Hotel and Hospital. 

A novel experiment, but one which 
would seem to be at least worthy of a 
trial, is about to be entered upon by 
a few Chicago physicians. Five of the 
foremost physicians and surgeons of 
that city are preparing to build a large 
private hotel and sanitarium at a cost 
of $400,000. The projected establisb- 
ment is to be provided with an ample 
staff of attending physicians as well, 
as with a corps of nurses. 


Partinium. |

THINKS GLASS AGE NEAR 


Famous French Scientist'Makes 
an Interesting Prediction, 


ALL THE WORLD IN GLASS HOUSES 


Day Not Far Removed, Says Jules 
Henrivaux, When Vitreous Materi- 
als Will Play Preponderating Role. 
Houses In Which Dust Cannot Col- 
lect Nor Spiders Spin Their Webs. 


According to M. Jules Henrivaux, 
who originated the famous Palais Lu- 
mineux, or palace of light, at the last 
Paris exposition and who was until 
recently director of the great glass 
manufactory of St. Gobain, in France, 
glass will ere long come to play such a 
great part in the world’s economy that 
the next age is likely to be distinguish- 
ed as “the age of glass.” 

M. Henrivaux is an enthusiast on 
glass. He believes it to be the mate- 
rial of the future. He does not pretend 
that the world can look for glass can- 
nons or glass men-of-war or glass grey- 
hounds of the ocean, nor does he con- 
template the substitution of vitreous 
machinery for that now employed in 
various processes of manufacture, but 
he does claim that glass is the best 
substance known for every kind -ef 
structural purpose and especially far 
dwelling houses. In short, if the yi- 
sions of M. Henrivaux are realized, 
says the London Daily Express, all the 
world will be living in glass houses be- 
fore long. 

The point of the idea is found in the 
inexhaustible supply of the materials 
from which glass is made, in its adapta- 
bility to all shapes and forms, its dura- 
bility and its cleanliness. With regard 
to the second point, it is obvious that 
glass can be shaped, colored and deco- 
rated to an extent of which no other 
material is capable, and it is upon this 
aspect of the idea that M. Henrivaux 
lavishes his imagination. 

There are six ways in which glass 
can be manipulated. It can be cast in- 
to window panes, paving stones, pan- 
els, etc. It can be molded into cornices, 
slates, wall decorations and even stat- 
ues. It can be blown into bottles, 
tumblers, vases and all the utensils 
comprised under the name of “glass- 
ware.” It can be blown and ground in- 
to crystals, lenses, prisms and other 
objects of art and utility. It can be 
drawn into the finest threads and made 
into pipes, baskets and dress materials. 
It can be turned into mosaics and 
enamels and can be brought Into the 
closest imitation of most of the pre- 
cious stones. 

Imagine, with M. Henrivaux, the con- 
struction of a glass house. The founda- 
tions and the walls would be con- 
structed of a variety of glass recently 
invented called “stone glass,” which 
has already successfully withstood the 
severest tests. When crushed, it gives 
a resistance three times as great as 
granite. When subjected to heat or 
cold, it ts found less sensitive than 
steel. When subjected to friction, it 
shows less wear than porphyry. Shock, 
as of a hammer blow, it resists to a de- 
gree 22 times as severe as that which 
would fracture marble. The test of 
tension has practically no effect on it 
whatever. 

The walls, then, would be built of 
glass, held together by angle iron, so 
as to permit of a hollow space through 
which pipes could pass (the pipes them- 
selves being glasswork) conveying hot 
air, hot and cold water, gas, electric 
wires, drains and everything needed 
for the health and comfort of the in- 
habitants. Stairs and balustrad ell- 
ings and wall decorations, mantel es 
and fireplaces would all be constructed 
of glass. Some of M. Henrivaux’s con- 
ceptions In the way of decorations, in 
which the glass is made opaque or tint- 
ed with brilliant colors or made silver 
and golden or arranged in prisms and 
erystals with facets like diamonds, are 
perkaps too fanciful te be taken seri- 
ously, but through them all there runs 
the same enthusiasm, the same belief 
that glass, as Thiers once said of Louls 
Napoleon, is capable of anything. 

Chairs and tables in the new glass 
age will be made of vitrified material, 
toughened to the strength of oak and 
mahogany. Cooking utensils, plates 
and cups and saucers will be made of 
the same substance. Even knives and 
forks will bave glass handles, if not 
glass blades. 

The new glass house will be abso- 
lutely clean and practically indestructi- 
ble. The whole of its surface can be 
washed from the top story to the base- 
ment without a trace of humidity be- 
ing left. Dust cannot collect on its pol- 
ished face, and the spider will find no 
place on which to hang its cobwebs. 

They have already begun to pave the 
streets of Paris with glass, and it is 
found that the substance, while prac- 
tically indestructible, is admirably suit- 
ed to the feet of both men and beasts, 
and as it neither holds nor makes any 
dirt it is absurdly easy to clean. Its 
only fault is that it somewhat increases 
the noise of the traffic, but even this 
might by and by be overcome. 

The question of cost has not been left 
out of account. Glass can be made out 
of almost anything amenable to the in- 
fluence of fire. The stone glass, to 
which reference has already been 
made, is manufactured mainly from 
what have hitherto been regarded as 
waste substances. The slag heaps 
which disffgure mining and iron dis- 
tricts are all convertible into glass. 
Evidently the days of bricks and slates 
are numbered.

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CONSUMPTION CONGRESS. 


Rpen Air Treatment Will Receive 
Considerable Attention. 

The British congress on tuberculosis, 
which will be held in London from 
Monday, July 22, to Friday, July 26, is 
attracting widespread interest and at- 
tention, says The Lancet. 

The public is very quick to take up 
any new theory or method of “cure” of 
tuberculosis, especially the pulmonary 
variety, which may be introduced and 
ell the more if it be injudiciously laud- 
ed by the lay press. This unfortunate- 
ly not infrequently happens, and there- 
fore a congress of genuine investiga- 
tors is of real importance, as the pro- 
ceedings will tend to set in their prop- 
er place the therapeutic measures 
which have not fulfilled the hopes at 
one time expressed for them and to 
bring more into prominence those 
which extended experience has shown 
to be successful. The “open air” treat- 
ment of tuberculosis will thus receive 
considerable attention, and naturally 
the much disputed influence of climate 
will be carefully discussed. 

Twenty years ago heredity was con- 
sidered one of the main etiological fac- 
tors in tuberculosis. The discovery of 
the pathogenic bacillus by Professor 
Koch greatly reduced the Importance 
of heredity, and some authorities would 
seem to go so far as almost to discard 
it. This, however, is carrying bac- 
teriological views to the extreme, The 
bacillus alone is obviously not the sole 
cause of the disease, otherwise the hu- 
man species would long ago have be- 
come extinct. The exact nature of the 
second etiological factor (there may be 
several) we ®ve not as yet acquainted 
with. Certain terms are employed con- 
cerning it which are somewhat vague, 
such as “suitable pabulum” or “defi- 
cient resistance,” and probably heredi- 
ty plays no inconsiderable part, al- 
though not so important a one as was 
originally thought, in conferring on 
the offspring of tuberculosis parents a 
diminished power of resistance to the 
attacks of the bacillus. 

An overpowering predominance of 
opinion, however, points toward Infec- 
tion as the most powerful agent in the 
spread of the disease, and while the 
medical profession can do mutch to- 
ward lessening the mischief by obser- 
vation of the ‘habits of their patients 
and careful tuition the carrying out of 
the hygienic instructions rests mainly 
with the sufferers themselves. 


MASON AND DIXON LINE. 


Plans and Appropriations to Re- 
store It. 

The monuments of the Mason and 
Dixon boundary line between Pennsyl- 
vania and Maryland have suffered se- 
verely from the attacks of vandals, 
and they will soon be replaced with 
cast fron markers. 

Rapid progress is now being made on 
the relocation of the line, says the Bal- 
timore Sun. The eastern portion was 
originally marked by stone monuments 
at equal distances of one mile. Many 
of these stones have been removed or 
destroyed. The western portion, owing 
to the great difficulty at that time In 
the region traversed by the line, was 
marked by wooden posts, cut on the 
spot, and secured in place by mounds 
of earth or stone piled around them. 
These posts have disappeared, but 
some of the mounds remain. Many of 
them have been destroyed by cultiva- 
tion of the ground. It’ is believed, 
though, that enough of them can be re- 
covered to enable the relocation of the 
boundary with precision. 

The Pennsylvania legislature has ap- 
propriated $7,000 to reset and repair 
the boundary monuments and the 
Maryland legislature $5,000. Dr. W. 
C. Clark of Baltimore is co-operating 
with Secretary of Internal Affairs Lat- 
ta of Pennsylvania in directing the 
work. 


ANGORA GOATS IN MAINE. 


They Are In Great Demand For 
Clearing Scrubby Pastures. 

Cc. E. Libby, a farmer of Burnham, 
Me., has gone into the Angora goat 
business on a somewhat extensive 
scale, says the New York Sun. He 
is the original importer of the animals 
into Maine, and now they may be 
found in many places. 

The first lot of 500 which he receiv- 
ed from Mexico only a few weeks ago 
bas been sold so rapidly that he has 
only a few left. A fresh invoice is ex- 
pected shortly. They were brought to 
Burnbam by rail and were 20 days on 
the passage, and yet of the very large 
number received only three died from 
the effects of the journey. 

The demand for the Angora among 
the farmers of Maine seems to be for 
the clearing of scrubby pastures and 
bush country, and as this little animal 
is capable of eating a great quantity 
of twigs and bushes he will doubtless 
prove a boon to the farmers, as the 
cost of keeping is small and the re- 
turns from mohair are large. 


Reindeer For Food. 

It is stated that a strenuous attempt 
ls being made by some enterprising 
Norwegians to popularize reindeer flesh 
ts an article of diet in Europe. The 
experiment of raising the animals in 
large numbers for slaughtering pur- 
poses will be fairly tried, says the Cin- 
Monati Enquirer. They expect to find 
profitable markets in France and Bel- 
gium and will even endeavor to induce 
beef eating Britons to purchase the ar- 
ticle. 


The Shirt Waist Man. 

The shirt waist man is experiencing 
the usual persecution suffered by all 
pioneers in a good cause. It will be no- 
ticed, however, says the Baltimore 
American, that the shirt waist woman 
is not flying into print to accuse him 
of unseemly grasping at her feminine 
privileges.

‘NEW YORK’S HOT WAVE 


| Agony Greatest Among the 
City’s Poor. 


HEAT TERRIBLE FOR OHILDREN. | 


Dorothy Dix Describes Scenes of 


Suffering Where Child Heroines 
Guarded the Threatened Lives of 
Wan ane Wasted Babies — Tots 
Fought For Bits of Ice. 


A brazen sky that spanned the earth 
| like a fiery furnace, the agony of dumb 
| brutes that dropped dead by the way- 
side, strong men suddenly stricken 
|}down and robbed of vitality and con- 
| sciousness, the quick rumble of wheels 
and the clang of the ambulance bell, 
and over it all the wail of a little child 
|—that is the way I should write the 
| history of Tuesday, July 2, says Dor- 
,othy Dix in the New York Journal. 

| Terrible as the heat was for all in 
‘New York, it was most terrible for the 


children. It is always they who suffer 
most. Rich people gathered up their 


' precious darlings and fled with them to 
cool forest shades or wind swept sea 
sands. The poor could only watch their 
‘little ones fade and wither, like blight- 
ed flowers, under the pitiless sun, and 
as I made my way down through the 


harrow, crowded streets in the tene- 
| : > : 

;ment district of the east side I mar- 
veled that romancers should so long 


have set their most pathetie scenes 
amid snow and ice and depicted cold 
as the climax of human suffering. 

It is the burning heat of summer that 
is hardest on the poor. Here was a 
tragedy of universal, inescapable suf- 
fering to which the bitterest winter 
weather could offer no parallel. Every 
house, you would think, must have 
emptied its human hive into the street. 
The pavements were packed with men 
and women, half dressed, desperately 
hugging the little strips of shade 
thrown by the buildings and panting, 
sweltering, gasping for a breath of 
the fiery hot air that came, laden with 
evil odors, up the street. 

Children, sometimes with but a single 
garment on, played about, and fought 
with each other over the chippings of 
ice that were broken off of a piece be- 
ing carried into a butcher shop. In 

| one place a dead horse, already swollen 

and hideous, lay on one side of the 
street, and brutal little boys were run- 
ning and jumping on the poor carcass. 
Just opposite a woman had fainted and 
fallen Gn the sidewalk, and about her 
had gathered in an instant the curious, 
cormorant street crowd, the women 
fanning ber and chatting in polyglot 
tongues. 

Looking up at the rows of houses 
you saw that the fire escapes swarmed 

| with mere babies, pushed out there be- 

cause it was cocler than in the room 
where the mother was perhaps cook- 
ing dinner or washing clothes. Down 
jou the pavement many of the smaller 
| children—the little ones, 2 and 3 years 
old—too weak and languid to even 
move, had crawled into the shadow of 
}a friendly dry goods box or fruit stall, 
or sprawled across some doorsill. And

In almost 
every block was a woman, weary 
| looking, hollow eyed from the lack of

All night it had wailed feebly, and the 
mother had exhausted all her love and 
skill in trying to scothe it. When 
morning came, she had to cook the fam- 
| ily meal, and laid the baby on the bed. 
| Suddenly the piteous little moaning 
ceased, and when she turned in to see 
what was the matter she could not 
rouse the child.

STORY OF ALBERT JOHNSON 


Famous Street Car Magnate'’s Early 
Days as a Car Driver. 

The late Albert L. Johnson, better 
known as Al Johnson, was born in 
Louisville, Ky., in 1862, says the New 
York Press. He and his brother Tom, 
now mayor of Cleveland, came to 
Cleveland when Albert was 21 years 
old and engaged in street railway en- 
terprises with a shrewdness that made 
them both wealthy. They had been 
interested in street railways in Indian- 
apolis with W. H. English, once can- 
didate for the vice presidency of the 
United States. and gained their original 
capital in that partnership. In Cleve- 
land the Jolnsons inaugurated a new 
era in local street railways. Tom was

the financial and Al the operative 
manager. Al Johnson drove street cars 
himself, and old timers remembered 


how he went through the streets driv- 
ing a team of white mules to his street 
car daily, rain or shine, for years. 

When he became famous as a tallyho 
driver, he boasted that he learned to 
drive on Cleveland street The 
brothers remained the controlling fac- 
tors in the Big Consolidated company 
until about ten years ago, when they 
sold out and transferred their talents 
to the east. 

Mr. Johnson went to New York from 
Cleveland ten years ago and, with P. 
H. Flynn. constructed the Nassau 
street railway in Brooklyn. During the 
great trolley strike in that city in 1895 
he advanced the wages of his men, and 
when the second strike occurred, in 
July. iSv9, after the sale of the Nassau 
system to the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
company, Mr. Johnson aroused some 
criticism by contributing $500 to the 
strike fund. 

Although directing large interests, 
Mr. Johnson found time for pleasure 
and recreation. He was fond of base- 
ball and once owned a club in Cleve- 
land. He was famous as a whip and 
later became an enthusiast on the sub- 
ject of automobiles.

Lorillard and Wife Reunited 
at Dying Man’s Bedside 


SOCIETY HAD BEEN PUZZLED

Over the Mysterious Trouble Between | 
the Tobacco King and His Beauti- 
ful Wife, Which Arose at the Height | 
of Their Social Prestige 


New York, July 6.—In the shadow of 
death, the separation that has existed 
for years between Pierre Lorillard, mil- 
lionaire sportsman, and his wife, who 
was the beautiful Miss Emily Taylor, 
has ended. 

She was summoned to the Fifth Ave- 
nue hotel by her sov, Pierre Lorillard, 
Jr., and remained all night at her dying 
husband's bedside. 

Society has never learned why Pierre 
Lorillard, a prince of good fellows, ang 
his beautiful wife separated. She was 
a noted belle, and, after her marriage, 
the millionaire tobacconist placed her 
in a luxurious home the sociul center 
of the city, and after the splendor of the 
entertainments over which she presided | 
exceeded all others. 

Mr. Lorillard at this time bought 
Ochre Point at Newport and erected 
there a cottage, marvellous in design, 
which he afterwards sold to Cornelius 
Vanderbilt. Later, Mr. Lorillard | 
bought a magnificent estate on the 
Ramapo hills and founded the aristo- 
cratic colony of Tuxedo. |

He was the principal heir of Peter Lor- 
illard, and acquired the hitter’s tobaceo 
business, which he greatly developed. 

He is the only American breeder 
that ever won the English derby.

Manufacturing has been interrupted 
by the elements and labor agitation. 
Numerous prostrations from heat 
caused humane employers to close mills 
during the most distressing hours, while 
the sheet and hoop workers were or- 
dered to stop work until cert: ain disputed 
points were settled. 

I’ootwear shops in New England are 
active on fall lines, but local jobbers are 
less busy, and orders from salesinen on 
the road are hght. Prices are steady,

Mr. Hughes died two years ago, and 
| then Mr. Rogers astonished the world, 
| and Paterson in particular, by announc- 
ing that he would close the Rogers Lo- 
comotive works when outstanding con- 
tracts were filled. Remonstrance meet- 
lings were held, and Mr. Rogers was 
asked to reconsider. It was pointed 
out to him that he would throw 2,000 
men out of employment. His reply 
was characteristic. 
| “I have paid them for their work,” he 
| said, “and I am under no obligation to 
them. As for Paterson, I care noth- 
ing. The works are mine, and I will 
| close them.” 
| And he did. Then it was proposed 
to Mr. Rogers that he should sell the 
works. His requirements were so 
| great, however, that no offer was 
made. Next Mr. Rogers asked the 
courts to name a receiver for the 
| Rogers Lecomotive works. This was 
/done, and the receiver sold them to 
Elliott S. Smith and F. P. Holran of 
| New York city for $602,000, 

Mr. Rogers said that he had at that 
| time never sold anything but locomo- 
| tives and butter, and he told the truth. 
He invested in securities and 4id not 
| Sell them. If the securities were 

forced to a ficticious value, Jacob 
| Rogers paid no attention. He bought 

much real estate that has increased in 

value, and he bas never sold. That is 
| why the extent of his fortune is a 
| mystery. 

At Pompton he owned a stock farm 
|of many hundreds of acres, where he 
| raised blooded catle, thoroughbred 
| horses and maintained extensive game 
| preserves. Butter making was bis 
|} hobby. He sold the product of his 
dairy at 40 cents a pound—never vary- 
ing. When the demand for it grew, 
| he was offered a larger price. His re- 
| ply was that butter auch as he made 
was worth 40 cents a pound and no 
more. 

He never married, and his only rela- 
tives are said to be nephews and 
| Dieces, sons and daughters of a brother. 
Mr. Rogers was possessed of many 
habits which excited comment in Pater- 
son. He wag very close meuthed about 
his personal business. The only con- 
fidence in that regard that she is said 
te have intrusted to a friend was that 
the profit on a single locometive was

badly defeated in Saturday’s race, 

On shore, however, every one dils- 
cussed the race from all sides, but prin- 
cipally with reference to the unexpected 
showing of the Independence, It 
seemed to be the general opinion among 
those yachismen who watched the race 
closely that the sluggishness of the 
Boston boat was due to some extent to 
the uncertainty of the wind some little 
time after the start, and that the true 
worth of the yacht was not brought 
out. 

On board the Boston boat not a man 
was cast down, the overwhelming de- 
feat being attributed solely to hard luck. 
Said one of those on board during the 
race: “Weknow that the Independence 
ean sail, and sail fast, for we have seen 
her do it, and we believe that on Sat- 
urday ill luck attended her from the 
very start.” 

Captain Haff is quoted as expressing 
similar views to Mr. Lawson when the 
latter came aboard Saturday night, af- 
ter the race, and last night all hands on 
the Boston yacht were looking forward 
eagerly and confidently to today’s con- 
test, when, over a triangular course, the 
Independence is expected to show her 
great reaching powers, provided, of 
course, there is any kind of a breeze. 

Considerable ballast was taken out of 
the Independence yesterday afternoon, 
as was also some furniture, apparently 
to make her a little more tender for the 
breeze in today’s race. On Saturday 
she appeared to be too heavy and acted 
very stiff, it being hard to get a lift on 
her. 

An unqualified victory for the Consti- 
tution; an overwhelming defeat for the 
Independence; a most commendable 
showing for the old champion—the Co- 
Inmbia—is the record of the first day’s 
contest of the big sloops In the Newport 
Yacht Racing association series. 

From the firing of the starting gun 
which sent the yachts off to windward 
in a light easterly breeze, the Constitu- 
tion led herriyuls. At the turning buoy 
she was a little more than two minutes 
in advance of the Columbia, while the 
Independence was hull down to leeward. 
But it was on the run home that the 
new Herreshoff yacht showed her 
greatest strength, beating the Columbia 
over eight minutes in the 15 miles down 
the wind, and, when the new champion 
of America swept across the line, the 
Boston boat was over seven miles 
astern. 

Owing to the lightness of the wind, 
there was no brilliant or dramatic scene 
to chronicle. The race lacked the 
charm that attends a scupper breeze, 
but it was, nevertheless, full of interest- 
ing, if not exciting events. 

The chief interest of the contest was 
the failure of the Independence to meet 
the expectations of her adherents. 
That she was a fallure in the weather 
conditions that prevailed Saturday can- 
not be gainsaid. At no time during the 
contest to windward did she show any 
weatherly qualities whatever. She 
did not point so high as her opponents, 
nor did she, even for a brief interval, 
demonstrate that she possessed a frac- 
tion of that speed which she seemed to 
have shown when sailing by herself. 

That she may be vastly improved is 
possible, but that she profoundly dis- 
appointed her friends cannot be con- 
cealed, for in light winds her excellence 
was chiefly supposed torest. When she 
got fairly out into the open sea she 
pounded heavily in the southeast swell, 
and the more she pounded the more she 
seemed to lose headway. So far as 
polnting went she was just as good as 


ness was her fault. 

So far as the Constitutlon’s success 
was concerned it was no more than was 
expected of her by those who have 
watched her keenly since her launch. 
Handled splendidly, and with rare 
judgment, but not in the least better 
than Columbia, ber superior size and 
bigger sail plan told. Whether the Co- 
lumbia will beat the Constitution in 
hard weather remains to be proved. 

The Columbia was sailed in a most 
meritorious manner from start to finish. 
The way her salls were set, the smart 
shifting of them wheuever a shift be- 
eame necessary, the skilful maneuvers 
of those in charge of her, to keep up 
with the more powerful bout, Constitu- 
tion, in the beat to windward, and the 
very creditable success that attended 
these efforts are part of the praise that 
will always attend the meeting of these 
two yachts and their able skippers.

The Byproducts of Charcoal.

Acres of New Fuel Found. 

Near Rio Grande City, Tex., thou- 
sands of acres of fuel, extending to an 
unknown ‘dépth, have recently been 
discovered. Though there‘is a disa- 
greement as to what the substance 
really is, the better opinion is that it 
is clay highly charged with natural 
gas. The mineral when broken into 


small pieces ignites quickly and gives 
out a strong flame that lasts for a long 
time. 


With a view to preventing accidents 
at level crossings and collisions in the 
neighborhood of railway stations a 
very ingenious mechanism has been 
tried in France. It consists essentially 
of a huge hook or catch made of fron, 
which is connected with a lever at the 
station by means of a wire, through 
which a current of electricity passes. 
When it is lying in its place, the train 
passes over it quite easily, but as soon 
as it is raised it catches a lever which 
is attached to the engine. 

The lever thus caught causes an air 
valve on the engine to open automatic- 
ally and applies the brakes at once, so 
that the whole train ts brought to a 
standstill within a very short distance. 

In foggy weather the use of such an 
apparatus cannot be overestimated, as 
it is calculated to prevent a train run- 
ning into another which happens to be 
delayed at a station. 

Clay as Track Ballast. 

Gravel and broken stone are both be- 
ing superseded to a considerable extent 
on numerous western railroads by clay, 
Its use as ballast is probably the latest 
employment of this immensely com-

THE BIGGEST YEP 


Seven Masted Steel Schooner to be 
Built by Fore River Co. 


The biggest thing in the sailing craft 
line ever attempted, says the Record, 
has just been begun at Quincy Point, 
where the Fore River Co. have laid 
down the plans for the seven-masted 
schooner which they will build for T. 
W. Lawson and others of this city. 
The vessel, designed by Crowninshield, 
is of handsome design and the usual 
railers at such craft, who have seen the 
model,are now as positive that she will 
be a success, 

There are only two six-masters 
afloat, fore and aft rigged, and their 
utility has been demonstrated. 

They, however, are built of wood, 
whereas this new leviathan of the deep 
will be constructed of steel. In fact, 
nearly every feature of her will be a 
radical change from the rules laid down 
by ship builders, and many there are 
who maintain that the whole affair is 
an experiment. 

To begin with, she will be 395 ft. 
over all or about 80 feet—a down east 
coaster’s length, — longer than the 
Percy, the larger of the two six- 
masters. 

She will be 50 ft. beam, which will 
give her the lines of a great yacht. The 
ordinary schooner is rarely more than 
four times longer than her breadth. 
Here will be a craft eight times longer. 

Her moulded depth will be 24 ft. 6 
in. and she will have a draft, loaded of 
26 ft. 6 in., or little more than the 
Percy. This will be when loaded with 
8,500 tons of coal ora third as mach 
again as a load for the Percy. 

So it will be seen that the bull, 
naturally tender from such dimensions, 
will have to be strengthened and this is 
just what will’be done; and when com- 
pleted the vessel will be wonderfully 
strong. Braces innumerable will render 
her stiff. They her spars will be much 
less lofty than one would suppose. 

They will be 155 ft. from deck to 
truck, and the lower masts 105 ft. of 
the height, will be of steel while the 
50 ft. topmast will be of Oregon pine. 

The vessel will be ready for sea in 
eight months and will cost sparred and 
canvased, $25,000. 

The model of the vessel reveals the 
fine lines of thé clipper. These great 
schooners have demonstrated their 
ability in off shore service and it is 
hinted that the old time supremacy of 
Boston and Salem clipper ships will 
be revived in the new fore-and-afters. 

The vessel building will embody 
every new wrinkle of Marine architec- 
ture. The steel plates will be from 
half to an inch in thickness. These 
will be placed with scientific precision, 
so that all strains will be equalized. 
The material used in her will weigh 
2,000 tons, and her displacement will 
be 10,000 tons. The frames will be of 
channel bar steel and will be of nine- 
inch-stuff. The decks will be of steel, 
and everything excepting the cabin 
fittings will be of metal of some sort. 
The three deck houses will be vf metal. 

In the construction the thick plates 
will be the upper ones, tapering to 
three-quarter inch at the bilges and 
half inch at the bottom. 

The sails of the vessel will not be 
abnormally large, although, of course 
the total area will exceed any ever put 
on a sail craft of any sort. 

The ship will have both steam and 
electric apparatus. The engine room 
forward will contain new appliances for 
handling the great sails and anchors, 
and the electric lighting plant will be 
ample. Improved steering gear will be 
installed. 

The cabins will be models of ele- 
gance. 

While the ship is primarily intended 
for the coal-carrying trade there is 
possibility that she may later embark 
in the foreign account. 


The Proposed Canal. 


The employes of the State board of 
harbor and land commissioners have 
established headquarters at Campello, 
from which they will work north and 
south on the survey of the proposed 
canal from the mouth of Weymouth 
Fore river in Quincy to Fall River, the 
terminus. The work will be conducted 
under the general supervision of Henry 
B. Wood, assistant engineer, of the 
beard. The survey of the northerly 
part of the route, which will be known 
as section No. 1, will be directed by 
Eugene E, Pierce, and will include 
Avon, Holbrook, Randolph, Weymouth 
and Braintree, to the mouth of Wey- 
mouth Fore river in Quincy. The 
southerly part, or section No. 2, will 
be surveyed under the direction of 
Prof. Arthur B. Butterfield, and will 
include the Bridgewaters, Raynham, 
Taunton and intervening towns to Fall 
River, the terminus. 

Report must be made tu the legisla- 
ture by Jan. 15, 1902. This is a survey 
for which the legislature appropriated 
at its last session $10,000.

IN CHERRY TIME, 


herty Pie, Pudding, Dumplings and 
Other Delicacies, 


The Morello cherry is the best for 


full of flavor and best retains these 
conditions after heating. 

Cherry Pie.—A toothsome pie may be 
amade by lining a deep pie dish with 
rich crust, brushing this over with the 
white of an egg to keep the juice from 
seeping through. Fill with good, ripe, 
stoned cherries, spread with bits of 
butter and sweeten well with sugar, 
adding a shake or two of flour from 
the dredger. Put on a top crust, mak- 
ing an incision for the steam to escape, 
and bake. 

Cherry Batter Pudding.—Butter thick- 
ly a pudding dish that will hold a pint 
and a half, fill nearly full with ripe, 
stoned cherries and pour over it a bat- 
ter made with three eggs, one cupful 
of milk and four tablespoonfuls of 
flour. Beat smooth and light, adding a 
pinch of salt. Cover the mold and boil 
one hour and a half. 

Steamed Pudding.—Cream together 
the yolks of three eggs and a cupful of 
sugar, adding a quarter of a pound of 
butter, then add a cupful of milk anda 
cupful and a half of flour, with a large 
teaspoonful of baking powder. Fold 
In the whites of the eggs, which have 
been stiffly beaten, and a quart of ston- 
ed cherries, paur into a buttered mold 
and steam one hour. 

Following is a delicious sauce to be 
eaten with either of the above puddings 
or with any fruit puddings or dump- 
lings: Cream together a quarter of a 
pound of butter and four tablespoon- 
fuls of sugar; add the yolks of two 
eggs and beat well. Simmer a few mo- 
ments In a farina boiler, take from the 
fire and whisk into it the stiffly beaten 
whites. 

Cherry Dumplings.—These are yery 
good if made of ple crust, having for 
shortening half butter and half lard— 
no baking powder. They may be made 
into Individual dumplings, or the dough 
may be made into one roll. Use for 
filling ripe stoned cherries and no sug- 
ar. They are to be eaten with cream 
and sugar or the above sauce. 

Frozen Cherries.—Stone a quart of 
rich, ripe cherries, adding to them a 
cupful of sugar. Let stand four hours. 
Make a rich custard by heating a quart 
of cream to boiling point. Beat 12 eggs 
without separating. Beat until very 
light; now pour the heated cream to 
which bas been added sugar in a gentle 
stream, whisking constantly; cool and 
freeze. When nearly done, remove the 
dasher, add the cherries and beat until 
finished. 

Cherry Jam.—Weigh and stone per- 
fectly sound, mellow cherries, strain 


a granite preserving kettle with the 
cherries. Heat slowly, and when they 
reach the boiling point allow them to 
simmer 15 minutes; add sugar in pro- 
portion of three-quarters of a pound to 
one pound of unstoned fruit; cook 
slowly until they jelly. Put away in 
jam pots, with a paper over the top. 
If the flavor ts liked, some of the stones 
may be crushed and the flavor extract- 
ed by steeping, then straining into the 
cherries before cooking.—Table Talk.

CLAIM OF CROWINSHIELD 


Says He Was Author of Order to 
~ Dewey to Capture or Destroy Span- 
ish Fleet—Secretary Long Differs, 
and Gives His Version of the Matter 


Washington, July 9.—Rear Admiral 


| A. S. Crowninshield, chief of the bu- 


reau of navigation, yesterday issued a 
formal statemeut to the effect that he 
was the author of the famous dispatch 
to Admiral Dewey, ordering him to pro- 
ceed from Hong Kong to Manila and 
there capture or destroy the Spanish 
feet. 

Admiral Crowninshield states that 


he wrote the dispatch in the White 
House, and submitted it to both At- 
torney General Griggs and the president, 
| and that the only change made in the 
dispatch as he wrote it was the ad- 
dition of either the word “capture” or 
the worg “destroy.” 

The dispatch, according to Admiral 
Crownlnshield, then was handed to 
Lieutenant Whittlesley, who took it to 
Secretary Long, and after the latter had 
signed It, sent it to Admiral Dewey. In 
eonclusion, Admiral Crowninshield says 
that whatever credit comes from hav- 
ing given the order belongs to the presl- 
dent and Secretary Long. 

Secretary Long said upon this sub- 
ject: “My recollection is entirely 
distinct. Immediately upon the dec- 
laration of war I had conferred with the 
president about an order to Dewey to 
attack the Spanish fleet at Manila. 

“On Saturday morning, April 24, I 
went to the White House, sat with the 
| president on a sofa in the corridor and 
earnestly advised the sending of such 
an order. But for Admiral Crownin- 
shield’s statement I should have said 
unhesitatingly that I had with me the 
dispatch which had been prepared in 
his bureau of navigation, and that, the 
president approving, I returned to the 
navy department and sent it in to the 
bureau of navigation to be put in cipher. 

“I then went out todrive. AsIdrove 
out between 11 and 12 o'clock, I remem- 
ber passing Admiral Crowninshield. 
As to what transpired at the White 
House at the meeting which he de- 
scribes, I, of course, have no knowledge. 
It seems to me probable that the presi- 
dent, after his interview with me, sent 
for some of the cabinet and Admiral 
Crowninshield, and took up the dis- 
patch, which, according to my recollee- 
tion, had already been prepared, and 
gave it final consideration. Probably 
also there had then come in Dewey's 
dispatch of the day before advisiug us 
that he had been ordered to get away 
from Hong Kong.”

| BETTER SHOWING EXPECTED 


When the Boat Has a Chance to Salil 
ln a Strong Breeze—Adherents Be- 
lieve She Will Surprise Those Who 


Think Her Chances Are Hopeless 
Newport, R. L, July 10.—None of the 
big racing boats woved out of the har- 
bor yesterday. It was intended to take 
the Constitution out for a short spin in

The managers and crew of the In- 
dependence are still undismayed by the 
showing their boat has made thus far, 
as full of hope aud courage 
as ever. They feel that their craft has 
had an unusual run of hard luck in 
finding all the soft spots possible in the 
two races in which she has sailed. They 
know that the boat has sailed fast in 
a good breeze, and they believe that she 
will yet surprise those who have con- 
demned her as a hopeless candidate for 
cup honors. It Is admitted that she 
has shown surprising weakness as a 
light weather boat, but her admirers are 
hoping for a good club-topsail breeze to 
give her an opportunity to redeem her- 
self.

The Actual Cost. 


Twenty-five thousand regulars and 
12,000 native soldiers will eventually 
be the American’ garrison of the 
Philippine Islands — about half the 
force of the army of occupation when 
the war was on. 


Including the bluejackets and 
marines of the squadrons, who were 
available from time to time for land 


duty the United States had in the 
Philippines during the height of the 
conflict with Aguinaldo about 70,000 
officers and men. Between 60,000 and 
65,000 of these were soldiers of the 
regular and volunteer service. It is 
amusing now to turn back to the dole- 
ful prophecies of mortality with which 
our Philippine adventure began. A 
Boston newspaper went so far as 
editorially to predict that one-half of 
the American troops who went ont to 
Manila would never return; that the 
climate would cut them off like grain 
before the sickle. But the official 
figures of the Adjutant General’s office 
to June 1, 1901 show that the total 
loss of our army from all causes was 
in the regular service 42 officers and 
1292 enlisted men; in the volunteer 
service 33 officers and 1,217 enlisted 
men, an aggregate for the whole 
United States army of 75 officers and 
2,509 enlisted men. 

Nearly half as many persons were 
slain by the hot wave in New York last 
week. Many a single battle of the Civil 
War cost the United States more 
soldiers. Our Philippine adventure is 
a serious problem. It would be worse 
than folly to belittle it. But the 
military cost, as such things go in 
the stern though necessary work of 


warfare has not been great. — Boston 
Journal. agen ax

PHOTOGRAPHER. 


Taking Portraits at Home—Arrange- 
ment For Lighting a Sitter In an 
Ordinary Room—An Easy Method of 
Making a Dark Room, 


One of the most interesting features 
of amateur photography is the taking 
of portraits. This work is of two kinds 
—the out of door snap shot portraiture 
that is often very successful, so far as 
the “likeness” goes, but always lacks 
the fine balancing of light and shade,

and the artistic finish of a portrait that 
is taken where the amount and the di- 
rection of the light can be controlled. 


For the majority of amateurs the 
light that comes from the ordinary 


house window must be utilized, 

The trouble encountered here is that 
a north window in a dwelling house 
admits too small an amount of light, 
while the direct sunlight of a south 
window is as bad as are out of door 
eonditions. The strong light of a sun- 
ny window may be made to serve the 
purpose of the portrait taker. 

A dark cloth is pinned across the 
lower sash, before which the sitter Is 
placed, either back to the curtain or 
with the side of the body toward It, ac- 
cording to location of the camera. In 
front of the upper sash of the window 
is constructed a hood. The framework 
of this Is of strips of wood put together 
In the form shown in the illustration. 
The curved pieces can be made of bar- 
rel hoops. 

This framework is made to hang up 
on books against the window casing. It 
is covered with white cloth to reflect 
the light down upon the sitter. Over 
this is put a cover of black cloth, that 
the light may not come through and 
strike the lens of the camera. 

White and black paper will answer 
as well as cloth. The camera must be 
placed high enough on the tripod or 
the hood be brought down low’ enough 
so that no light from the upper sash 
may fall upon the camera lens. If the 
camera Is placed directly in front of 
the window, the cloth covering the 
lower sash will form the background of 
the portrait. If the sitter sits with his 
side toward the window, a background 
should be hung from the side of the 
hood, coming down behind the sitter. 

If at any time the light is too strong, 
a square of white muslin can be pin- 
ned across the base of the hood above 
the head of the sitter. This will diffuse 
the light somewhat and temper it. 
With these suggestions the amateur 
ought to be able by experimenting to 
reach a successful method of portrait 
taking in his own home. Some experi- 
menting is necessary, since in no two 
houses are the conditions of light and 
windows exactly the same. 

The want of a suitable dark room 
robs amateur photography of a great 
deal of its pleasure. A dark room big 
enough for all necessary purposes can 
easily be constructed In the corner of a 
stable, shed or unfinished chamber aft- 
er the plan shown in the accompanying 
cut. 

Mark off a square in the corner of the 
space to be utilized and set up five 
strips of 2 by 3 Inch lumber in the 
manner shown. Put a “header” across 
between two strips for a doorway and 
cover all the rest of the wall space with 
black tarred paper, tacking it on as 
shown in the illustration, lapping the 
second plece over the edge of the first. 

For a door make a frame out of strips 
of board, putting a brace from the tn-

ner corner at the bottom to the outer 
corner at the top, to keep it from sag- 
ging, and cover the frame with the 


tarred paper. Hinge one side to an up- 
right strip and tack on small strips in- 
side so there will be no cracks left 
about the edges of the door when it is 
closed. Put up a broad shelf about two 
sides of the dark room, witb a few 
smaller shelves above to hold chemi- 
cals, plates, paper and trays, and the 
dark room is complete.—Webb Donnell 
in Household.

The chief engineer of the marine 
department of Canada declares that 
Lake Erie is in danger of becoming 
s0 shallow as to offer serious obstacles 
to navigation. He has returned to 
Ottawa from a tour of inspection of 
the upper lakes and states that Lake 
Erie is lower than was ever known to 
be the case before. 

This condition is due, he thinks, to 
a series of dry seasons, to the drain 
made by the power development works 
at Niagara falls and to the fact that 
dredging’ the Tonawanda canal has 
made it easier for water to escape from 
the lake. 

He considers it imperative that the 
United States government adopt reme- 
dial measures at an early date or else 
navigation upon its present basis will | 
be seriously interfered with. 

Light From Smoke. 

A Belgian engineer named Toblansky 
of Altorff is said to have just discover- 
ed a means for turning smoke into 
light. His apparatus collects the smoke, 
no matter from what fire, forces it into 
a filtered receiver, where it is saturated 
with “hydrocarbure” and turned into 
a brilliant light. By means of this in- 
vention, which the Belgian papers are 
all busy discussing, an ordinary kitch- 
en fire can be made to produce a light 
equal to that of 50 Becs Auer. 

Drinkable Gold Produced. 

Potable gold, long sought by the al- 
chemists of old as the true elixir of 
life, has been produced at last, and a 
patent for it has Just been granted by 
the government. It is a drinkable 
preparation and is declared to be a 
literal renewer of youth, giving 
strength and_ restoring shattered 
nerves. 


Teachers In Convention 

Detroit, July 10.—The Light Guard 
armory was crowded yesterday at the 
first general session of the National Ed- 
ucational association. At the meeting of 
the board of directors Treasurer Green- 
lee's report showed total receipts for the 
year of $16,559, and expenditures of 
$16,283. The board of trusetts reported 
the permanent fund of the association 
as $84,100, invested in interest bearing 
bonds. The application of the Amer!i- 
can Religious Educational society to 
affiliate with the National Educational 
association in their work of research 
was laid over for one year. 


Want Doctors’ Certificates 

Portland, Me., July 10.—Fifty-two ap- 
plicants for registration as practicing 
physicians, three of whom were young 
women, were before the board of med- 
ical registration here yesterday. Nearly 
all were recent graduates of medical 
schools in this state. 


Alleged Fraudulent Use of Mails 

Worcester, Mass., July 10.—E. F. Bar- 
ritt was arrested here yesterday after- 
noon by Postoffice Inspector Snow of 
Boston on a warrant charging him with 
fraudulent use of the mails. Barritt 
waived examination, and was held for 
the grand jury.

A RUSSIAN PROPOSITION 
To Vacate Recent Increased 
Dnties Levied by Her 


POLICY RESPECTING SUGAR 


Must, However, Be Reversed by 
America Before Decisive Action Can 
Be Taken—Suggestion Cannot Be 


Acted Upon by Secretary Gage 


Washington, July 10.—Another im- 
portant exchange has occurred between 
the Russian government aud the United 
States relative to the tariff. The Rus- 
sian minister of finance, M. De Witte, 
has proposed that Russia will vacate 
al! of the additional duties levied on 
American goods since the imposition of 
the sugar differential, if the United 
States will vacate its action on the 
sugar differential. 

The proposition was the direct result 
of Secretary Hay’s note of about two 
weeks ago. In that note, Mr. Hay 
pointed out that the action taken as to 
petroleum was not new, Dor was it 
meant to have any connection with 
the previous action of the government 
on sugar. This appears to have recon- 
ciled the Russian officials in their view 
that the petroleum order was only an- 
other step in the policy previously taken 
respecting sugar. 

Accordingly, M. De Witte’s response 
was conimunicated to Washington. It 
is not long, but it is quite to the point. 
It makes no further issue as to the pe- 
troleum order. ‘The chief attention is 
given to sugar, and the specific offer is 
made to vacate immediately the in- 
creased duties which Russia has levied, 
if the United States will vacate its ac- 
tion on sugar. This would amount to 
re-establishing the status quo which ex- 
isted before the United States took Its 
initial action relative to Russia. 

The Russian proposition was duly 
communicated to Secretary Gage, who 
has responded promptly that, as the 
sugar differential question is now be- 
fore the courts, it is not possible for him 
to avail himself of the Russian sug- 
gestions. ‘Thus the matter stands. 

The reductions which would have re- 
sulted under M. De Witte’s tender are 
those affecting cast iron wares, manu- 
factures of iron and steel, boiler works, 
tools for artists, factories and work- 
shops; gas and water motors, motors 
and dynamos, sewing machines, port- 
able engines. uot including threshing 
machines; fire engines and other ma- 
chinery of iron and steel; also, white 
resin, galipot, brewers’ pitch and bicy- 
cles, 

The inecreaséd duties on iron and steel 
goods followed after the imposition of 
the sugar differential, while those on 
bicycles and resin followed the increase 
on petroleum. 

M. De Witte’s proposal was to take 
off all of the increased duties. In the 
course of his letter, it is stated that the 
second retaliatory move on bicycles and 
resin was not due to the American ac- 
tion on petroleum, although it bad so 
appeared in the original Russian note, 
but that it related back to the American 
action on sugar. 

This is thought to be the result of 
Secretary Gage’s reply to Russia to the 
effect that its action in increasing the 
duty on American bicycles and resin 
was a violation of our treaty with that 
country. 


Terrible Work With Rifle 


Douglass, Ga., July 10.—Jake Devoss, 
a negro laborer on James MecKinnon’s 
plantation, was working a team of 
mules yesterday when the mules balked, 
and the negro got a rifle and shot both 
ef them dead. Devoss’ wife expostu- 
lated with him, and he shot her, inflict- 
ing a wound which may prove fatal. 
James McKinnon and his_ brother, 
Charles, attracted by the shooting, 
started forthe scene. Charles McKin- 
non was instantly killed by the negro, 
and James McKinnon was probably fa- 
tally wounded. Devoss escaped to the 
swamps. 


Endeavorers’ Rallies Concentrated 

Cincinnati, July 10.—The fourth day 
of the conference of the Christian En- 
deavgr society was a light one. The 
three big Music Hall rallies were con- 
centrated into two meetings. Thissame 
arrangement, in all probability, will 
hold good during today, and the third 
meeting will be dispensed with. Audi- 
torlums Endeavor and Williston are 
amply sufficient to accommodate the 
Endeavorers. Five of the prominent 
speakers are absent, owing to illness, 


Her Prison Life Begun 

Eldorado, Kan., July 10.—Jessie Mor- 
rison was taken to the penitentiary at 
Lansing yesterday to begin her five 
years’ sentence for the murder of Mrs. 
Castle. Miss Morrison was aecom- 
panied by her father, Judge Morrison, 
and her brother. At the home of the 
Morrisons a pathetic scene was enacted, 
when the aged father, step-mother, 
brothers and sisters cried bitterly as 
Miss Morrison kissed them good bye. 


The Reading Road’s Decision 

Philadelphia, July 10.—Acting Presi- 
dent Walsh of the Reading railroad an- 
mounces that the strikers having failed 
to take advantage of the offer made by 
President Baer and the supplementary 
promises issued by Mr. Walsh, they will 
not now be regarded as employes, and 
efforts will be made to fill their places. 


Scooped by Customs Authorities 

New York, July 10.—A fine gold chain, 
1180 feet long, which was wound around 
the waist of Isaac Gutman when he ar- 
rived here from Europe in May, was 
sold at auctiou yesterday by the customs 
authorities. With it was sold a gold 
watch chain. The two articles were 
gold for $925. 


GOTHAM’S CHAIR RIOT 


Have Resulted In Park Commisioner 
Bowing to Public Opiuion 

New York, July 10.—The demonstra- 
tions against the reserved park chairs, 
for the use of which a fee is charged, 
were continued iu Madison Square park 
yesterday. A mob took the police by 
surprise, and began a wholesale de- 
struction of chairs. ‘The attendant in 
charge was swept from his feet and 
carried down with his property. The 
police charged with drawn clubs and 
several men were arrested. 

Late last night Park Commissioner 
announced that, owing to the storm of 
opposition which had arisen, he would 
revoke the chair privileges in the parks 
granted to Oscar I’. Spate. This action 
by Mr. Clausen was the direct result of 
the public indignation and rioting which 
has followed the effort to introduce pay 
seats in the city parks.

PLANS FOR REORGANIZING

Not Prevent Investigation of 
Seventh National Bank Affairs 

New York, July 10.—Bank Examiner 
Raynor says that he has not yet com- 
pleted his report on the condition of the 
Seventh National bank. District At- 
torney Burnett was in consultation yes- 
terday with W. S. Ball, his assistant, 
who was designated to examine into the 
affairs of the bank. Mr. Burnett, after 
his conference, said: 

“I do not care to say at this time 
whether or not anything has been dis- 
covered by Mr. Ball of a criminal char- 
acter in the manipulation of the affairs 
of the Seventh National bank. Nothing 
will be done until the investigation Is 
completed. The investigation will be 
continued by this oftice, despite what 
the board of directors may do. Wheth- 
er or not the bank Is reorganized the 
work of investigation will go on, and I 
have written to the department of jus- 


tice in Washington stating that an ex- 


pert accountant be designed to assist 


Mr. Ball in this work.” 


Mr. Burnett said further that if he 


discovered evidence of any criminal act 
on the part of the officials of the bank 


which caused Jts failure he would pro- 
ceed against those responsible, whether 


or not the bank was rehabilitated and 
settlements made with depositors. 


Boxer Outrages Reversed 


Washington, July 10.—The Chinese 


government has filed a claim for indem- 
hity to the amount of $500,000 on ac- 
count of alleged outrageous treatment 
of Chinese at Butte, Mont. It is 
charged that some of them were killed, 
others lost their property, and nearly all 


were ruined in business, and many of 


them were driven out. The claimants 
number several hundred. It is de- 
clared that the city council of Butte up- 
held the rioters and the boycotters; that 
the state court, upon appeal, decided in 
language so unjudicial as to be itself a 
subject of complaint. 


Charged With Causing Disaster 

Paterson, N. J., July 10.—Abraham 
Rittenberg, who kept the stationery 
store in which the explosion of fireworks 
wrecked a building and cost 17 lives, 
Was put on the stand at the inquest 
yesterday. He told of having powder 
and other explosives in quantities in 
addition to the fireworks. When he 
stepped from the stand and left the 
room a policeman served him with a 
warrant, charging him with being re- 
sponsible for the disaster. He was ar- 
rested. 


Fair Increases Postal Receipts 

Washington, July 10.—The monthly 
statement of the gross postal receipts 
for June at 50 of the largest postoffices 
shows a net increase of $209,786 or 5.6 
percent for the 50 offices over June of 
last year. The biggest increase was 
50 percent at Buffulo. Nine offices 
showed decreases for the month. The 
largest decrease was 25.5 percent at 
Dayton, O. 


Hollander Said to Have Resigned 

San Juan, P. R., July 10.—J. GW. Hol- 
lander, treasurer of Porto Rico, left here 
yesterday for New York. Insular Sec- 
retary Hunt says Mr. Hollander will 
not return to Porto Rico, and Mr. Hol- 
lander, when questioned on the matter, 
remained silent. It is reported here 
that Mr. Hollander has resigned his po- 
sition of treasurer, 


Kansas Suffering From Heat 

Topeka, July 10.—The hot weather in 
Kansas continves with no immediate 
prospect of relief. Corn is fast shrivel- 
ing up, the oat crop is worse than a 
failure, and hay is scarcer than for 
years. In western Kansas the condi- 
tions are better than in the easte~n part, 
this being directly opposite to the usual 
state of affairs, 


A Valueless Verdict 

Albany, July 10.—Coroner Plantz yes- 
terday rendered a verdict relative to the 
death of William J. Walsh, who was 
shot and killed In this city during the 
United Traction company’s strike by a 
soldier. ‘The verdict recites the fact 
connected with the case, but does not 
place the responsibility for the affair 
upon anyone. 


Wages to Be Increased 

Columbia, Pa., July 10.—Notice has 
been posted in the four rolling mills of 
the Susquehanna Steel and Iron com- 
pany that on July 22 the wages of pud- 
dlers will be advanced 25 percent a ton, 
and the wages of the other employes 
raised proportionately. 


Cubans Reject Electoral Law 

Havana, July 10.—The Cuban con- 
stitutional convention yesterday re- 
jected the commission’s project for the 
electoral law by a vote of 13 to 12. The 
Conservatives claimed that the law as 
proposed was too radical in many re- 
spects. 


Contractors Must Get to Work 

Havana, July 10.—Captain of the 
Port Young has informed the contract- 
ors who have undertaken to raise the 
wreck of the United States battleship 
Maine that unless the work is begun 
immediately the contract will be an- 
nulled. 


Slx Hundred Were Spilled 
Jacksonville, Ils., July 10.—During an 
entertainment given by the show 
“Streets of India,” last night, the am- 
phitheatre collapsed, throwing about 
600 persons to the ground. Eight per- 
sous Were more or less injured.

Mr. Keller, 
who was shot at Arlington, N. J., by 
Thomas G. Barker, is preparing for 
another surgical operation, the result 
of which may either slightly ameliorate 
his present condit:on or leave hm totally 
blind for life. Splinters of bone that 
were driven toward the muscles control- 
lng the surviving eye by the impact of 
Barker's bullet have begun to cause so 
much trouble that another operation 
must be employed to remove them. The 
right eye was removed entirely, and Mr. 
Keller now has no muscular control 
whatever over the left eye. 


As to Colonial Dames 

New York, July 10.-—A decision was 
handed down by the supreme court yes- 
terday in the case of the Colonial Dames 
of America against the Colonial Dames 
of the State of New York and others. 
The action of the lower court, permitting 
the defendants to call themselves any 
kind of Colonial Dames, which was the 


point at issue, was affirmed. 
Charged With Child Murder 

Fort Wayne, Ind., July 10.—Charles 
Dunn, an aged and wealthy lumberman, 
suspected of having killed Alice Coth- 
rell, aged 10, whose body was found in 
a cistern beneath Dunn's residence at 
Waller, was arrested yesterday, charged 
with the murder of the girl by choking 
her to death. An attempt to assault 
the girl had been made. 


Vancouver, B. C., July 10.—The Jap- 
anese are now in control of the fishing 
situation on the Iraser river. It was 
a bloodless victory, due to the clever 
tactics of the victors. About 3000 Jap- 
anese spent the night in fishing. The 
union strikers were simply overawed by 
force of nunibers.

bing Jacobs.

Dominican Headquarters In America 

Montreal, July 10.—Arrangements are 
in progress for transferring the admin- 
istration of the Dominican order In 
Canada and the United States fromm 
France to this continent.

Honors on Political Issues 


Columbus, O., July 11.—The Demo- 
cratic convention yesterday nominated 
this ticket: For governor, James Wil- 
bourne; lieutenant governor, Anthony 
Howells; judge of the supreme court, 
Joseph Lidy; clerk of the supreme court, 
flarry B, Young; attorney general, M. 
B. McCarthy; treasurer of the state, 
k. P. Alshire; uiember of the board of 
public works, James B, Holman. 

The convention convened here under 
peculiar circunistaneces. All the more 
conservative elements had combined in 
the preliminaries against the friends of 
Mayor Johnson of Cleveland, but the 
combination was not maintained after 
the committees were selected. The 
contest was in the committee on resolu- 
tlons, and on both national and state 
issues. The Johnson men won on their 
favorite Views on state matters, and the 
MeLean aud hilbourne men on national 
issues. 

There was, no reaffirmation of the 
Kansas City or any other platform. 
There is no mention of previous plat- 
forms or of Bryan. 

The nomination of Colonel Kilbourne 
Was uppropriately called one of “spou- 
taneous combustion.” 

It was currently reported that John- 
son desired the nomination of Monnett 
as attorney general, and that the Me- 
Lean men wanted Monnett defeated. 
The defeat of Monnett was so decisive 
as to be a feature of the convention. 
Monnett as -attorney general had 
brought suits against the Standard Oil 
company and = other corporations to 
cancel their charters under the anti-trust 
laws. He had soughta third term nom- 
ination from the Republicans on the 
issue that he should be retained in that 
office to continue these prosecutions. 
After his defeat for the third nomina- 
tion, in 1800, he supported Bryan in 1900 
on the anti-trust-issue, and canvassed 
Ohio and other states with Bryan. 

In the alleged stampede “for princi- 
ples rather than men,” the most strik 
ing turn of the convention was in re- 
gard to Mr. Bryan, ‘The most bitter 
things had been said of his leadership 
in the committee on resolutions, where 
it was insisted that his name should 
not be mentioned, and that there should 
be no reference to either of the national } 
platforms on which he made his cam- 
paigns. After this plan had been 
agreed upon, one of the 21 members of 
that committee offered a minority re- 
port, reaflirming the Kansas City plat- 
form, and expressing confidence in 
Bryan. He received only six votes 
from the 950 delegates on his substitute 
for the preamble. 

A few moments after the platform 
was adopted one of these six delegates 
called attention to the fact that pictures 
of other Democrats were displayed in 
the hall, and none of Bryan, as hereto- 
fore. He started to carry a small ban- 
ner, With Bryan's picture on it, to the 
platform. The aisles were ordered 
cleared, but the picture did not reach its 
destination. It was trampled under 
foot and spoiled during the wild dem- 
onstrations when Kilbourne was escort- 
ed into the hall. 

While it is generally believed that the 
marching clubs did not know they were 
walking over Bryan's picture, yet there 
was much comment after the conven- 
tion that the picture was not treated 
worse than had been the old standard- 
bearer himself by the committee on reso- 
lutions and the convention. 

Members of the committee on resolu- 
tions said that several hours were spent 
in denouncing the Chicago and Kansas 
City platforms, and the leader who 
stood on them. The platform causes 
much comment over what it does not 
say, as well as over what it does say. 

Unusual interest is being daken in the 
selection of members of thestate execu- 
tive committee by the state central com- 
mittee since the convention concluded 
its work. The state central committee 
adjourned until July 20, withgut select- 
ing its chairman or secretary. 

There are all sorts of rumors about the 
senatorship, for which the ¢onvention 
endorsed no one as the Democratic can- 
didate to succeed Senator Foraker. The 
names of John R. McLean and Tom L. 
Johnson are most prominently men- 
tioned in this connection. Both have 
strong friends on the state central com- 
mittee. The meeting of July 20 will be 
watched with much interest by those 
who are interested in the party machin- 
ery. Some say that “the gold Demo- 
crats” got back this year, but that other 
“isms” were adopted that will cause as 
much trouble as “free silver and popu- 
lism.”

HANDICAPPED BY FOG

Yachts Also Had a Dead Calm 
to Contend With 


RACE IS DECLARED OFF 


Constitution Was Far In the Lead 
When the Contest Was Abandoned 
—Working of Pumps Indicates That 
the Independence Is Leaky 


Newport, R. L, July 11.—The third 
race between the Constitution, Columbia 
and Independence came to an in- 
glorious end late yesterday afternoon 
in a dead calm and the thickest kind 
of Atlantic fog. ‘There was little time 
to form judgement on the relative speed 
of the three boats, for in less than half 
an hour after the start the boats ran 
into the fog, and at no time after that 
could all three be seen at one time. 

A little over an hour after the start 
the Constitution withdrew and came 
back to the city. The Columbia and 
Independence stood on for the outer 
mark, which they rounded with the Co- 
luinbia about a mile in the lead. The 
wind, however, died down glinost to a 
calm, and the leading boat could not 
finish in the time limit. The race was, 
therefore, off, and will be sailed over 
today. At the time the Constitution 
withdrew she was leading the Columbia 
in the beat to Windward by nearly a 
mile, and the Independence by nearly 
two miles. 

The feature of the day was the mag- 
hificent navigution of Captain Barr of 
the Columbia, In a fog so thick that 
it was at times impossible to see from 
one end of the finish line to the other 
he brought his boat sure and true to the 
outer mark and rounded in magniticent 
style. Apother feature was the re- 
markably close start, only four seconds 
elapsing between the first and last boats 
to cross. The Independence, the last 
boat to cross, was only seven seconds 
behind the starting gun, 

Harry Jolinson, one of the bowsprit 
men of the Independence, was on the 
the end of the bowsprit when a towline 
parted well inboard, the end striking 
him on the right leg below the knee, in- 
flicting a deep gash and knocking him 
off the spar. He managed to save him- 
self by catching the rigging. The in- 
board end of the hawser struck Mate 
Clayton Haff on the knee, but broke no 
bones, although he will probably be laid 
up for several days. 

Regarding the alleged leaking of the 
Independence, Captain Haff laughed at 
it, but, nevertheless, the yacht was 
pumped out three times yesterday.

The importance of this innovation 
to the granite industry ef Maine and 
New Engtand can searcely be estimated 
for it marks an era in this great busi- 
ness, and on its success depends a great 
deal.

At present, in England all pieces of 
granite under 40 cubic feet sell for$1.15 
to $1.25 foot and all sizes above that at 
$2.25 cubic foot. 

The first shipment, which will be 
divided equally between the Crotch 
Island (stonington) granite «nd the 
Hurricane Island granite will be from 
2,000 to 3,000 tons, and will be sent 
direct to Liverpool, England.

| Claims Against Turkish Gov- 


ernment Settled at Last 


‘LUMP SUM OF $95,000 PAID 


——_——— 


State Department Will Distribute It 
Among Claimants at Its Discretion 
—Minister Leishman Completes Task 


Begun by His Predecessors 


Washington, July 11.—The state de- 
partment has received the amount of 
the American indemnity clalu against 
‘Turkey, $95,000, through the American

| legation at Constantinople. A 


The money was paid by the Turkish 


| government to Mr. Leishman, our min- 


ister at Constantinople, was by him 
placed In the Ottoman imperial bank 
and drafts remitted for the account. 
These drafts have just reached Wash- 
ington. As is always the case, the 
claims in the aggregate considerably 
exceed the amount of the indemnity 
actually paid, but our government has 
expressed itself as satisfied with the 
payment. It assumes full responsi- 
bility for the distribution, the Turkish 
government payiug down 2» lump sui 
of $95,000, and leaving it to the state 
departinent to distribute among the 
claimants at its discretion, and after 
its own fashion. It is stated that as 
soon as the department officials can pre- 
pare their list they will communicate 
directly with the claimants. 

The claim which Turkey has at last 
paid is ef long standing. It arose 
from the destruction of American prop- 
erty, chiefly that of missionaries, in 
Armenia, in 1893. United States Min- 
ister Leishman is the man who has ef- 
fected a settlement of this account, he 
having informed the state department 
of Turkey's intention to pay in the sec- 
ond week of June last. 

This notification was not taken too 
seriously in any quarter, since similar 


promises had been made to four Ameri- 


can diplomatic representatives at Con- 
stantinople before Mr. Leishman was 
transferred to that post, but Mr. Leish- 
man was confident and the tone of his 
advices such that Washington officials 


| were really encouraged to believe that 


the sultan had at last found the means 
to satisfy his financial obligations. This 
hopeful feeling was not based entirely 
on Mr. Leishnian’s report, as the sultan 
had recently satisfied the indemnity de- 
mands of France, and made the first 
payment on a cruiser to be constructed 
by the Cramps. * 

In President Cleveland's administra- 
tion Minister Terrell presented the Ar- 
menian indemnity claiins of the United 
and received assurances from 
the porte that they would be paid. His 
successor, Mr. Angell, went to Constan- 
tinople especially to collect the Indem- 
nity. He only got promises. Then Mr. 
Angell, Mr. Strauss’ suecessor, secured 


| the personal assurance of the sultan on 


three different occasions that the money 
would be forthcoming. While Mr. 
Strauss was in this country on leave of 
absence, the sultan denied having given 
any positive assurance on the subject, 
and Mr. Strauss declined to return to 
Turkey.

He got promises, but no definite 
information. Then came the visit of 
the battleship Kentucky to Smyrna, on 
her way to Manila, and the alarm of the 
Turkish authorities, who made haste to 
announce that the indemnity would be 
included in the payments to the Cramps 
of Philadelphia for a cruiser which they 
contracted to build for the Turkish navy. 

But the demands of the United States 
were not satisfied in that or any other 
way, and the state department sent Mr. 
Leishman from Berne to Constantinople 
Ac- 
cordingly, he should have large credit 
for the settlement of the indemnity, 
though the very effective efforts of 
Messrs. Angell and Strauss, his prede- 
eessors, should be heavily acknowl- 


| edged, as they put the matter far on its 


way. 

The state department officials feel the 
greatest satisfaction at the settlement 
of these claims. Secretary Hay had 
been told by diplomats skilled in the 
ways of Oriental diplomacy and ex- 
perience in the political conditions of 
southern Europe, that he never would 
be able to collect them. Not only was 
there extreme difficulty in bringing any 
pressure to bear, because of the remote- 
hess of Turkey, but America had to 
contend with the jealousy of the great 
European powers, most of whom had 
claims agdinst Turkey vastly larger in 
amount than ours, and whose tetal was 
beyond the ability of the Turkish gov- 
ernment to meet, 


Richmond Strike Collapses 

Richmond, July 11.—The machinists’ 
strike in the Trigg shipyards collapsed 
yesterday. There were about 130 strik- 
rs, and all for whom there were places 
returned to work. They asked for a 
nine-hour day, but the concession was 
not made.

CONDUCTOR’S ERROR 


Caused a Railroad Collision and the 
Loss. of at Least Sixteen Lives 

Kansas City, July 11.—Sixteen per- 
sons are dead, two probably fatally in- 
jured, and a large nuinber of others less 
seriously hurt, as the result of a head- 
en collision between passenger and 
fast livestock trains on the Chicago and 
Alton railroad, near Norton yesterday. 

The passenger train was travelling 
in three sections on account of the heavy 
Epworth league business to San Fran- 
cisco. The wrecked train was the first 
section and contained no leazuers, 

Conductor MeAnna of the freight 
train, east bound, had beea ordered to 
meet the second section of the passenger 
train at Slater, the next station east 
of Norton, but apparently overlooked 
the fact that the tirst section, which was 
55 minutes late, had not passed.

Shanghai, July 11.—A new Boxer 
movement is being started, according to 
Chinese intelligence from Sian Fu. Pu 
Chul, the heir apparent, with other mem- 
bers of Prince Tuan’s family, have gone 
to join Prince Tuan on the borders of 
Mougolia, aud there are strong indica- 
tions that Prince Tuan is preparing to 
march against the foreigners with the 
tacit approval of the empress dowager.

COLUMBIA THE WINNER 


Led Constitution by Less Than 
Five Minutes 


INDEPENDENCE WAS THIRD 


Surprised Yachtsmen, However, by 
Coming In but Two and a Quarter 
Minutes Behind the Constitution— 
Led Her Rivals For a Few Minutes 


Newport, R. L, July 12.—The Colum- 
bia won yesterduy’s race in fine shape, 
with the Constitution second, and, to 
the amazement of all yachtsimen, the In- 
dependence a remarkably good third. 
The Boston boat sailed an exciting race 
with the two Herreshoff yachts and led 
the Constitution at the outer mark, only 
to be beaten by ber a little over two min- 
utes on the run to the finish before the 
wind. 

The breeze yesterday was much 
stronger than on previous days, which 
apparently accounts for the tine show- 
ing of the Lawson yacht, and again the 
Independence sailed the 15 knots to 
Windward without her jib-topsail, and 
seemed to hold higher, at the same time 
footing just as fast. 

The result of yesterday's race leaves 
the question of the supremacy of the 
three {0-footers delightfully uncertain, 
the Independence being not so slow af- 
ter all, while the Constitution has yet 
to prove her unquestioned superiority 
to the other two yachts in anything 
except very light airs. The hopes of 
the Bostou contingent have, therefore, 
goue upward, wid the experts are try- 
ing to tigure what the “scow” boat will 
do when it blows still a little harder. 

The race itself was very exciting. es 
pecially when a little less thun an hour 
after the start the Independence, by 
Keeping ueur the Narragansett shore, 
forced the Coustitution about, and fora 
few minutes wus the leading boat in 
the race. 

From that point to the turning buoy 
the fight between the nwo new yachts 
was one of the hottest contests seen for 
many With the mark about 
eight miles dead to windward, the two 
flyers battled for the lead. Three times 
did the Herreshof! yacht attempt to 
cross the bow of the Crowninshield boat, 
only to be beaten back and forced about. 

Captain Half kept the Constitution 
right under his lee and was able to main- 
tain this commanding position through 
the speed and pointing ability of the 
Boston boat, even with one less sail, 
the Herresholff boat carrying, as usual, 
her baby jib-topsail. 

On and on sailed the rivals, the lead- 
en hull of the Independence being al- 
Ways on the sunny side of the milk- 
white Bristol yacht. While they bat- 
thed, however, Captain Barr of the Co- 
lumbia saw his chanee and took ad- 
Vantage of this contest between the 
other two yachts to slip out to windward 
and thus reaching the mark nearly 
four minutes ahead. 

Astern of him was the Independence 
and Constitution, each striving for the 
buoy, the Boston boat giving blow for 
blow and luff for luff in every case, and 
finally swinging round with the Consti- 
tution’s bowsprit right over her taffrail. 
Two seconds after, the Constitution also 
turned. 

On the rua home both the Herreshoff 
boats pulled away from the Indepen- 
dence, but the gain was comparatively 
small, and not at all discouraging to the 
followers of the Bostor boat. 

Shrouded in a dense canopy of fog, the 
Columbia swept across the finlsh line, 
Three minutes and forty-two seconds 
after the Constitution, and right astern, 
not nine miles or even seven, as on pre- 
vious occasions, but less than half a 
nile, sailed the Independence, defeated 
but not humiliated. Little wonder, af- 
ter such a race, that the three crews 
cheered each other, and that the Inde- 
pendence tars nearly split their throats. 

The Columbia, on corrected time, beat 
the Constitution 4 m. 37s, and Indepen- 
dence 6m. 52s. The Constitution beat 
the Independence over the course 2m. 
15s., corrected time. 

Captain Haff said last night that, af- 
ter the Independence has been prop- 
erly tuned up, she can beat either of the 
other boats in any kind of a breeze. He 
further said that she has not yet been 
thoroughly tried out In equal conditions. 
The present series of races has so far 
only afforded opportunity to find ont 
what was the matter, but since the 
faults have become known there has 
been no time to remedy them.

As a Rallying Cry For the

Concord, N. H., July 12.—The annual 
report of Brigadier General Elbert 
Wheeler of Nashua, inspector general 
of the New Hampshire vational guard, 
contains this statement: 

“Irom my personal observation and; QHJO CONVENTION'S ACTION 
the reports of the officers assisting, I : 
am unable to credit any general ad- 
vance in the condition of the brigade as 
a whole. The detailed reports and 
table of vomparative standing show 
gains in sundry directions, but these 
uppear to be offset by less satisfactory 
conditious elsewhere. It should not 
need to be repeated that the state right- 
fully expects a distinet advance by the 
body as a whole and by every unit 
therein. The real respousibility for 
such shortcomings as are apparent les 
almost entirely with the captains of 
companies, some of whom lack either 
the ability or disposition to properly di- 
rect their commands, or are lacking iu 
elements of character essential to in- 
fluence meu of the right kind to enlist 
under them, and do the necessary work 
to gain aud maintain efficiency.”

In the upheaval of 1896, Ohio was one 
of the first states to swing Into line for 
free silver, largely under the leadership 
of John RK. McLean and the Cincinnati 
Enquirer. In fact, nearly all the Demo- 
crats of prominence in Obio of that pe- 
riod were for free silver, 

About the only man now prominent 
in Ohio Democratic politics who at that 
time expressed his disbelief in free sil- 
ver was Tom Johnson. He mounted 
the platform at the Chicago convention, 
after Bryan had been nominated, and 
announced that, while he should sup- 
port the ticket cordially, he made no 
secret of his opposition to the leading 
issue of their fight. But his case was 
exceptional. The Ohio Democracy re- 
mained loyal to Mr. Bryan and his fol- 
lowers throughout the tirst administra- 
tion of Mckinley.

Spain Must Pay. 

Spain bows gracefully to the inevit- 
able in assuming full responsibility for 
the payment of her Cuban and Phil- 
ippine bonds and in preparing to re- 
fund them into an easier and more 
regular form of security. 

Dp tothe Treaty of Paris it was a 
fond Spanish dream that America 
would assume liability for these obli- 
gations. She wasa rich country, she 
could afford to; Spain was a_ poor 
country and could not. This was the 
Spanish line of reasoning, but it did 
not convince our Commissioners. Both 
the Cuban and the Philippine debts 
were incurred by Spain in her effort to 
crush the native insurrections. She 
issued bonds, took the proceeds and 
spent the money to buy arms and am- 
munition and supplies for the purpose 
of killing off the Cubans and the Fil- 
ipinos, and stifling their aspirations 
for a larger liberty than she would 
grant. It weuld have been strange 
irony of the great American republic 
to make itself answerable for the price 
of baftied tyranny. Of course, our 
Government refused, and, of course, 
its reply was final. 

But for atime Spain and Europe 
generally could not or would not under- 
stand, A great many of the Cuban and 
Philippine bonds were held by French 
German and English capitalists, and 
they very much preferred to look to 
Washington for their money rather 
than to Madrid. In fact, one of the 
European Governments actually tried to 
force upon Secretary Hay a list of the 
bonds held by its subjects, but Col. 
Hay was too sharp and quick, and re- 
fused to see the papers or to listen to 
the memorial. 

Now Spain, recognizing the real 
situation, is moving to pay her war 
debts herself. It will not be difficult, 
for the loss of her colonies has really 
been a blessing in disguise to the 
Spanish Government. Spanish admin- 
istration, with its intolerable cruelty, 
its blind selfishness and hopeless med- 
iuevalism, has made the colonies a 
heavy drain upon the resources of the 
kingdom, instead of contributing to its 
riches and its strength. 

Spain may not know it even yet, but 
she is far better off than when one of 
her mines blew up the Maine’s forward 
magazine at that fatal buoy in Havana 
Harbor.—Boston Journal. 


—The plan of the Central Pacific 
railroad to cut off 107 miles by cross- 
ing Great Salt lake involves a great 
engineering problem. The lake has to 
be crossed at a point where it is thirty- 
two miles wide, trestle work being 
necessitated for the whole distance, 
except two miles across the rocky 
promontory point.

able to devote so large a proportion of 


our annual earnings to the peaceful 
operations of business and have 
had the tax collector take from us, 4 
has been the case elsewhere, a large, 
and in some instances constantly in- 
creasing part of our individual earn- 
ings.— Boston Herald. 


Money and Minds. 


We are told that ‘tif the fashion 
among men of wealth continues, even 
the Schurmans will not have the oppor- 
tunity in another generation of sneer- 
ing at the failure of America to pro- 
duce great men in the sciences and 
arts.’’ Manifestly this authority thinks 
that the gift of God can be bought 
with money, and that, given liberal 
endowments, there will be no more diffi- 
culty in producing intellectual giants 
than in producing horticultural giants. 
A man, baving money enough, can 
build a hothouse in which he can raise 
mammvth cucumbers to an absolute 
certainty. But all the intellectual hot- 
houses in Christendom, backed by il- 
limitable wealth, give not a particle of 
assurance that they will raise mammoth 
minds, These enormous endowments 
have inestimable value, but it is the 
value of diffusion of the development 
of ordinary and average minds, and not 
the forcing of the extraordinary ones. 
They will give to youog men and wo- 
men of moderate gifts the chance to 
make those gifts more valuable, bat 
those who are to stand on eminences 
above all their fellow men will owe 
their distinction to something which 
no university can give, however richly 
the millionaire may bestow his endow- 
ments. 

There is a very real sense in which 
great men are born and not made. In 
the enthusiastic bragging over the gen- 
erosity of rich Americans to colleges, 
it is as well to remember and to be 
subdued by this truth.—New Bedford 
Standard.

Witnesses Have Rights. 


The New York supreme court in set 
ting aside a verdict obtained in a 
rather sensational trial of a suit 
against a membor of the Gould family, 
has put on record a sentence that de- 
serves to be famous. It is to the effect 
that even witnesses in the courts have 
certain rights of privacy in confiden- 
tial matters, which lawers are bound 
tu respect; and that when a witness is 
examined as to former escapades which 
have nothing to do with the case, a 
verdict obtained by such methods may 
be vitiated by the higher courts, This 
declaration against the needless bally- 
ing and insults directed by cross ex- 
aminers against witnesses will be re- 
ceived with profound admiration and 
approval by the general public.

Use For Lately Found Metals. 

A number of newly discovered metals 
are now used in the arts. Thorium and 
cerium, which are worth $400 a pound, 
are used in thé manufacture of fire- 
proof curtains. Vanadium, worth $600 
a pound, is used in colored glass and 
certain aniline dyes. Uranium, which 
costs $90 a pound, Is much more exten- 
sively used in the manufacture of glass 
and porcelain. The hurdest metal 
known Is fridium, which is used for the 
points of gold pens. It is often found in 
connection with gold, and its price is 


$800 a pound. 


Mineral Wax In Austria, 

Ozocerite, or metal wax, is a resin- 
ous substance in many respects re- 
sembling beeswax. It is found in 
Austria-Hungary, Russia, Roumania, 
Egypt, Algeria, Canada and Mexico, 
usually in connection with rock salt 
and coal. But so far it has not been 
discovered anywhere in sufficient quan- 
tities to pay for the mining except in 
the district of Boryslaw, in the Aus- 
trian province of Galicia, and to a lim- 
ited extent at Tchelekan, an island on 
the west coast of the Caspian sea. 

American Engines the Best

IMPRISONED ON ISLAND 


Sixteen Japs Captured by Union 
Salmon Fishermen 


A BATTLE BETWEEN BOATS 


In Which White Men Overcome’ Orl- 


entals and Destroy Fishing and 
Shooting Paraphernalia—Consider- 


able Shooting, but Nobody Hurt 


Vancouver, B. C., July 12.—The de- 
velopments in the Frazer river strike 


situation have been startling, The 
union fishermen now have the upper 


hand, baying accomplished a coup d'etat 
which is without parallel in the history 
of the many labor disturbances in Brit- 
ish Columbia. As a result of a battle 
of small boats in the gulf, a battle in 
which many shots were exchanged, but 
in which no combataut was killed, 16 
Jupanese were taken prisoners by the 
strikers. ‘The Japanese boats were 
overturned, the rifles and fishing gear 
of the Orientals thrown into the water 
and the Japanese themselves taken to 
one of the small islands away out in the 
gulf. 

Exactly where this island is located 
is a secret of the white fishermen, for 
they chose it several weeks ago for oc- 
casions such as this. ‘They say they 
tvill continue to maroon non-union Jap- 
anese there for the remainder of the 
season, or until the place ts discovered 
by the authorities. <All that is known 
is that the island is between here and 
Nanaimao, 50 miles away, and that it 
is hard to find. ‘The Japanese will be 
given food every few days and made 
comfortable, although closely guarded 
until a settlement is reached or until 
their island prison is located by the au 
thorities, 

Two provincial constables were out in 
Japanese boats yesterday, and effected 
the arrest of six white fishermen. ‘These 


| are charged with mlesting the Japanese. 


A shot was fired from another boat at 
the time of the arrest, and the arrested 
men themselves tried to bluff the con- 
stables at the time of the arrest by fir- 
ing intheair. No oue was hurt by the 
shooting. 

The Japanese held a big meeting at 
Stevenson, raised by voluntary  sub- 
scriptions $4000 fora Jnpanese hospital, 
which they think may be needed, and 
then discussed the salmon catching sit- 
uation, Some are in favor of joining 
the union men in the strike. The meet- 
ing broke up without definite action. 

A big run of salinon is reported coming 
in from the south. The canners think 
the union men will not stand firm in 
view of the temptation to participate in 
the catching. ‘There is renewed talk 
‘of calling out the militia. 


Another Conference Necessary 

Vittsburg, July 12.—The great labor

‘The object of the 
conference is the settlement of the strike 
ordered by the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion of Iron, Steel and Tin Workers in 
the mills of the American:Sheet Stee!

| general strike in all the mills controlled 


by the United States Steel corporation, 
the two companies in whose mills the 
strike had been ordered being coustitu- 
ent companies of the great steel com- 
bine. 


Defeat For Machinists 
Newport News, Va., July 12.—The 
strike of the Newport News machinists 
came to an end last night at a meeting 
attended by practically all the machin- 
ists from the shipyard, when, by a

- HOW IT WAS DONE 


MacDonnell Admits That He Fired 
the Shot That Killed Price 

New York. July 12.—Myles B. Mac- 
Donnell, who is on trial for the mur- 
der of George Price, testified in his own 
behalf yesterday. He said that for sev- 
eral years before the shooting he had 
been in the gambling business, He had 
some trouble with Tom Kennedy, and 
had been told that Kennedy intended to 
shoot him. On the night of the shoot- 
ing McDonnell went to the Onawa cafe, 
where he found Kennedy and several 
friends, among them Trice. A quarrel 
began immediately. Then, according 
to MacDonnell, Kenuedy drew his re- 
volver, and said: “I've got you 
cinched.” 

“I pulled my gun,” MacDonnell tes- 
tified, “and 1 caught Kennedy’s hand 
and foreed {It Into the afr. I put my 
gun against Kennedy's heart, and the 
moment I did so he ceased to make any 
effort to struggle or get his hand down, 
and I said: 

“Tom, I've got you cinched now, but 
U’'ll spare your life for the sake of your 
wife and children.” They my arm was 
pulled down, and I tried to shoot who- 
ever was pulling at me in the foot. 
I got my arm up and | fired again, think- 
ing to hit Kennedy in the stomach. 

“As Kennedy pulled around Price 
changed his position, and fired at me, 
and I raised my gun and shot Price be- 
fore he could shoot again. Then I shot 
at Kennedy, aiming low, and then shot 
again at himashefell. Isaw Kennedy 
rise and go in a stooping position to the 
end of the bar, and I aimed at him, but 
found my revolver empty.” 

There was a stir in the court room 
when MacDonnell said he shot Price. 
The prosecution had long been unable to 
establish this point. MacDonnell, on 
cross-exumination, said that he shot 
Price because he thought he was about 
to be killed himself, 


Yerkes Gives Advice on War 

London, July 12.—Cbarles T. Yerkes 
presided last night at the anniversary 
festival, of the Salters company. Mr. 
Yerkes was the first American to oc- 
cupy the chair upon the oceasion of 
these anniversaries. Referring to the 
South African war, Mr. Yerkes said that 
the Boers were brave soldiers and re- 
sembled the carly American frontiers- 
men. “Do not pitch into them unmerci- 
fully,” he said, “but pitch into your own 
people who oppose the war and make 
them keep their mouths shut until the 
fight is over. Then settle your dif- 
ferences amongst yourselves.” 


Practical Slavery In Yucatan 

Mexico City, July 12.—Serious charges 
are brought against certain labor con- 
tractors engaged in securing men to 
work on the Henquin plantations in 
Yueatan. It is alleged 18 married men 
with their families, and 22 single men 
were engaged to go to Yucatan under 
a promise of receiving $2 per day. On 
reaching Yueatan they were taken to 
the plantatious where they claim that 
their wages were but 85 cents per day. 
Several men, with their wives and cbil- 


dren, ran away, but were pursued, 
caught, and. it is alleged, brutally 


whipped. 


Spanish Steamer Wrecked 

Philadelphia, July 12.—A dispatch to 
the maritime exchange in this city from 
the Assiuteague life saving station, on 
the Virginia coast, says the crew of 28 
of the Spanish steamship Uriarte, from 
Bilboa, Spain, for Philadelphia, were 
landed at the station there. ‘The sail- 
ors report that the steamer stranded on 
Great Gull bank, about 30 miles below 
Delaware breakwater, yesterday morn- 
ing, and broke in two, sinking a few 
minutes afterwards, 


Offices For Smart Young Chinamen 

Shanghai, July 12.—In a decree made 
public here the Dowager Empress of 
China orders the Chinese ministers now 
abread to report to her the naines of 
young Chinamen in foreign countries 
who have shown special abilities in the 
various professions, with a view of 
bringing them back to China, at govern- 
ment expense, where they will be eli- 
gible for office. 


Returned Without the Sloth 

London, July 12—The expedition to 
Patagonia in search of the giant sloth 
has returned without having discovered 
it. Resketh Prichard was chief of the 
expedition. He discovered a species 
of puma new to science, and a new lake 
in which there were many icebergs. 
Large zoological, ornithological, geo- 
logical and botanical collections were 
brought back. 


Prayer Suggested For Relief

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7A NEW SENATOR 
Native of New Hamp-h re Is Chosen 
to Represent South Dakota 

Pierre, 8. D., July 12.—Governor Her- 
reid yesterday appointed A. B. Kitt- 
redge to fill the unexpired term of the 
late United States Senator Kyle. 

Alfred B. Kittridge was born in 
Cheshire county, N. H., March 26, 1861. 
His early education was obtained in 
the public schools, and when 17 years 
of age he entered Yale university. He 
was graduated from that institution in 
1882, and at once commenced the study 
of law in the office of Judge Veazy, at 
Rutland, Vt. In 18s4 he entered the 
Yale law school and was graduated in 
1885, being admitted to the bar by the 
supreme court of Connecticut in June of 
the sume year. 

He removed to Sioux Valls, S. D., in 
1885, and entered into a partnership 
with C.H. Winsor. Mr, Kittridge early 
manifested interest in state polities, and 
for a long time was Former Senator 
Pettigrew’s trusted lieutenant. In 1806 
the two parted on the money question, 
Mr. Kittridge was the Republican na- 
tional committeeman from South Da- 
kota in 1892 and 1896. Ie is unmar- 
ried.

Independence Met Witk Acci- 
dent at the Very Start 


SHORN OF HER TOP-GBAR 


Her Opponents Sped Along Under Full 
Sail While Repairs Were Being Made 
—Columbia Never Headed by Con- 
stitution and Won the Race 


Newport, R.L., July 13.—The Columbia 
again defeated the Constitution in yes- 
terday’s race by a margin in corrected 
time of 2 njuutes and 19 seconds, the 
Independence being once more the last 
boat, after her topsail at the 
very start. The Boston yacht, however, 


losing 


sailed such a remarkably plucky race 
nz shorn of her top gear, that it 
is senerally believed here that she would 
have won the race but for the accident. 

For 20 iminutes after the start 
sailed with the wreck of her chubtopsail 
trailing while for six minutes 
she was motionless, luffed in the wind, 
while the crew cleared away the tangle.

tails concerning the captured = corre- 
spondence from Aguinaldo, and the use 
he made of Cecilio Sagismundo, who 
had presented himself to Lieutenant | 
Taylor with letters of Aguinaldo that | 
lie was to deliver to various insurgent 
chiefs. General Funston ‘gives the fol- 
lowing account of the forged letters 
which were used to deceive Aguinaldo: 

“On Oct. 24, 1900, while scouting in 
the vicinity of Gapan, I had surprised 
the insurgent chief, Lacuna, in his 
camp, and had captured, among other 
things, paper which al- 
ready bore his headquarters’ seal. On 
this paper two letters were written to 
Aguinaldo over the carefully forged 
signature of Lacuna. 

“One of these letters was dated Feb. 
24, 1901, at Bulao. In it Lacuna ac- 
knowledged tlie receipt of Azuinaldo’s 
letters of Jun. 18 and 14, and thanked 
him for the confirmation of his (La- 
ecuna’s) appointment as brigadier gen- 
eral, nade some time previously by Al- 
ejandrino. 

“It will be remembered that the let- 
ters referred to had fallen into our 
hands. Our letter indulged in the usual 
rhetoric employed by the insurgent | 
chiefs in their correspondence, and gave 
a glowing account of the progress of the 
campaign, from the standpoint of La- 
cuna, 

“Another letter, supposedy from the} 
same place, but dated Feb. 28, was pre- 
pared, stating that the writer had just 
received a communication from Baldo- | 
more Aguinaldo ordering him to send 
one of his best companies under a re- 
liable chief to Emilio Aguinaldo in 
Isabela. 

“In accordance with these orders, he 
was sending this force, under Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Vlacido. The letter, he 
stated, had been captured by the Ameri- 
cans a yexr ago, and, after his release 
had lived in Jaen, but recently had taken | 
to the tleld again, when ordered to do 
so by Lecuna. This was included in 
the letter, for fear that Aguinaldo might 
have heard that Placido had been cap- 
tured by the Americans and had taken 
the oath of allegianee. The letter also 
stated that Aguinaldo’s courier, Cecilio

Sigismunds, was with Lacuna, and 
would accompany the coluuan. These 


two letters were dictated by me, but 
were written by Segovia. We were in 
possession of a nuinber of samples of 
Lacuna’s signature, and had previously 
succeede@l in executing a very neat for- 
gery of his autograph at the end of each 
one of the two sheets.” 

Of the actual capture General Funs- 
tonsays: “The Maccabebes started up 
into the town and we heard a few shots, 
followed by scattered firing. We hasti- 
ly crossed the river and, running up into 
the town, found that the Maccabebes 
were somewhat demoralized. Ag- 
uinaldo’s guard of about 50 armed and 
uniformed wen fad been drawn up to 
receive the reinforcements, and, on be- 
ing fired into, broke and ran, a few of 
them returning the 
treated. 

“Aguinalde, with his officers, had 
awaited in his quarters. Placido and 
Segovia entered the house to report the 
arrival and after a short conversation 
Segovia stepped outside the house and 
ordered the Maccibébes who had just 
come up to open fire on the insurgents, 
who were standing in line at a distance 
of about 50 yards. The Maccabebes 
were so excited and nervous that their 
fire Was very ineffective But two of 
the insurgents were killed, the remain-

The shirt waist 
for men is neat and cool looking, and 
no man can look neat or attractive in a 
heavy coat that sends the perspiration 
out of every pore to be a trap for the 
dust. Nine-tenths of the nervous irrita- 
tion of men during the hot days is due 
to the awful sufferings of the old re- 
gime. Men gave up willingly to their 
adoption of the shirt waist, and why 
now should they think it at all neces- 
sary to ask a woman to excuse them 
for wearing a shirt waist in their pres- 
ence?

BIG STRIKE IS ORDERED 


Amalgamated Men In Steel 
Works Lay Down Tools 


A QUESTION OF PRINCIPLE 


Labor President Says Strike Was 
Forced Upon Workmen, Who Are 
Ready to Battle Against the Trust 
—Preliminary Show of Strength 


Pittsburg, July 15.—From present in- 
dications it looks probable that Presi- 
dent Shaffer's strike order, issued Sat- 
urday night to the Amalgamated as- 
sociation members in the employ of the 
American Steel Hoop company, the 
American Sheet Steel company and the 
American Tin Plate company, will be 
obeyed. and the great struggle between 
the Amalgamated association and the 
steel companies, involying 200,000 men, 
will be on in earnest today. 

In the union mills of the three com- 
panies against which a strike has been 
declared, it is predicted that not a 
wheel willturn. An effort will be made 
also to close down some of the non- 
union mills of the companies, and to 
cripple the rest. ‘lhe Amalgamated 
people are very sanguine of success, 

“The strike was not of our own seek- 
ing,” said President Shaffer last night. 
“It was forced upon us. We were not 
contending for wages, but for principle— 
for self-preservation. ‘The tin and sheet 
people will not be able to turn a sirgle 
wheel tomorrow. We have our forces 
thoroughly organized, and there will be 
some surprises in store. I have not 
heard today from a single lodge in an- 
swer to my strike order, but an answer 
is not necessary. T he order will be 
promptly obeyed by all our men. But 
there will be no trouble. Labor organ- 
izations have changed. The Amal- 
gamated association is not the assacia- 
tion it was 20 years ago, nor even five 
years ago. The men are more readily 
controlled; in fact we have our men un- 
der control.” 

Developments indicate that Pittsburg 
Is going to be a pretty lively strike cen- 
ter. The most interest attaches to the 
Painters’ mill on the South Side, and to 
that of the Lindsay & McCutcheon in 
Alleghany. Both mills are controlled 
by the American Sheet Hoop company, 
and have hitherto been aggressively 
non-union, and much depended upon the 
action taken by the men in these plants, 
The employes of both mills held open 
meetings yesterday, and both decided 
to strike today. 

The fight at the Painter mill is to be 
made the fightofthestrike. Both sides 
will make stubborn resistance. If the 
Amalgamated people can close this mill 
they believe they will have won the 
greater part of the strike. The millis 
not only an important one, but the Steel 
Hoop company has for years succeeded 
in thwarting the efforts to unionize it. 

President Shaffer was asked if he had 
set a time when, if no settlement hay- 
ing been made, he would extend the 
strike to all the subsidiary steel com- 
panies of the United States Steel cor- 
poration. Ife said he must decline to 
make his plans known at present. It 
may be said, however, on the strength 
of reliable information, that the strike 
within its present limits is intended 
merely as a show of strength. 

At the conference last week the rep- 
resentatives of the steel corporation 
were repeatedly warned that the asso- 
ciation was much stronger than they 
knew. They were even told of the or- 
ganization of mills of which they had 
no knowledge. But the steel men would 
not believe that the association was as 
strong as it was claimed to be. 

Thus it is believed the first purpose 
of the association is to show its strength 
by confining the strike to three com- 
panies. When that show of strength 
has beet made, whutever it may prove 
to be, the association expects the com- 
panies to ask for another conference. 
If the con:panies show no inclination to 
make a settlement, the strike will be ex- 
tended to additional companies. Ifthe 
trust will not yield then the strike will 
be extended to such independent com- 
panies as sell their finished products or 
raw ‘materials to companies against 
which a strike has been declared. 


Backbone of Strike Broken 

Cincinnati, July 15.—The report that 
the machinists’ strike was broken was 
confirmed yesterday when the Fay- 
Egan shops voted to go to work today in 
a body. This strike has not been de- 
clared off here, but the strikers have 
decided to yote by shops, and in this 
way almost all have answered to re- 
sume today. The strikers here deny 
the statement sent out by [resident 
O’Connell from Washington that the 
International union has funds to con- 
tinue the contest, and that assistance 
bas been rendered here.

Cleveland, July 15.—On July 31 Ohio 
Democrats who believe in Bryan, the 
issues which he represents and that 
the recent Democratic committee ig- 
bored, will assemble in Columbus and 
make up a state ticket. Ten men met 
tn this city yesterday and decided that 
a bolt should be made, and that a new 
party swould enter the field of Ohio poli- 
tics. The attendance at the conference 
was larger and represented a greater 
area in the state than was expected by 

those who called the meeting. 

A formal statement of principles was 
submitted to the conference, and was 
adopted. This will be printed and sent 
throughout the state to those who are 
known to be faithful to the Nebraskan. 
A convention was decided upon to be 
held on the last day of July. To this 
convention may come all those who 
sign their names to the declaration of 
principles. 

Narrow Escape of Aeronaut 

New York, July 15.—Frank McBride, 
a professional aeronaut, was giving an 
exhibition at Bensonhurst yesterday, 
and when the ropes were cut the balloon 
rose about 40 feet, with McBride sitting 
onthetrapeze. The balloon became un- 
manageable, and sped on, hitting many 
obstructions until it reached Bath 
Beach, when it came full tilt against a 
brick house. This stopped the balloon 
and McBride, uncouscious and bleeding, 
was taken from the ropes in which he 
had become entangled. He was badly 
cut and had several ribs broken. 


Mrs. Hanna Wins 

New York, July 15.—Mrs. Mary HE. 
Hanna, who obtained a divorce from 
Dan R. Hanna of Cleveland, three years 
ago, sailed Yor Europe § Saturd: Ly on the 
Campania, with her three children. 
Dan Hanna is the son of Senator Hanna. 
The young woman succeeded in evading 
an army of detectives, boarded the 
steamer, and remained hidden until 
it was too late to serve a writ of habeas 
corpus requiring her to produce’ the 
children in court today. This writ was 
obtained after service of a similar one 
had been avoided in Ohio. 


Will Seek News of Peary 

Halifax, July 15.—The steamer Erik 
left North Sydney yesterday on her voy- 
age to the frozen north, She is to call 
at Labrador, and then at the various 
Esquimaux stations in Greenland West, 
reaching Etah, under favorable condi- 
tions, in about three weeks. At the 
various stations she will make inquiries 
as to news of Lieutenant Peary and the 
Windward. The _ Erik is fully pro- 
visioned for at least a year. Six mem- 
bers of the Tears Arctie club went on 
the steamer. 


Mayor’s Coustruction of Law 

Atlantie City, N. J., July 15.—About 
one-half the hotel proprietors and sa- 
loon keepers of this resort yesterday 
earried out their intention to test the 
Sunday closing law, and as a result this 
resort was “wide open.” No arrests 
were made for violation of the law. 
The mayor says that uniformed police- 
men are prohibited from entering drink- 
ing places, except to quella riot or serve 
a warrant, and, therefore, the police 
have no direct evidence that the law was 
violated. 


Russia Realizes Japs’ Strength 

London, July 15.—Dr. Morrison, wir- 
ing to The Times from Svoul, says: The 
Japanese are weli maintaining the po- 
sition in Korea, acting cautiously, yet 
watching with unceasing vigilance 
every movement of Russia, especially 
along the Korean frontier. They are in- 
creasing in number constantly through- 
out the peninsula, and one-nineteenth of 
the shipping of the country is now Jap- 
anese. Russia, recognizing Japan's 
power, acts with studied conciliation. 


Probably Afraid of Americans 

London, July 15.—W. H. Grenfell, M. 
P., an oarsman and a member of the 
Thames conservancy board, writes to 
The Times today announcing that he 
has given notice to the stewards of the 
Henley royal regatta of his intention 
to move a resolution to confine the en- 
tries to the British islands. He says 
that the regatta was never intended for 
international contests. 


Epworth Leaguers Stranded 

Glenwood Springs, Col., July 15.—A 
band of pickpockets, operating at Col- 
orado Springs, {!s responsible for a 
party of Epworth Leaguers becoming 
stranded here. Men and women alike 
have been robbed, not only of every cent 
they had with them, but of railroad 
tickets as well, and they may be com- 
pelled to ask aid from the local au- 
thorities. 


Discouraging to Britishers

Outing of Social Democrats 
at Quincy Woods. 


Millionaire Wilshire the 
Principal Speaker. 


Representative MacCartney and 
Mayor Coulter Also Speak. 


A gathering of men, women and 
children numbering five hundred or 
more, were present Sunday at the 
picnic held by the Soeial Democrats 
at Quincy woods. It was an ideal place 
fora gathering of this kind and while 
the sun was hot and oppressive on the 
streets a cool breeze was ever present 
beneath the trees. There wasa large 
booth for the sale of refreshments such 
as tonics, coffee,sandwiches, lemonade 
and ice cream, Also a table where 
Socialist literature was on sale,and here 
subscriptions were received for the 
various publications. 

During the first part of the afternoon 
a concert was given by the Social 
Democrats band of Brockton. This was 
followed by speaking. 

Harry S. Marden presided and the 
first speaker was Mayor Coulter ofj 
Brockton. He spoke of the evolution 
of the working men and women as a 
workingman. The Social Democrats 
were working for the interests of the! 
workingmen. He told what the move- 
ment had done in Brockton and Haver- 
hill and said a good word for the two 
Social Democrat representatives in the 
general court. In closing he paid his 
compliments to the trusts which he 
said were founded to enrich the 
promoters. 

Representative MacCartney said this 
was not a game of sheep following | 
another sheep. This movement is com-! 
posed of men who have suffered in the 
battle of life. Out of the agony there 
will arise convictions that are as firm 
as a rock, a coherent and scientific 
system of men who work and cooperate 
together. He urged his hearers to be 
patient and endure sacrifices., This is 
no excursion down the harbor or 
western land boom. We are enlisted in 
a cause that means for life. 

The magnet of the day was A. Gay- 
lord Wilshire who spoke on the sub- 
ject: ‘*Let the Nation own the 
Trusts.’’ 

Mr. Wilshire is a typicul westerner. 
Ile wore a short cropped black beard 
and hair and appeared on the platform 
in a neglige attire minus coat and hat. 
He has a clear voice and a merry 
twinkle of the eye that caught the 
audience. 

Mr. Wilshire began his address by 
ealling attention to the seriousness of 
Socialism. ‘‘Now,’’ he said, ‘‘we are 
oppressed with the fear of not being 
able to get a living —a strange and 
anomalous situation when it is con- 
sidered that one little girl, in one of 
our great mills, is able to weave 
enough cloth to clothe 12 persons. 

‘*Under the present competitive wage 
system it matters not how much labor 
produces, it has to be content with the 
mere necessities of life. Supposing 
the increase in inventions had been 
100 times that it is, would wages have 
increased? On the contrary, the num- 
ber of men thrown out of employment 
by such inventions would make it more 
difficult to live than it was before. 

‘‘Your orators, McKinley, Hanna and 
Depew, tell you that we are in danger 
of financial death unless we can get 
an outlet for our products. The 
capitalists has got rid of his product 
in two ways. He has sold it in the 
way of necessities to the workingman, 
and utilized it in the production of 
new machinery. Whenever a working- 
man has been set free by the inven- 
tion of a machine he has been set to 
work building another machine. But 
when Hanna says there is no outlet, 
it means that have machinery enough 
and that avenue is closed. 

‘Do you think men would invest 
their money in railways in China if 
they could find a safer investment 
here at home? When the trust is 
formed, it says, ‘no more capital 
needed in this industry.’ It says ‘we 
want no more oil refineries,’ and ‘we 
want no more machinery of produc- 
tion.’ 

“The present industrial 
ephemeral. It is the fever approach- 
ing acrisis. There are reasons found 
in the Spanish-American war for the 
stimulating of industry but with trusts 
forming on every hand, the crisis can 
not be far away. 

‘*It is reasonable to suppose under 
the conditions that a state of society 
will evolve which will allow us to dis- 
tribute to ourselves what we produce. 
We are going to adopt Socialism, not 
because it is a good thing but because 
if we don’t we will have a hell on 
earth. I became a Socialist 12 years 
ago because I knew it was inevitable. 
My own business experience showed 
me there was no possible hope outside 
of it and that it as bound to come."

FOWLS AND THEIR FRUIT. 


Save the meat scraps for your fowls. 

Kaffir corn is an excellent chicken 
food. 

Tobacco stems covered with straw in 
the nests will prevent insect breeding. 

Whitewashing the nests, inside and 
out, is a good means of keeping them 
free from vermin. 

Save the eggshells, put them on or in 
the stove until they are brown and 
brittle, then break up fine aud mix witb 
the soft feed. 

To prevent loss of feathers, which is 
due to overfeeding with beating mate- 
rial such as corn and buckwheat, 
change the food to something lighter. 

To prevent packing of the crop, irreg- 
ularity of the bowels, etc., mix a little 
sulphur with the food as often as once 
a week, and also supply plenty of gray- 
el and coarse sand.

RELIEF FOR CORN BELT 


Weather Bureau Predicts That Much- 
Wanted Rain Will Come Today 

Washington, July 16.—Relief for the 
heat-stricken district of the great corn 
belt today is predicted by the weather 
bureau. ‘Thundershowers, with conse- 
quent lower temperatures, are probable 
{u Nebraska, Kansas, Missouri, Iowa, 
IHinois and possibly Indiana. ‘fhereis 
a prospect of the continuance of these 
showers Wednesday in the Ohio and 
Mississippi valleys and in the upper lake 
regions, bringing cool weather for the 
time being. 

The hot weather continued yesterday 
throughout the corn belt, and over the 
lower lake region and upper Ohio valley, 
but the temperatures fell considerably 
during the early evening over the lat- 
ter district, under the influence of local 
thunderstorms. Vhunderstorms also 
occurred in South Dakota, northern Hli- 
nois, portions of Olio, Missouri and Ar- 
Kausas, and afforded some relief from 
the heat. 


New Brunswick Feels It 

St. John, July 16.—Closing the hottest 
day of the year, with the mereury in the 
80s, came a record-breaking thunder and 
rainstorm last night. It lasted but 10 
ininutes, but in that time the wind blew 
iS miles an hour.

Workers Idle 


NON-UNION MILL TIED UP 


Contrary to Expectations of Owners 
and Officials In Charge of It—Man- 
ufacturers to Hold Conference to 


Decide Upon Line of Action 


Pittsburg, July 16.—Reports received 
from all sources connected with the 
great strike of the steel workers Indicate 
that the members of the Amalgamated 
association have matters well in hand, 
aud that the strike order was generally 
obeyed. 

Telegrams from the various points 
where the mills of the American Tin 
Plate company, the American Steel 
Hoop company and the American Sheet 
Steel company are located tell of the 
shutting down of tuese plants in large 
numbers. In many plants 
have been shut down by the first strike 
order which affected the sleet steel and 
steel hoop coinpanies only. The lasi 
order brought out allof the union plants 
of the American Tin Vlate company, 
with the single exception of the new 
inill in Monessen, Pa., which is still run- 
ning. At the Amalgamated 
tion headquarters it is stated that the 
figures given Saturday night regarding 
the number of men who weuld be act 
ually idle in the mills of the three eom 


esses the 


associa 


panies have been proven correct. This 
number was placed at 74,000, 
The strike, althguglf one of the great 


est that has been declared in recent 
years, will affect Pittsburg but slightly. 
Despite the fact that Pittsburg is, and 
for several years has been, the recog 
nized industrial centre of the world, 
President Shaffer's action in calling the 
men of the American Sheet Steel, Amer 
ican ‘Tin Plate and American Steel Hoop 
companies out on strike, will have but 
little effect on the con:mercial life of 
Pittsburg. ‘This is a peculiar fact, but 
it is nevertheless true, 

Of the 74,000 men idle, 2500 are in 
Pittsburg, $000 in Alleghany and S00 
in McKeesport. President Shaffer has 
it in his power to close many more Pitts- 
burg mills, but it is not thought that 
he will do anything of a radical nature 
until he is compelled to. 

The American Steel Hoop company’s 
supposedly non-union roill, known as the 
Painter will, in Pittsburg, was closed 
yesterday in allits branches. The tie- 
up at this mill was said to have been 
a surprise to the millownersand officials 


in charge of it. ‘The other plant, known 
as the Lindsay & MeCutcheon mill, in 
Alleghany, was shut down completely 


in the puddling and bar mills, All the 
skilled workmeu refused to enter the 
mill, and the compauy did not even 
operate five furnaces. ‘The tinishing 
department of the mill was working 
during the day, as the men are not in the 
union, but it Is claimed by the workers 
that the employes in that department 
will go out. 


The American Steel Hoop company’s 
mill at Monessen was not closed. It 
has been non-union since it was built, 
two years ago, and the company says 
the men there will remain loyal. The 
Amalgamated people would not discuss 
the situation In that mill at present. 

While all the mills of the United States 
Steel corporation ‘are included in the 
general couflict, the three companies 
are the first attacked. What the next 
move will be the workers will not say. 

The most interesting report to the 
Amalgamated men yesterday was the 
dispatch from New York which said 
that a conference of the manufacturers 
was to be held in New York, at which 


Warner Arms, vice president of the 
American Tin Plate company, was to 
present a detailed account of the ex- 


periences of the committee that met the 
Amalgamated association in Pittsburg 
last week. It was stated that the ques- 
tion of aguin extending the olive branch 
to the strikers or of taking up the fight 
and crushing the association would be 
determined. Generally speaking, the 
workers seem to be looking 
sort of a settlement. 

The general officers of the American 
Steel Hoop company are in Pittshurg 
but it is stated that President Corey, 
who is also executive head of the Na- 
tional Steel company, has nothing to 
say concerning the plans of the coim- 
panies in meeting the difficulties of the 
strikers, nor as to what condition the 
mills were in where non-union men have 
joined the forces of the strikers. The 
policy of the manufacturers, it is said, 
is to remain quiet for the time, and 
await developments. The officials of 
the American Tin Plate company are all 
in New York, and the_.company’s side 
of the trouble was not obtainable.

Free Text Books. 

The battle in the Chicago board of 
education on introducing free  text- 
books in primary grades in the public 
schools has now been ended by the 
adoption of the free text-bock resolu- 
tion by a vote of 13 to 3. The opposi- 
tion to this resolution came from the 
church societies supporting parochial 
schools—the German Catholics and the 


German Lutherans constituting the 
real strength of the opposition. The 
representatives of these societies ex- 
pressed their willingness that the 


board should continue to supply free 
text-books to children whoss parents 
professed inability to pay; but the 
majority of the board believed that 
this provision did not meet the situa- 
tion, since the better and more self- 
respecting class of the poor did not 
wish to plead poverty, and often kept 
their children out of school because of 
the expense of the text- books.

MONEY QUESTION ALIVE 


Bryan Says Every COngress 
Will Have to Deal With It 


CRITICIZES OHIO DEMOCRATS 


Thinks He Should Not Have Been 
Made an Issue and Says That Dodg- 


ing of Monetary Affairs Was In- 
excusable—Punches at McLean 


Lincoln, Neb., July 16.—In extended 
comment on the platform adopted by 
the Ohio Democratic convention, W. J. 
Bryan criticizes the convention for fail- 
ing to reaffirm the Kansas City 
platform, and for what he regards as 
the weakness of some of the planks it 
did adopt. Mr. Bryan insists that the 
convention made a mistake in making 
himself an issue, and says: 

“Mr. Bryan is not a candidate for any 
office, and a mention of him might have 
been construed by some as an endorse- 
ment of hii foroffice. The vote should 
have been upon the naked propositidn 
to endorse the platform of last year, gud 
then no one could have excused his 
abandonment of Democratic principles 
by pleading his dislike for Mr. Bryan.” 

Referring to the platform, he con- 
tinues: “The convention not only 
failed, but refused to endorse or re- 
affirm the Kansas City platform, and, 
from the manner in which the gold ele- 
ment has rejoiced over this feature of 
the convention, one would suppose that 
the malo obect of the convention was 
not to write a new platform, but to re- 
pudiate the one upon which the last na- 
tional campaign was fought. 

“The gold papers assume that the con- 
vention refused to adopt the Kansas 
City platform because it contained a 
silver plank. If so, it would have been 
more courageous to have declared open- 
ly for the gold standard, If the gold 
standard is good, it ought to have been 
endorsed—if bad, it ought to have been 
denounced. ‘To ignore the subject en- 
tirely was inexcusable. 

“The money question is not yet out of 
politics, Every session of congress will 
have to deal with ft. Republicans de- 
clure that it is dead, but they keep work- 
ing at it.” 

Mr. Bryan comments on the platform, 
especially those planks referring to 
state and municipal affairs. We en- 
dorses the nominees of the convention 
and urges their support. Referring to 
the senatorial fight und the reported 
candidacy of John R. McLean, he says: 

“Did the leaders ignore the money 
question in order to please those who 
bolted? Or does Mr. McLean want to 
be left free to affiliate with the Republi- 
eans upon financial questions in case of 
his election?” 

He concludes as follows: “If any of 
the Ohio Democrats feel aggrieved be- 
cause the reorganization element of the 
party triuinphed at the convention let 
them not visit their disappointment 
upon the state ticket, but rather see to 
the nominations of senators and repre- 
sentatives who will select a trustworthy 
senator. Let them see to It that the 
state platform is made at the primaries 
next time rather than at the conven- 
tion.” 


Echo of Ferryboat Disaster 

New York, July 16.—The jury in the 
Inquest into the Northfield-Mauch 
Chunk ferryboat disaster, in this har- 
bor, in which several Ives were lost, 
returned a verdict yesterday exonerat- 
ing Captain Johnson of the Northfield 
and censuring Captain Griffin of the 
Mauch Chunk. Captain Griffin is not 
held to have been criminally negligent, 
however. The jury reported that Cap- 
tain Johnson had the right of way, and 
recommends that legislation be enacted 
fixing rules for the governing of ferry- 
boats. 


Mixup of Troops, Police and Citizens 

Vienna, July 164—More than 100 per- 
sons, including troops and police, were 
wounded yesterday in an encounter at 
Lemberg, growing out of an attempt by 
the police to stop street parades held in 
demonstration on behalf of the unem- 
ployed. The mob threw up barricades 
and defied the police. The troops were 
called in and charged, using bayonets 
and bullets. Ultimately the demonstra- 
tors were dislodged. The city is strong- 
ly guarded by troops. 


Negro Lynched by Negroes 

Montgomery, Ala., July 164—A mob 
of negroes at Courtland yesterday 
hanged Alex Herman, a negro, who was 
charged with killing Sallie Swoope. 
When the offieers took Herman to the 
train on the way to Tescumbia to be 
placed In jail for safe keeping, the ne- 
groes held up the train, took the pris- 
oner off and hanged him, afterwards rid- 
dling his body with bullets. Herman 
made a confession, 


Funeral Will Follow Marriage 

Copake, N. Y., July 16.—Thomas 
Corea, manager of a large farm here, 
advertised for a wife. He began a 
correspondence with Jennie Munroe of 
East Arlington, Vt., and finally brought 
her back bis bride. Yesterday after- 
noon he took her to his mother's house. 
His mother was so astonished and ex- 
cited that she died within five minutes. 


Preparing to Cross the Pond 

Gourock, July 16.—The start was 
made yesterday towards dismantling 
the Shamrock If. Early this morning 
her racing canvas was packed for ship- 
ment. Her present spars will be re- 
placed by her ocean rig. Thechalle “-nger 
may possibly start for America next 
Monday. 


Hundreds of Chinese Drowned 
Shanghai, July 16.—There have been 
disastrous floods on the Yang-'Tse river, 
near Hankow, in which hundreds of 
lives were lost. 


INNOCENT LIVES SAVED 


Tiwoug Moderation and Humanity of 
Our Representatives at Pekin 
Washington, July 16—I¢%s now ap- 
parent from mail reports which have 
just reached the state department from 
China that it was solely through the 
moderation and humanity exercised by 
the United States representatives at 
Pekin in the early negotiations for a 
settlement of the Boxer trouble that a 
number of innocent lives were not sac- 
rificed. 
These reports show that a more sober 
and painstaking inquiry bas developed 
the fact that some of the Chinese offl- 
clals supposed to have been eonnected 
with the Boxer outrages, whose capital 
punishment was demanded by the for- 
eign ministers, have been proved to be 
entirely innocent of the charges made 
against them. In many other cases 
proof has been adduced that the of- 
fenses with which the Chinese officials 
were charged were not nearly so grave 
as was supposed at first by the foreign 
representatives in Pekin. ‘Therefore, 
it is regarded here by officials as a mat- 
ter for congratulation that Messrs. Con- 
ger and Rockhill moved with delibera- 
tion. and acted as a restraining influence 
in the matter of punishments, for not 
only were these lives saved, but, under 
their intiluence, the whole list of capital 
sentences were reduced from ten to four, 
and mitigation of other offenses was ob- 
tained.

MAY FONBURG 


Was Either Murdered 
by Burglar or Brother 


Each Side Claims to Have 
Strong Evidence 


Government Declares That Story of 
Burglary Was Manufactured 


Pittsfield, Mass., July 17.—Whether 
Robert Stewart Fosburg unintentionally 
shot and killed his sister, May L., in this 
elty early on the morning of Aug. 20, 
in such a manner as to constitute the 
crime of nanshiughter, is what the jury 
will have to decide in the trial here, 

Mr. Fosburg hus been indicted for 
manslaughter, aud the jurors are to say 
whether the government has supported 
this charge with convincing evidence, 
und that 
irl met her death at the 
hands of some unknown burglar, as the 
members of the family maintain. 

When the evidence of both sides has 
all been introduced, the case will prob 
ably come to these questions for the 
jury: 

Were there any burglars in the Fos 
burg house on the morning of Aug. 207 
It there were no burglars, does the evi 
denee of the prosecution prove beyond 
a rensonable doubt that Robert S. Fos 
burg killed his sister without walice, 
deliberation or intent? 

lor the goveranient it will be largely 
the trial of the theory held by Captain 
John Nicholson, chief of police. 

Against this is the claim of the de- 
supported by the testimony of 
every member of the family, that bur 
glars were tn the house that night, as- 
saulted the senior /osburg and also his 
son and killed the daughter, while at 
tempting to escape. 

Judge Stevens of the superior court 
is to be on the bench. Although Berk- 
shire county is In the district of Dis- 
trict Attorbey Gardner of Springfield, 
on account of his illness the prosecution 
will be conducted by John ©, Hammond 
of Northampton, who ts district attor- 
ney for Hampshire and Franklin coun- 
ties. Mr. Hammond took charge of the 
case at the request of Attorney General 
Knowlton. He will be assisted by 
John C. Crosby of Pittsfield, who has 
been specially retained for the govern- 
ment, 

Charles Lk. Hibbard is the senior coun- 
sel for the defendant, and he will be as- 
sisted by Hi. C. Joyner of Great Bar- 
rington. Mr. Hibbard was district at- 
torney three times, and the first mayor 
of Pittstield. As mayor, Mr. Hibbard 
gave Jobn Nicholson his first appoint- 
ment us chief of police, and the chief is 
the recognized force of the prosecution 
of Robert 8. Fosburg. Seneca N. Tay- 
lor, Mr. Fosburg’s St. Louis friend, will 
be present, but not as active counsel. 

It will not be a long trial, but, on ac- 
count of the intense feeling which has 
been displayed by both sides, it is evi- 
dent that every point will be warmly 
contested. <A great deal of matter, in- 
volving possible burglars like the wire 
gang, which has entered into the case 
so far will be in evidence at the trial. 

The defense intends to present wit- 
nesses to testify to the presence of 
thieves and housebreakers in this part 
of Berkshire county at the time of the 
shooting. Several residents of Great 
Barrington, Adams and North Adams 
will tell of seeing the wire gang, the 
Adams witnesses to testify to having 
seen the two men at Zylonite at 10 a.m. 
the morning of the shooting of May 
Fosburg. ‘This place is 16 miles from 
Pittsfield. 

When the grand jury came in last 
February District Attorney Gardner 
submitted evidence collected by Cap- 
tain Nicholson, and Robert Stewart Fos- 
burg was indicted for manslaughter. 
He was arrested Jan. 26, and released 
on Jan. 28, upon pastas bail. 

Soon after 1 a. m. on Aug. 20, Mr. and 
Mrs. Harry 8. Plumb, who live nearly 
opposite the Fosburg house, were 
aroused by hearing two shots, followed 
soon after by cries. Mr. Plumb dressed 
himself hurriedly, and, upon reaching 
the street, found that his brother-in-law, 
James P. Shepardson, and his wife, 
who live in the next house, had also 
heard the two reports. 

Mr. Plumb and Mr. Shepardson went 
across the street to the Fosburg house, 
and saw the elder Fosburg leaning from 
the window, calling “Murder! Help! ; 
Police!” When the two men came to 
the house, Mr. Fosburg said that bur- | 
glars had shot his daughter, and he- 
asked the men to telephowe for a doctor 
and to the police. 

In the meantime, the son, James, had 
gone to the office at the Stanley works

With IX. W. Lund, the pookkeeper, and 
telephoned for Dr. Schofield of Dalton. 
Mr. Plumb and Mr. Shepardson told 
them to notify the police, and then they 
returned to their homes to tell their 
wives of what had happened. 

Within a few minutes the four went 
to the Fosburg house, saw the senior 
Fosburg, and the wife of Robert Fos- 
burg. All were excited, but the friends 
were told that burglars had entered the 
house, had grappled with the senior 
Fosburg and Robert, had shot at Robert, 
missed him, but had shot May. Seem- 
ingly corroborative cvidence was to be 
found in the scratches on the elder Fos- 
burg’s face and the fracturea rib of 
which he complained. 

For some days, at least, there was no 
doubt of the burglar story in the minds 
of the police, and the local and state 
officers scoured the country for evidence 
of the fleeing murderer and his com- 
panions. ‘The Pinkertons were cngaged 
at the suggestion of Mr. Fosburg and 
worked for several weeks on the ease, 
Through seme niisunderstanding, Mr. 
Fosburg did not pay the Pinkerton bill. 
Governor Crane did, and Chief Nichol- 
son has the reports made by the Pin- 
kerton men. 

When the wif of Robert S. Fosburg 
testified at the inquest she told of her 
nightgown being torn. This, the gov- 
ernment claims, is evidence that the 
defendant had some disagreement with 
his wife. 

After putting all the evidence he 
deemed inconsistent with the burglary 
theory together, taking the statements 
of the Fosburg family as to where May 
Fosburg was shot, which did not agree 
with what the medical examiner de- 
eclared to have been the actual oceur- 
rence, and considering the testimony 
at the inquest, including the statement 
of a hackman, the chief built an ex- 
planation of the tragedy. 

It was that Robert S. Fosburg had 
quarrelled with bis wife, left his room, 
passed through his sister's room to the 
spare room, Where he kept his revolver. 
The government theory is that the elder 
Fosburg came into the spare room to 
see what his sou was doing, that there 
Was an altercation between the father 
and son, an encounter so Violent that the 
elder Fosburg’s rib was broken and his 
face marked. 

The revolver, 
tends, was discharged while young Rob 
ert was in the spare room, and that 
the bullet flew across the room and was 
imbeded in While the 
two were still engaged, the governinent 
assumes to believe that they reached 
the hall at the door leading into May 
that the revolver was 
accidentally discharged just as the 
young woman appeared inline.

The defense is confident of Its case 
upon the testimony of the members of 
the fawily aud of Miss Bertha Sheldon, 
an unprejudiced w itness. Miss Sheldon 
has promised that she will be a witness 
for the defense. 

Mr. and Mrs. Fosburg, Beatrice and 
Robert saw the burglars, they say, and 
Beatrice turned on the electric lights in 
her room right after May was shot. 

Beatrice told Miss Sheldon that bur- 
glurs had killed her sister, and at the 
inquest she testified that she saw the 
men with white masks. 

As to young Mrs. Fosburg’s  toru 
night gown indicating any quarrel with 
her busband, the defense says that in 
the excitement that followed the noise 
of the scuttle between the senior Fos- 
burg and the burglars, Mrs. Fosburg 
caught the lace of her gown, which 
was an old one, upon the bedpost and 
tore the cloth. The defendant's night 
gown, they say, was torn in the struggle 
with the burglars. 

The defense will show that on Sun- 
day, Aug. 19, young Mr. and Mrs. Fos- 
burg went to ride together, and were 
most affectionate that day. That eve 
ning the family sat about the piano, and 
Miss May played while the others sang 
They were singing and chatting together 
until about 11 o’clock, when all went to 
bed. 

The defense will claim that Mr. Fos- 
burg and his son have always been on 
most agreeable terms, never having 
quarreled about the business. 

The defense claims to have convine- 
ing evidence that the murder was the 
work of burglars. 

The government, in offering its case, 
does not claim to have a single witness 
who was in or near the Fosburg house at 
the time the girl was Shot.

STRIKERS MAKE GAINS ss FURENTEEFT TERETE VARNES 


Succeed In Closing Monessen 
and Clark Mills 


RIVALS OF THE STEEL TRUST 


Turn the Situation to Thelr Advan- 
tage by Securing Contracts and Men 
—Strike of Stationary Firemen 
Causes Closing of Collieries 


Pittsburg, July 17.—The second strike 
day closed with the Amalgamated offi- 
cials in a satisfied mood and claiming 
to have made good every promise as to 
results. On the other hand, the man- 
ufacturers will not say a word concern- 
ing the strike, and refused to be quoted 
in any way. 

Repeated efforts to secure statements 
from President Corey of the American 
Sheet Steel company and General Man- 
ager Jenks of the Hoop company have 
been met with the responses that there 
was no change and nothing to be given 
out. 

The Amalgamated people say nothing 
has been said to them of any plan for 
mediation or arbitration, and they will 
continue to carry out their program as 
originally announced. 

‘The steel strikers have followed up 
thelr advantage of Monday by closing 
yesterday the steel plant at Monessen, 
Pa., and the Clark will at Pittsburg, 
both of which were running Monday. 
Other than these, the second day of the 
steel strike, as was to be expected, shows 
few actually new developments, It is 
too early for breaks, and so thoroughly 
were the orders to strike obeyed that the 
three companies affected were almost 
completely tied up on the first day of 
the strike. That tie-up continues to 
day. 

In these plants about 74,000 men are 
on strike or idle because of it. Of these 
the tle-up in the Painter and the Lind- 
say & MeCutcheon roills in the Pittsburg 
district is of the first importance, since 
these have been non-union rolls, in or- 
ganizing which the labor leaders have 
scored a big point on the employers. 

Another point for the men is the ac- 
tion of certain iIndepeudent steel com 
panies, botably the Republic [ron and 
Steel, in taking advantage of the strike 
to grab contracts for immediate de- 
livery, and to lire skilled labor from the 
ranks of the strikers to fill them. 

The possifility of sympathetic strikes 
in the coal mines and in ether allied 
trades is freely discussed. While such 
strikes are deprecated by the labor 
leaders, they are appareutly willing to 
add at least the prospect of such strikes 
to the troubles of the employers. Not 
only the unlon mills of steel companies 
allied in the United States Steel cor- 
poration, other than the three now af- 
fected, may be struck, but the coal 
miners and the American Federation of 
Labor are giving the strike a moral 
backing already and may act later if 
there is need. 


Stationary Firemen’s Strike 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., July 17.—The strike 
order of President Mullahy of Station- 
ary Firemen’s association of Pennsyl- 
vania was promptly obeyed yesterday 
when 900 members of the organization 
in this section of the state refused to 
go to work. Most of the strikers are 
employed as firemen at the coal mines 
and their failure to report for duty 
caused nearly all the collieries in the 
northern anthracite region to suspend 
operations, throwing out of work, It is 
estimated, 30,000 men and boys. Some 
of the individual coal operators conced- 
ed the demands of their employes on 
condition that the short-hour day was 
not to hold if the men employed by the 
big companies did not get the same con- 
cessions. 

The biz companies, however, refused 
to make any concessions. The officials 
claimed that the demands of the fire- 
men were unreasonable; that they had 
received a 10 percent increase when the 
wages of the miners were raised last 
fall, and that the demands now made 
upon the companies was equal to a 2 
percent advance. 


Iron Workers Smuggled In 

Derby, Conn., July 17.-—-Twelve roll 
turners to take the places of strikers 
were quietly brought into town by the 
Birmingham Iron Foundry officials yes- 
terday, and are quartered at the works. 
The men were accompanied by 10 depu- 
ties, but, as their advent had been kept 
secret, there was no disturbance of any 
kind. 


Police Think They Have Blondin 

Halifax, July 17.—The police at Bar- 
rington, N. S., made a capture yesterday 
which they think will turn out to be an 
important one, having arrested a man 
who corresponds with the description 
and photograph of Wilfred Blondin 
The constables had a hard fight with 
him before he was overpowered and 
landed in jail, which is being closely 
guarded. ‘The police of Boston have 
been communicated with.

ST. PAUL’S IN DANGER, 


Anxiety Felt For Safety of the Fa- 
mous London Cathedral. 

That the foundations of St. Paul's 
cathedral in London afforded possible 
grounds for uneasiness has long been 
known In a vague sort of way, says the 
Chicago Inter Ocean. The schemes for 
@ new underground electric railway 
| near the cathedral has roused the dor- 
mant anxiety, which is stimulated by 
a pronouncement by Somers Clarke, F, 
S. A. He points out that the soil on 
which the cathedral stands was never 
very good and that this caused Sir 
Christopher Wren, the architect of the 
cathedral, to take precautions, despite 
which the ground yielded. Clarke adds: 

“Had the subsoil been undisturbed 
further movement would have been im- 
probable, but the water below the sandy 
stratum and over the clay was soon 
tapped as the city increased, establish- 
ing a source of great danger. A cen- 
tury ago great ties of iron were put in- 
to the walls of the transepts and tied 
back to the dome piers and also across 
their fronts. Since then the south tran- 
septs have shown a strong inclination 
to slide southward down the hillside to- 
ward the Thames. 

“Moreover, there has not only been a 
| movement southward, but the wall has 
opened from east to west. This wall, 
}from 8 to 10 feet thick, 130 feet long 
aud 130 feet high, is now showing a 
tendency to more breakage, evidently 
caused not by the thrusting of the 
; arches, but by the actual subsidence of 
the soil beneath. When it is considered 
that there Is now between the cathe- 
dral and the river not only deep drains, 
but an underground railway, with the 
Waterloo city line beneath that, it Is 
evident that the subsoil on which the 
ponderous iasonry rests has been serl- 
ously attacked. The west front, with its 
heavy towers and bells, has also sub- 
sided.” 


A WITTY LAWYER. 


Some Characteristics of A. H. Ham- 
mel of New York. 
Abraham H. Hummel, the well 
known New York lawyer, who was se 
riously injured the other day in Lon- 
don, was born in Boston about 50 
years ago. He was educated in the 
common schools of New York city. 
His quick wit and bright, alert manner 
attracted the attention of William PF. 
Howe, who was noted as a leader in 
criminal law. Mr. Howe took the 
young man into his office, and there 
Mr. Hummel laid the foundation of 
that knowledge of law for which he 
became distinguished, says the New 

York Herald. 

His tastes did not lie in the direction 
of the criminal branch of the law, and 
he developed his specialties, dramatic 
law and the laws governing marriage 
and divorce. He was consulted by 
playwrights, managers, actors and all 
classes who were connected with the 
theater. His wide acquaintance with 
the people of the stage caused him to 
be regarded as the leading first nighter 
of New York. The premiere of no 
dramatic performance seemed complete 
without him. 

In the intricate questions which arose 
out of the varying laws of the various 
states In the country with regard to 
marriage and divorce Mr. Hummel is 
recognized as an authority. His ready 
wit, his sarcasm and his power of rap- 
id analysis made him in court a re- 
sourceful advocate as well as a formi- 
dable opponent. Many anecdotes are 
told of the way he got the best of his 
legal adversaries by means of a clever- 
ly turned phrase or a flash of repartee. 

Mr. Hummel was for years one of 
the coterie which is nightly seen at 
Delmonico’s.

In the Path of Speedy Settle- | 
ment of Chinese Affairs 


JAPAN RAISES INDEMNITY | 


Is Endorsed In Her Attitude by the 
United States—Details of Plan of 
Payment Cause a Continuation of 
the Deadlock at Pekin 


Washingtoa, July 17.—Some surprise 
fs felt in diplomatic circles here that 
nothing is heard at the state depart- 
ment from Commissioner Rockhill in 
regard to the hitch over the Japanese 
indemnity, which seems to be one of 
the stumbling blocks in the completion 
of arrangements to wind up the Chinese 
imbroglio. 

Japan, it will be recalled, contented 
herself with the extremely modest in- 
demnity of $24,000,000, which repre- 
sented the obligations incurred by her 
in the relief and other expeditions. 
When she came to arrange for the float- 
ing of the Chinese 4 percent bonds with 
indemnities paid, she found they would 
not command in her market more than 
36 pereent of their face value. She ac- 
cordingly went back to ask for an in- 
crease of indemnity to make good the } 
discount. ‘To this the powers were not | 
ready to agree, and Russia was particu- | 

|

larly hostile. 

The attitude of the United States has 
been that this extra allowance to Ji 
would be fair, and we have been willing | 
to grant it if the other powers would | 
agree. Commissioner Rockhill’s si- 
lence is thought to indicate difficulty in 
reaching an agreement. 

Advices from Pekin say that the min- 
isters of the powers now freely admit 
that the prospect of a conclusion of the 
negotiations is growing darker. The} 
situation is most serious, as the deadlock 
has continued for more than a month. 
The meeting arranged for yesterday 
Was postponed because it was apparent 
that the proceedings would be fruitless. 

It wus at the meeting of July 11 that 
the ministers reached something in the! 
nature of an agreement as to the indem- 
nity. But almost immediately a radi- 
cal difference developed between Great 
Britain and Russia as to the details of 
the plan of payment. All the ministers 
were in accord with the scheme early 
in June, subject to the approval of their 
governments, but Great Britain disap- 


that It did not adequately protect her |

Neutral wiuisters at Pekin assert that 
either Great Britain or Russia must 
make material concessions before a con- 
clusion of the agreement is possible. |

He 
represents that China is willing to ac- 
cept any reasonable terms, and is chief- 
ly anxious to know definitely what the 
powers require so that she may begin 
compliance with the terms. 

The winisters regard newspaper ac- 
cusations of procrastination on their 
part as exceedingly unjust.

deadlock. 


Vice Consulship For Stowe 

Washington, July 17.—It is probable

Corning, N. Y., Jaly 17.—During a 
heavy storm here yesterday, John Row- 
ley, who was at work in a field, was 
struck by lightning and instantly killed. 
Last evening Martin Dillon, a lineman, 
came in contact with a 2400-volt wire 
of the street lighting company, and was 
terribly burned. He fell from a pole 
45 feet high, crushing his skull. He 
died within an hour. 


Banished From France 

Paris, July 17.—Owing to the ill health , 
of Jules Guerin, who on Jan. 4, 1900, 
was sentenced to 10 years’ confinement 
in a fortified place for conspiracy 
against the goverment, the sentence 
has been commuted to banishment. 
He was taken from jail yesterday and 
put on board a train for Switzerland. 


Mayor Stabbed In the Neck 

Oran, Algeria, July 17.—While Max 
Regis, the anti-Semite mayor of Al- 
giers, was going to the Casino last night 
he was stabbed in the neck. The wound 
is a severe one. His assailant was ar- 
rested. Rioting followed, and 30 per- 
sons were taken into custody.

PASSENGERS SAVED 


Italians Burled In an Excavation and! gteamer John poked Met With 


Three Lose Their Lives 

Fairfield, Conn., July 17.—A cave-in 
of earth and timbers at a cut made by 
workmen who were preparing the 
foundation of the Uncowa reservoir 
dam, killed three men and injured nine 
others, one of whom may die. All the 
killed and injured were members of a 
gang of Italiaus in the employ of the 
contracting company. They were dig- 
ging at the bottom of a cut 20 feet deep, 
the sides of which were braced with tim- 
bers resting on stone foundations, 
when they were suddenly overwhelmed 
by the collapse of one side of the cut, 
a section of the bank 15 feet in length 
completely burying part of the crew. 

At 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon three 
dead bodies had been dug from the mass 
of earth, rocks and tinibers which filled 
the excavation, and nine others, more or 
less injured, had been accounted for. 
There was a rumor that another was 
missing, and the digging was continued 
with the possibility of finding a fourth 
body, although, according to the tally 
of the superintendent of the crew, all 
the workmen bad been accounted for. 
Five of the men were severely injured. 

The superintendent of the gang states 
that in his opinion the accident was 
caused by one of the men picking out a 
stone on which a supporting timber 
rested, thus leaving the earth wall with- 
out a prop. 


ELEVEN PERSONS HURT 


In Collision of Trolley Cars on a 
Curve Near Manchester, N H 

Manchester, N. H., July 17.—An extra 
car, carrying no passengers, and a reg- 
ular car, leaving the city at 6:50 o’clock, 
collided ou the Manchester Electric rail- 
way last night, about three miles from 
the center of the city. The cars met 
head on, onacurve. Both were under 
full headway. Peter Villuere, motor- 
man of the extra car, received a broken 
leg and internal injuries. His cofidi- 
tion is critical. Ten other persons were 
more or less seriously injured. They 
were brought to this city as soon as 
possible, and the most seriously burt 
were taken to the hospital. 

So little warning was given of the 
coming collision that the mvtormen had 
barely time to reverse their motors be- 
fore the crash came, and the passengers 
on the regular car had no time to jump. 
Villnere was thrown forward and 
caught under the heavy dasher of his 
own car, from which position the res- 
cuers had great difficulty in extricating 
him. 

The cause of the accident has not yet 
been officially decided, but it is belleved 
that the eXtra was trying to make a 
turnout, a little further up the line, 
while the regular car's crew supposed 
that they had a clear track. The extra 
had taken werkingmen to Goffs Falls, 
und was on its way back to the city.

Hot Wave In Yankee Land

'STATUS OF STEEL STRIKE | 


Workmen Express Satisfaction With 
Results Accomplished Thus Far 

Pittsburg, July 18.—“We have not 
heard from the other side at any time 
or in apy wuy, nuy subject since 
we parted at the Lincoln hotel last Sat- 
urday.” 

This is the positive statement made 
by President Shaffer of the Amalga- 
mated association, and disposes of the 
rumor from New York that the strike 
bad been settled. Mr. ShalYer stated 
further that uo actual negotiations were 
on between President Bishop of the 
Ohio state arbitration bourd aud him- 
self tending towards arbitration. A 
letter received by Shaffer from Bishop 
asking if he would consent to a re- 
opening of the couference bas not been 
answered as yet, 

The principal events in yesterday's 
strike history was the failure of the 
sheet steel people to reopen the Wells- 
ville plant with non-union men, the offer 
of tinaucial assistance made to the 
Amalgamated associution by the 2,000, 
QOU0 Wuembers of the American Federa- 
thon of Labor, aud by the American 
Window Glass Workers’ association; 
the concerted action of the Amalga- 
mated association to organize the im- 
mense sheet steel plant at Vandergrift; 
and the fact that several of the closed 
plants are being patrolled by armed 
watchmen and guards. The Amalza- 
mated officials profess great satisfac- 
tion over the results accomplished since 
the strike began, but officials of the com- 
pany, as heretofore, will say nothing. 

While Wellsville is the strike center 
now, the battleground will be shifted to 
McKeesport next week if the report be 
true that the W. De Wesse Wood plant 
of the American Sheet Steel company 
will resume operations. This would 
afford one of the most trying situations 
of the strike. It would necessitate the 
importation of non-union men from 
other places, and the bitter feeling en- 
gendered by such a move would be hard 
to control.

Sixty-Five Thousand Men Out 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., July 18.—The close 
of the second day of the Stationary 
Firemen’s strike found fully 35,000 
miners idle in the Wyoming district of 
the anthracite coal region, which ex- 
tends from Turyea to Nanticoke. The 
number of idle men was increased yes- 
terday by the suspension of railroad 
crews on vearly all coal branches. No 
coal is being mined, there is none to haul 
to the breakers, consequently there Is 
no work for the railroaders. The total 
number of wen idle now in the whole 
anthracite region is estimated at 55,- 
000, If the strike extends to Hazle- 
ton, Schuylkill and Shamokin regions 
130,000 nen may be idle before long. 
‘The tie up tn this region is complete, and 
the strikers are much encouraged. 


Switchmen Want More Pay 

Chicago, July 18.—The Chronicle says: 
Nailroad switchmen throughout the 
country are said to be planning a general 
demand for an increase in wages, The 
employes of this department of the 
transportation business desire to have 
all lines adopt what is kuewn as the 
“Chicago scale,” which is the highest 
paid anywhere. It is said that the 
switchmen will carry on an argumenta- 
tive campaign to obtain the desired in- 
crease, 

Go Back on Old Terms 

Buffalo, July 18.—More than 250 ma- 
chinists, who weré formerly employed 
ut the Lehigh Valley shops in East Buf- 
falo, last night voted to declare off the 
strike which has lasted since last May. 
No concessions were asked for by the 
men, aud none were given. It is ex- 
pected that the men will return to work 
Monday. ‘The Lehigh machinists quit 
work when the general strike for a 
9-hour day was instituted by the Inter- 
national Association of Machinists. 


Alabama Miners Strike 

Birmingham, Ala., July 18.—Six yor” 
dred Galloway and Chickasaw coaf 
miners have stcuck at the Charbon Hill 
coal fields.

JUDGE HUMPHREY 


Passes Away at His Home 
in Weymouth. 


At Head of Quincy Court 
Nineteen Years. 


A Selectman and County Commis- 
sioner Many Years. 


Judge Humphrey vassed away late 


Wednesday afternoon at his home 
in North Weymouth. He was 82 years 
of age and leaves a widow and three 


daughters, whom is at present 
in Europe.

In November, 1882, 
he was appointed by Gov. Long as 
justice of the District Court of East 
Norfolk, comprising the towns of Ran- 
dolph, Braintree, Cohasset, Weymouth, 
Holbrook and Milton, ard the city of 
Quincy. 

Some three years ago he gave up his 
Boston office, aud it was his custom 
after court adjourned to return to his 
home, His health has been gradually 
failing for some time, and the regular 
attendants at court have nut failed to 
notice that his decline this year has 
been more rapid, for while his mind 
was still clear as to right and wrong, 
he had difficulty in understanding wit- 
nesses, yet for all that it was univer- 
sally acknowledged that his decisions 
were on the cause of right. 

Early this month he left for his va- 
cation, which he intended to pass at 
Falmouth. It was while there that he 
was taken ill and last Friday was 
brought to his home in North Wey- 
mouth, since then he has failed rapidly.

A Fatality Reported at 
Randolph. 


Houses Struck at Braintree— 
Horses and Cows Killed. 


Quincy escaped the fury of the 
thander storm Wednesday afternoon, 
although from 1 to 2 it looked black 
and threatening and the lightning was 
vivid. There wa3a downpour of rain 
but no strikes were reported. Several 
hillside streets especially at Wollaston 
were gullied. 

Braintree was visited by a severe 
electrical storm Wednesday afternoon 
at one o’elock, which did consider- 
able damage in an hour, Bolts of 
lightning were seemingly playing tag. 

The rain was heavy, causing several 
small washouts on the highways. 

Lightning struck a tree and glancing 
killed a owned by Henry M. 
Hollis, on Cleveland avenue near the 
Penniman schoolhouse, There were 
eight cows under the trees close to- 
gether. In the same neighborhood a 
blueberry pie mysteriously disappeared 
out of an ice chest. 

On Liberty street a bolt of lightning 
entered Hiram Abbott’s house knock- 
ing the plastering and casing off 
around the door between the kitchen 
and shed. Mr. and Mrs. Abbott were 
in the sitting room entertaining Mrs. 
Abbott’s aunt, Miss Abigail Thayer of 
Boston who is 96 years old Oct. 
27. Mr. Abbott was slightly shocked. 
Alfred Vinton thinking the house on 
lire sounded an alarm from Box 25. 

James Ryan of Liberty street was 
working in the greenhouse of his son, 
Ryan Bros., and was floored by light- 
ning. He was removed to his house 
where he remained unconscious all the 
afternoon. 

Box 145 was rung in for a supposed 
fire on South Braintree Heights,a house 
vocupied by Mr. and Mrs. Winslow 
being struck by lightning. Some 
plastering was knocked off but not 
much damage done. 

At Randolph a bolt of lightning went 
down the chimney of the house of 
Martin L. Holbrook and blew the iron 
thimble in the chimney out. Mrs. 
Holbrook was passing the chimney at 
the time and was probably struck by 
the lightning bolt for she fell into the 
corner and died almost _ instantly. 
Medical Examiner Jones of Quincy 
who was summoned pronounced her 
death due a shock from lightning. Mrs.

Holbrook had a slight cut over the 
nose’ which Dr. Jones thinks was 
caused by her striking upon some 
of the debris when she fell. The 


houses of Frank Grover, James Devine 
and Mrs. Mary Lyons were also struck 
and a pair of horses were killed on the 
Savage farm. 

At Canton, the barn of William 
Tucker was struck, and Mr. Tucker 
was paralyzed on the right side. A 
farm hand was knocked down and 
internally injured and two horses were 
killed. 

At Littleton, where Quiney people are 
camping, a new house was struck and 
a carpenter, Mr. David Millet, marked 
on head and back for life. 


Accident at Wollaston. 


There is one poor fellow, at least, 
who is blessing his lucky stars that he 
escaped from a large crowd at Loring’s 
corner, Wednesday night with only a 
few bruises. Joseph Eastman came 
way up from Quincy *‘thro’ muck and 
mire,*’ to listen to the concert given 
by the Wollaston band. To be sure 
there was @ concert at Quincy too, but 
Eastman it is said, has a fine apprecia- 
tion for goud music, so he came to 
Wollaston. 

It was while the band was playing 
that Mike McGrath, the genial cabman 
of Wollaston, who in order to pass the 
car that was swiftly advancing urged 
his horse, which shied and could not 
be immediately checked. The animal 
leaped across Hancock street and at 
Beach darted into a crowd which 
seemed to be occupying the road. The 
unlucky Joseph Eastman was dashed 
to the ground, his bicycle following 
narrowly escaping death. Several 
others would have been injured had not 
they noticed the approaching horse just 
in the nick of time.

He was a member 
of the Methuen Freemason lodge, and 
leaves a widow and one son, Frank G. 
Mowry.

Concrete Sidewalks. 

One of the Newton Journal readers 
has frequently called the Editor's at- 
tention tu the policy which he con- 
siders a mistaken one, of allowing con- 
crete sidewalks and crosswalks in many 
of the streets of this city. He claims 
that they wear out very quickly and 
must consequently be resurfaced or 
newly laid and believes that the policy 
is an extravagant one and ought to be 
abolished. 

We are inclined to agree in so far as 
this policy relates to the retention of 
such walks in our main streets and in 
the center of our villages, where there 
is a great amount of travel. We have 
two cases in point, the granite cross 
walk near the Newton Savings Bank at 
Newton and the other cases where 
brick sidewalks are in existence. 

So far as cross walks are concerned 
the concrete crosswalks we believe to 
be a delusion and a snare. We know

must necessarily be relaid. In regard 


of the concrete sidewalks there is no 
question but what they wear out and 
in cases where there is much travel, 
sometimes a resurfacing has been re- 
quired, within the period of a year 
from the time when they were first 
laid. 

This is expensive and we might say 
extravagant because the city of Newton 
ought not to expend money with a 
view of only a few months’ utility. 
Sidewalks must be in existence in a 
city for all time and the more solid the 
material, the better 

Certainly brick ought to be required 
in perhaps one-third of all new side- 
walks laid and the policy of allowing 
concrete crosswalks in our streets 
ought to be abandoned. We suggest 
a consideration of this matter by the 
city authorities at an early day. —New- 
ton Journal.

MUSSOLINO SEEKS TERMS.* 


Italian Brigand Willing to Surren- 
der on Honorable Conditions. 

The case of Mussolino, the notorious 
Italian brigand whe for months has 
defied Italy's military and police pow- 
er, has now entered the negotiation 
stage. Signor Mariglia, mayor of Afri- 
co di Calabria, is now in Rome as an 
envoy extraordinary with full powers 
to negotiate for the ruffian’s capitula- 
tion on honorable terms. 

Mussolino’s great and abiding griev- 
ance is that he was unjustly condemn- 
ed for murdering the first man for 
Whose death he was responsible. It 
Was not a case of murder, he contends, 
but of lawful self defense. If the gov- 
ernment will grant him a fresh trial, 
he will surrender. He is not in any 
degree worried about the score of mur- 
ders he has since committed because 
the victims of his knife or gun were 
base wretches who perjured themselves 
in order to secure the conviction of an 
innocent Man or were persons engaged 
in the hunt for him and, therefore, fair 
game. 

There is no capital punishment In 
Italy, and all that can be done to Mus- 
solino for his manifold sins is to send 
him to prison for life. This he will 
not mind at all provided he is enabled 
first to vindicate his aspersed character 
in connection with his original indis- 
cretion. Signor Mariglia takes himself, 
his mission and his client very serfous- 
ly. Mussolino, he says, can never be 
captured either by guile or force. 

The correspondent of the New York 
Sun asked Signor Mariglia to describe 
the famous brigand, and here is the 
resultant word portrait: 

“Mussolino is not an ordinary man 
by any means. He has intelligence 
and is absolutely superior. If he had 
had the advantage of a proper educa- 
tion, he would have developed Into a 
genius and man of action who would 
have astonished Italy. One has only 
to talk with him to realize his great 
qualities and personal magnetism. He 
{s quite alive to the disadvantages of a 
lack of education and intends to oyer- 
come them. As soon as he ts sent to 
prison he intends to obtain permission 
to pursue a course of studies which he 
hasemapped for himself. 

“He has resolved also to be of ex- 
emplary behavior, so that he may ob- 
tain, If possible, some commutation of 
his sentence. Physically Mussolino is 
a handsome young fellow. He is rath- 
er more than six feet tall, of dark com- 
plexion and has black eyes. He wears 
a small mustache. He taught himself 
to read and write and has composed 
songs which the population of Astro- 
monte are always singing.” 

It is perfectly obvious from Signor 
Mariglia’s statement that Mussolino {s 
an injured innocent.

THE CHINESE IMBROGLIO 


Stumbling Block Removed by 
Action of Japan 


WILLING TO SUBMIT TO LOSS 


' Rather Than Impede Negotiations, and 


She Therefore Withdraws Request 
For Increased Indemnity—Manchu- 


rian Question Under Consideration 


Washington. July 18.—in a_- spirit 
which has aroused the keenest admira- 
tion of the state department, the Jap- 
anese government Las met the ditliculty 
growing out of the preference of her 
request for an increase of her indem 
nity by withdrawing that request. 

The result is a substantial loss to 
Japan. She asked originally for $23,- 
000,000, This igure was more mod- 
erate than any of the powers which 
played any prominent part in the Chi- 
nese campaign, and represented the 
barest expense of the undertaking. 
It was fixed upon the idea that payment 
was to be made incash by China, Con- 
fronted with the boud payment, the Jap 
unese government asked that her allot- 
ment be iucreased to $27,000,000 in 
bonds, to make good the loss she would 
suffer through the sale of the bonds. 

As soon as some of the other nations 
found that the allotment, as originally 
fixed, was in danger of beiug disturbed, 
they came in with increased demands, 
and thus it is that Japan, finding that 
insistence upon her demand would 
blockade the negotiations at this phase, 
has withdrawn her request for the pres- 
ent atleast. It is safe to assume that 
the United States government will do 
what it can to secure compensation for 
Japan in some other way in the future. 

It is understood to be the desire of 
some of the great powers that the dis- 
position of Manchuria should go before 
the ministers at Pekin, and be finally de- 
termined by a joint nent among 
the powers. Although no definite step 
has been taken in that direction, it is 
being discussed by foreign representa- 
ives at Washington, who fully expect 
that the plan will be adopted. 

Russia, it is expected, will be reluctant 
to agree to it. Attention has been di- 
rected to the matter by reports that Rus- 
sia had resumed direct negotiations with 
China concerning Manchuria, and also 
by ‘Tuesday's cablegram, stating that a 

tussian proclamation was about to be 
issued, establishing Neu Chwang as a 
Russian port. 

It is pointed out in official diplomatie 
quarters that Neu Chwang is a treaty 
port, and as such is open to the com- 
merce of the world under the existing 
tariff regulations with China, and for- 
eign merchants have the right to trade 
and to conduct establishments there. 
These rights of trade could not be di- 
vested, in the opinion of diplomatic 
Officials, by a Russian proclamation, 
unless the powers had previously given 
assent. TTius far, however, there has 
been no request from Russia or China 
for any change in the status of Neu 
Chwang as one of the treaty ports.

QUICK WORK 


No Trouble In Select: 
ing Fosburg Jury 


Only Evidence Can Be Pub- 
lished by Newspapers 


Government Will Try to Show That 
There Were No Burglars 


Pittsfield, Mass., July 19.—With the 
jury impanelled, aud having been taken 
to the scene of the tragedy, the testi- 
luony of one witness concluded and that 
of another well under way, and with 
the fatal bullet and the Lloodstained 
hight dress of the victim offered as 
evidence, the government's case against 
Robert S, Fosburg may be said to be 
fairly started at the close of yesterday's 
session. 

If the story of the family is true, it 
remiuins to be explained how a party 
of three burglars managed to make their 
descent on a house in the district and 
escape scot free, while, if the prose- 
cution is correct, this mystery regard- 
ing the burglars and the implied menace 
to public safety is cleared up complete- 
ly. 

One thing became evident as soon as 
court opened. ‘That was that the great 
est cure is being exercised to have the 
guilt or innocence of the prisoner de- 
cided in the court room instead of 
through the newspapers, 

The features of the proceedings were 
the judge’s admonition, the swiftness 
with which a jury was impanelled, al- 
most in one, two, three order, and Dis- 
trict Attorney Hammond's outline of 
the case for the prosecution. 

A jury was secured in 30 minutes 
from the time the first naine on the panel 
was called. The usmes of those men 
follow: Norman H. Sweet, Willians- 
town, farmer; Egbert Yale, Stockbridge, 
carpeuter; Michael Nevin, Jr.,. Wash- 
ington, farmer; Wallace Orton, Will- 
jamstown, carpenter; Charles Wolfe, 
Stockbridge, blacksmith; Joseph Ram- 
sey, Egremout, laborer; John* R. Hill 
jard, North Adams, jceman; Charles E. 
Platt, Great Barrington, merchant; Ed- 
win F. Barnes, West Stockbridge, 
miller; Edwin L. Boardman, Sheffield, 
farmer; John J. Daly, Adams, tailor; 
Ralston F. Little, Sheffield, farmer; Ed- 
win F. Barnes was appointed foreman 
by the court. 

The defendant having pleaded to the 
indictment against him on Wednesday 
was called upon to go through no prelim- 
inary yesterday. As soon as the ses- 
sion of the court was opened he was 
called upon to stand while the jury was 
impanelled. This did not provea hard- 
ship, as just half an hour was taken 
up in securing the wen who are to de- 
cide the case, 

When the selection of the jury had 
been completed, Judge Stevens delivered 
a serious address to the representatives 
of the press. ‘The judge held that, 
while it was the right of the newspaper 
men to report everything that actually 
occurred in the court room, they should 
not commeut upon the force and weight 
of the evidence, or characterize ft In 
such a way as to create any impression 
upon the minds of the jurors, if they 
should read the newspapers, Continu- 
ing, the court said: “If the attention 
of the court should be called to the fact 
that there were such publications two 
results might follow: First, it might be 
the duty of the court to withdraw the 
case from the jury; second, any re- 
porter making such publication or send- 
ing out such would be in contempt of 
court.” The judge then requested the 
jurors not to read any reports of the 
case and not to discuss the matter with 
their families or friends, in order that 
their verdict might be “absolutely fair 
both to the government and to the de- 
fendant.” 

District Attorney Hammond opened 
for the government with the statement 
that the jurors should not expect strange 
or sensational evidence, but plain facts. 
He briefly reviewed the case, and con- 
cluded his preliminary argument by as- 
suring the jurors that they should have 
an opportunity of viewing the premises. 
He then showed several maps and plans 
of the house, the floor plan and the loca- 
tion of the beds and other furniture. 
He told the jurors that they should con- 
sider the charge in itself as man- 
slaughter and not murder, for the case 
did not have the elements which con- 
atitute murder. 

The government does not claim that 
the girl was killed on purpose, but under 
circumstances which were blameful. 
If she was killed through angry care- 
lessness on the part of her brother or 
during the excitement of a family quar- 
rel, he isguilty. It is clulmed that Rob-

night. The nightdress of Fosburg’s 
wife was torn straight down the front 
andthe hem wasripped. The furniture 
was broken and misplaced in two rooms. 
The casters on the old gentleman's bed 
were broken. A lamp was overturned 
and a mirror and screen in the kitchen 
bedroom mispiaced, 

He then made a brief review of what 
constituted circumstantial evidence, and 
repeated a phruse of Mr. Joyner, ov 
of the counsel for the defense in another 
trial, in which he said: “Hew to the 
line. Let the blows and chips fall 
where they will. We want the truth.” 

Referring to the statement of the de- 
fendant to the officers that he saw two 
men jump from the balcony, and a 
third run down the stairs aud across 
a field, Mr. Hammond said that this 
tield was covered with heavy dew that 
morning, but no trace of it being dis- 
turbed by man or beast could be found. 

At 2 o'clock the presentation of evi- 
dence began. Eighteen witnesses for 
the prosecution were sworn, among 
them being little Beatrice Fosburg, sis- 
ter of the defendant, City Engineer 
Arthur A, Fobes was the first witness 
on the stand. He testitied to making 
the plans of the Fosburg house and sur- 
roundings as shown on the wall of the 
court room, and these planus were gone 
into in 2 most exhaustive manner, the 
witness showing to the jury the location 
of the doors, windows, furniture, ete., 
especially on the second oor of the 
house, where the crime is alleged to 
have been committed. Mr. lobes told 
of the distance from the house to the 
several highways, and houses in that 
Vicinity. 

Much time was devoted by Mr. Crosby 
in examining Mr. Fobes as to the loea- 
tion of the balcony on the second floor 
with reference to the piazza below. 
Cross-examination brought out the fact 
that Mr. Fobes was assisted in making 
the plans by three men, and that the 
plans were made at the request of Chief 
of Police Nicholson. 

Dr. Frank A. Paddock, medical ex- 
aminer for this district, was the next 
Witness. He testified that on the morn- 
ing of the death of Miss Fosburg he was 
called twice by telephone and arrived at 
the house at 2:20 o'clock. He de- 
scribed finding the body, and said the 
feet were 2 1-2 feet from the doorway 
Which led into a little dark hall. On 
the bed in that room was Miss Beatrice 
Fosburg and a woman whom he did not 
recognize, fully dressed. 

The witness then related the conver- 
sation he had with the defendant and 
his father that night, in regard to the 
bruises upon thei’ heads, which they 
Claimed had been made by sandbags. 
He told the story given by the defendant 
and the family in regard to the alleged 
burglars, just as it has been told many 
times during the past year. He then 
described the position of the furniture 
and the condition of the wound and the 
night robe worn by the victim. 

The garment was then put in as evi- 
dence, together with a 32-calibre bullet, 
which was, the witness declared, the 
one taken from the body during the au- 
topsy. Several square pieces cut from 
the bottom of the night dress were also 
shown, the witness having used them 
in making tests as to the distance at 
which powder marks from a 52-calibre 
bullet, such as appeared on the night 
dress, would be caused. 

Mr. Hibbard objected to the testimony 
at this point, on the ground that the wit- 
ness was hot an expert. 

At this point, Mr. Crosby, in answer to 
a question from Judge Stevens, said 
that the revolver which fired the bullet 
found in the body had never been re- 
covered. He said the prosecution was 
prepared to show that the defendant 
had bought a revolver a few days before 
the tragedy, and that the defendant had 
said it was this revolver which was used 
in the shooting, and that the man who 
fired the revolver stood at least seven 
feet from Miss Fosburg when the shot 
was fired. 

Dr. Paddock then testified to pre- 
scribing for Mrs. Fosburg on the fol- 
lowing afternoon. He stated that he 
could not get her to tell him anything 
about the shooting or the alleged bur- 
glars. A few daysafter the family had 
moved from the house witness again 
visited the premises, and discovered 
that a bullet had penetrated a comb 
box on the bureau in the spare bed room. 
The bullet bad spent its force and 
dropped into the box after passing 
through one side. 

At this point the court adjourned until 
today. 

Young James B. A. Fosburg was yes- 
terday afternoon served with a sub 
poena, to testify on behalf of the gov- 
ernment. The boy says he does not 
know upon what line they expect him to 
testify. In addition the government 
has summoned as witnesses Dr, Frank 
A. Draper, medical examiner of Suf- 
folk county, and Colonel Dimond, mayor 
of Lowell, both of whom gave expert 
testimony regarding bullets and bullet 
wounds in the recent Eastman trial at 
Cambridge. ‘The summoning of Bea 
trice and James Fosburg by the govern- 
ment has created a great seusation in 
Pittsfield, and indicates that the goy- 
ernment intends to bring out all facts 
possible regarding family troubles 
which are believed to have existed. In 
addition, the fact of their bringing 
into the case such experts on the gues- 
tion of gunfire and bullet marks as Dr. 
Draper snd Colonel Dimond shows that 
the government will have plenty of ex- 
pert testimony and also that the trial 
will consume considerable more time 
than was at first anticipated. It is es-

Close Duncansville Plant 


STORM CENTER IS SHIFTED 


Partial Resumption of Mllls at Wells- 


ville Causes Union Leaders to Make 
Strenuous Efforts to Bring Over

Pittsburg, July 19.—Most important 
of all bews regarding the steel workers’ 
Strike that reached Pittsburg yesterday 
Was the action of the men employed in 
the Duncansville plant of the American 
Steel Toop company. 

A telegram was received by President 
Shaffer from the men in the morning 
asking if they should strike.  Presi- 
dent Shaler answered, telling the men 
not to come out unless they were or- 
ganized. In the afternoon another tele- 
gram was received, asking that an or 
ganizer be sent to them at once. 

Vice President Pierce started for 
Duncansville last evening to complete 
the organization. The lUuneansville 
plant is the last of the hoop plants to 
remain at work, and the Amalgamated 
association officiuls say if they are sue- 
cessful in closing this plant they will be 
iasters of the situation, as far as the 
Steel Hoop company is concerned, at 
least. 

The action of the Ohio board of arbi- 
tration in offering to bring about a set- 
tlement of the strike created some talk 
in steel circles. M. M. Carland, for- 
ner president of the Amalgamated as- 
sociation, and at present collector of 
the port, said that he did not consider 
the action of the Ohio board as unusual, 
but rather the carrying out of their du- 
lies as such a body. 

In the immediate vicinity of Pittsburg 
the evident intention of the company 
to attempt the reopening of the De 
Wees Wood plint at MeckKeesport is 
the only incident so far calculated to 
cause uneasiness. The menclaim to be 
confident that enough men cannot be 
secured to operate the mill, and say no 
opposition will be made toany who may 
wish to go in. The police authorities,

The present center of the tron. 
seems to be at Wellsville, O., where a 
public mass meeting was held yesterday 
afternoon for the purpose of presenting 
both sides of the controversy to the men 
and citizens generally. The entire dis- 
trict contributed attendants at the meet 
ing, and a number of speeches were 
made, the principal one being that of 
President Shaffer of the Amalgamated 
association. Another meeting will be 
held today. 

In spite of the denials of the Amal 
gamated prople that the mills at Wells 
ville Coek Be started up, dispatches 
from that place report at least a par- 
tial resumption, in the very large mill, 
one of the sirongest non-union places 
on the map, which the Amalgamated 
association had succeeded in closing, 

Persifier F. Suith, general manager 
of the Sheet Steel trust, made a raid 
and tried to recapture the mill. Mr. 
Smith talked to the nen, and thought 
he had persuaded them to renounce the 
new unlon and return to work, An ef- 
fort was made to start the mill, but it 
was only a partial success. Notwith- 
standing this, it is reported that Mr. 
Smith will make an effort to complete 
the mill crew with non-union men 
brought from outside. Tresident Shaf- 
fer and three other members of the com- 
mittee are endeavoring to bring the 
wavering forces over to their side. 

A dispatch from Monessen says that, 
in spite of all efforts to the contrary, 
the tin mill there is still running, and, 
as far as present appeurances indicate, 
it promises not to be affected in the 
slightest way by the strike. 


New Turn In Firemen’s Strike 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., July 19.—The coal 
operators and the striking stationary 
firemen of the Wyoming valley take op- 
posite views of the action of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the United Mine 
Workers which met in Scranton yester- 
day. The committee decided that all 
firemen who are members of the United 
Mine Workers’ organization must re- 
turn to work. The operators think this 
isa severe blow to the men on strike, and 
one from which they cannot recover. 
On the other hand the strikers claim 
that it will not affect them niuch, as only 
a comparatively few firemen belong to 
the United Mine Workers. It would 
seein that a settlement of the strike now 
rested with the mine employes them- 
selves, and not with the operators. The 
United Mine Workers have apparently 
declared for one policy and the Station 
ary Engineers for another, 


Won't Press Wage Question 

New York, July 19.—The machinists’ 
strike, as far as this city is concerned, 
will be settled soon. The leaders of 
the movement are now advising the men 
who are still out not to press the sub 
ject of wages, but to return to work if 
only they can secure a nite-hour work 
day.

Secretary Long eas to Build 
Some of 15,560 Tons. 


A Washington dispatch to the 
Journal says: Secretary Long gave out 
Wednesday the majority report of the 
Naval Board of Construction on the 
design of the sea-going battleships of 
which plans are to be submitted to 
Congress next December, according to 
the requirements of the last Naval Ap- 
propriation bill. The report says that 
the board has been unable too reach a 
unanimous agreement concerning the 
armament and its disposition, and now 
makes this preliminary report in order 
that progress may be made upon some 
definite design. The plan of the battle- 
ship as submitted is as follows: 
| Length, 450 feet; beam, 76 feet; 
mean draft,24 feet six inches; displace- 
ment, 15,560 tons. This displacement 
will give a ship considerably larger 
than anything in the present navy. 
The hull afona will weigh about 7,000 
tons, while the protective armor will 
be about 3,700 tons. The total coal 
capacity will be about 2,000 tons; total 
load displacement, 16,900; deep load

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A DOUBLE HOUSE, 


Plans For One That Is Inexpensive, 
but Not Commonplace. 


A young man who had inherited some 
$8,000 was disposed to build a nice house 
with the money and, with his wife, con- 
sulted an architect. The wife wished to 
build a double house, but the husband 
was opposed to the idea. 

“The double house idea is a good one,” 
said their architect. “You can build @ 
house which will rent for $40 or $50 a 
month for one side and have the othes 
side in which to live. And to one who 


does not have an abundant income and!

the double house idea is a very bright 
one. We'll make a double house that is 
uncommon. We'll make one that is en- 
tirely different from any double house 
you ever saw.” 

This was further talked about, and it 
was decided that they would consider a 
double house plan to be prepared to go 
on a 530 foot lot which they had pur- 
chased. In the course of time they went 
to the office to look at the sketches. 

The illustrations in this column are re- 
productions of his sketches. He showed 
them the floor plans first. 

Said he: “The house is 44 feet wide on 
the first floor. This gives a 3 foot pas- 
sageway on each side. Now we will look 
at the rooms on the right. We have the 
entrance at the front of the semioctago- 
nal shaped room, It extends around and 
tukes in a section of what would other: 
wise be a part of the front sitting room 
and thus gives added width to this por- 
tion ef the hall or vestibule. Back of 
this is the reception hall, with a window 
at the right side which projects over the

side wall below, but at a height sufficient 
to miss the heads of those who pass un- 
der it. The wall space in front separat- 
ing the sitting room and the reception 
room is filled with turned spindle work io 
oak. The stairway is a combination af- 
fair. We go up from the front hall to a 
landing, pass through some portieres to 
another landing, which is connected by a 
stairway and two doors with the kitchen. 
These two doors prevent the noise and 
odors of the kitchen from reaching the 
front part of the house. 

“There is a seat on the front landing 
which projects into the hall. Under the 
part of the main stairway which goes to 
the second floor is provided the cellar 
stairway. The dining room, as will be 
seen, is back of the sitting room. The 
kitchen connects with the dining room 
through the china pantry by means ot 
two double swing doors—doors which 
swing both ways and stand closed when 
released. This china room fs lighted by 
a small window and has a cupboard with 
glass doors above and paneled doors be- 
low. The kitchen is provided with sinks, 
tables and drain boards convenient to the 
china closet. In the pantry is a place for 
an ice chest, with a drain to the outside. 
There is a door over the chest, so that ice 
can be put in without passing through 
the kitchen. The celler is under half the 
house, with furnace room projecting ua-

der the sitting room. In the cellar is a 
slop sink in which wash water may be 
poured, a city water connection and a 
laundry stove. The cellar floor is ce 
mented. 

“In the kitchen is hot and cold water 
at the sink, and in the bathroom on the 
second floor are water closet, washstand 
and tub. There are two closets on the 
second floor in the hall—one for brooms, 
etc., and the other for bed linen and ar- 
ticles of this character. 

“There are four bedrooms on this floor, 
each provided with closets. The bed- 
room over the hall and kitchen projects 
over the frst story, so that more room is 


secured. There is a passageway to the | 


attic, in which Is provided an additional 
bedroom.

CHARMING COUNTRY HOUSE OF A 
WELL KNOWN NOVELIST. 
Cherry Croft,on the Summit of Storm 

King Mountain, Overlookirg the 

Hudson, Where Amelia Uarr Writes 

Her Stories. 

{Special Correspondence. ] 

New York, July 16.—This is the sea- 
son when most of the literary folk are 
at their summer homes if they have 
any, and if not they are enjoying the 
cooling breezes of the seashore or the 
refreshing air of the mountains. About 
the prettiest and most comfortable of 
all the summer homes of authors I 
have ever visited is Cherry Croft, Mrs. 
Amelia Barr’s ideal place at the top of 
Storm King mountain, about five miles 
above Cornwall-on-the-Hudson. Na- 
ture has provided no lovelier spot than 
that on which this widely known au- 
thor has set up her household gods. 
Healthfulness and quietude were all 
she demanded when the building of a 
home became uppermost in her affairs, 
and a happier combination of these req- 
uisites, with all that is picturesque, ro- 
mantic and inspiring thrown in, could 
not be found in all America. Up among

the clouds, where the summer winds 
hold high carnival, shut off from the 
world and its troubling voices by miles 
and miles of forest, looking out over a 


scene that fills the imagination with 
grandeur and fascinates the eye with 
loveliness, it unites every rural charm 
to the most complete seclusion. In 
front and at one side pastoral slopes 
decline steeply to the river below, 
which at this point expands to the 
width of three miles, appearing from 
the heights like an immense lake. Be 
yond lies historic Newburg and farther 
along Poughkeepsie, while on all sides 
rise the infolding mountains, with the 
peaks of the Catskills looming majes- 
tically above all. Nearer, set well up 
from the Hudson, with its spires and 
chimneys rising through the tree tops, 
is Cornwall, the erstwhile and 
last resting place of Edward Payson 
Roe, whence a sequestered road winds 
its way up the mountain side to Cherry 
Croft, so named on account of the cher- 
ry trees which abound on the premises. 

The bouse is a long, rambling struc- 
ture surmounted by a tower and pie- 
turesque gables, with a broad, inviting 
vine draped piazza extending along one 
side, shaded by wide spreading trees 
and pleasantly girted by a garden and 
well kept lawn. It was built on plans 
of Mrs. Barr’s own drawing and is 
tastefully and handsomely furnished. 
The author's workshop, a room of 
princely proportions, is situated on the 
upper floor, with that animating land- 
scape in view from every window, 
though In fats weather she is more apt 
to be out en the big, cool piazza. 

Though well advanced in years, Mrs. 
Barr is an indefatigable and tireless 
worker, yet she makes writing a pleas- 
ure more than a business. If she fol- 
lowed out her inclinations in the mat- 
ter, there would be no cessation of 
work throughout the year. But she 
long ago learned the folly of the all 
work and no play method; hence, much 
though she would prefer to “keep ut 
it,” to use her terse expression, she 
wisely lays the pen aside in December 
or January and goes either to New 
York city or Old Point Comfort, where 
she gives herself up to the pleasing task 
of entertaining and being entertained. 
And in this Mrs. Barr excels, being the 
cheeriest, most agreeable of women, 
entering into and enjoying gayety and 
mirthfulness with as keen a zest as the 
veriest girl, her huge enjoyment in Ife, 
coupled with her superb physical vigor 
and tremendous capacity for work, 
constituting the only vanities, if such 
they may be called, she possesses. Yet 
at no time does she enjoy life so much 
as when breathing the bracing air of 
her mountain home immersed iw her 
writings.

tions, both physical and mental. Cer- 
tain physical conditions change the 
color and the quality of the hair; oth- 
ers cause it to fall. The hair itself may 
also be diseased. All of these condi- 
tions require special treatment. In 
general, cleanliness and a reasonable 
amount of care will keep the hair 
healthy. 

Olly hair can be remecied by being 
washed once in two weeks, while hair 
with a normal amount of oil should not 
be washed more than once a month un- 
less one is engaged in dusty work or 
is traveling constantly. Cinders and 
dust irritate the scalp, and any slight 
inflammation is likely to cause the hair 
to fall. 

Some hair is so very dry that wash- 
ing makes it brittle. Such hair should 
be given an application of vaseline or 
an oll dressing of some kind the day 
before it Is washed. It will then be 
soft and silky. The vaseline should be 
rubbed on the scalp, getting as little on 
the hair as possible. 

In washing the hair use water quite 
warm, with a good, pure soap to make 
a lather. Tar or castile soap is the 
best. If the hair Is oily, a very Ittle 
ammonia or soda can be used. Wash 
carefully, rubbing the scalp well, then 
rinse in two waters. Roll the hair up 
in a towel for a few minutes to absorb 
the water, then let down and rub gen- 
tly—in the sunshine always, If possible, 
otherwise near a stove or radiator—till 
dry. When dry, comb out the snarls, 
a strand at a time, and brush until 
glossy. 

Soda and borax used in the water 
keep the hair light and fluffy, but also

were calculated to mislead the public. 

All he had seen of the work before } 
publication was a chapter on which the | 
excellent preparation of the navy for the 
war with Spain was described, and Mr, 
Roosevelt, the bureau chiefs and him- 
self were praised for ft. 

His approval of this had reference to 
the good words spoken for the burean 
chiefs. Ile not ouly neyer approved 
the parts reflecting upon Schley, but he 
did not know that they were in the work, 
or was he aware, till this controversy 
that the history was a text-book 
at the navalacademy. He hasalready 
notified Superintendent Wainwright 
that he does not consider the history in 
its present shape a proper text-book, and 
he has written to the Appletons, the 
publishers, saying that they would do 
well to have the censorious paragraphs 
revised. In other respects the history 
seems very well written. 

It is learned here from an officer of 
the government that the history 
accepted as a text-book at that institu- 
tion when only the first two volumes 
were out, and that the third, containing 
the obnoxious passages, followed us a 
matter of course. 

General Felix Angus, publisher of the 
Baltimore American, wired the follow- 
ing letter to President McKinley yester- 
day: 

*“Maclay’s History of the Navy is the 
standard in use at the naval academy. 
In the third volume, just issued, the his- 
torian charges Rear Admiral Schley 
with being a coward, a liar, a caitiff, an 
incompetent and insubordinate.

this morning, Maclay, the historian, who 
is a navy department clerk classed as 
a laborer and attached to the Brooklyn 
navy yard, says that proofs of this third 
volume, which should have told of the 
most glorious story in all oar naval an- 
nals, were submitted to Secretary Long 
and Admiral Sampson and approved 
by them in advance of publication; also 
that Long put him in his present posi- 
tion after he had read and approved 
this scurrilous attack upon Admiral 
Schley. These proofs were also sub- 
mitted to Adiniral Dewey, who refused 
to read them. 

“If aught were needed to convince you 
or any fair-minded man that a clique 
in the navy department has conspired to 
traduce the hero of Santiago, and that 
the controversy was carried into exe- 
cution while that brave and gallant ofti- 
cer was suffering expatriation on the 
fever-infected coasts of South America, 
this should furnish it. 

“Will you, Mr. President, in view of 
all this, sit quietly by and permit these 
conspirators to continue their diabolical 
work? Every justice-loving Ameri- 
can appeals to you to intervene in the 
name and for the sake of fair play. 

Next to being right all the time, which 
no man ever was, the best thing is to 
find out as soon us possible that you are 
wrong, and right yourself immediately.’

GRANT'S LOST ORDER. 


How a Valuable War Docu- 
ment Was Brought to Light. 


|PROPERTY OF A SOUTHERNER, 


Famous Historic Paper Tarns Up In 
the Pocket of a Texan Editor While 
Visiting the Buffalo Fair—How It 
Was Found In the Bottom of a Pit.

How We Get Sulphuric Acid. 
Until recently the greater part of the 


| sulphur used in this country was im- 


ported from Sicily. Now, through 
chemical processes, the sulphur con- 


tained in gold, silver and zine is liber- 
ated and burned to sulphur dioxide, 
from which almost all of our sulpburic 
atid is made. 


Scarcity of “white gold,” known in 
chemistry and commerce as platinum, 
is causing concern in the medical, elec- 


trical and photographie worlds. For 
five years the price has steadily soared 
toward the prohibitive mark. Today it 
is quoted at a higher price than ever 
since its discovery, and every prospect 
points to still higher prices. 

The alarm caused by this condition 
is worldwide. A few months ago the 
German reichstag considered a meas- 
ure prohibiting the use of the precious 
metal in photography. The advocates 
of the bill claimed that as platinum 
was absolutely essential in medicine 
and electrical work its use for purposes 
which were not necessary should be 
stopped. 

The bill was not passed, but its intro- 
duction called attention to a condition 
which is said by scientists to be rapid- 
ly becoming serious. 

Platinum is quoted at $36 an ounce, 
nearly twice as high as gold. Five 
years ago it brought about $5. Today 
the Siemens & Halske Electrical compa- 
ny is said to use one-fifth of the output 
of the world. Since the flooding of the 
platinum mines in the Transyaal, which 
occurred after the breaking out, of the 
Boer war, the world has had to rely on 
Siberia for its supply of the white met- 
al. This sujwly is not increasing, but 
the demand for the metal is. 

In the manufacture of crucibles for 
the compounding of certain chemicals 
essential in modern medicine platinum 
only can be used because it is the only

Features of a New Smokestack 
at Constable Hook, N. J. 


IT IS ONE YEAR IN HEIGHT. 


Will Take Smoke and Fumes of Cop- 
per Works So Far Above Staten Is- 
land and Vicinity That They Will 
Never Be Noticed—Trip Made Inside 
to the Top. 


“A foot for every day in the year.” 
That is what everybody on Staten Is- 
land says as he looks at the giant 
smokestack over on the other side of 
the Kill von Kull. This is a phrase that 
takes people's fancy and was given out 
by Colonel Robert M. Thompson, pres- 
ident of the Orford Copper company, 
the works of which spread over Con- 
stable Hook, N. J., and keep redhot 
furnaces going day and night and em- 
ploy hundreds of men who are pictur- 
esque in their grime and have given 
up all idea of ever being clean or look- 
ing cool. 

Colonel Thompson’s catchy descrip- 
tion of the mammoth chimney 1s liter- 
ally true. The object was to build one 
so high that the smoke and fumes 
would be lifted up above the houses 
and hills of Staten Island and no lon- 
ger be the proverbial nuisance which 
has uroused so much talk and so little 
action among Staten Islanders. This 
would have been accomplished by 300 
feet, they say, but they put on the-ex- 
tra 65 to round out the calendar num- 
ber and to make it one of the highest 
chimneys ever built. 

On the last day of the work, before 
the elevator inside, a plain platform 
bung on chains and rods, was removed 
at noon, a representative of The Staten 
Islander went up to the top to look 
round. Also on this trip was Mrs, Au- 
gustus Acker, wife of Judge Acker, 
and her two charming daughters. The 
gloomy ride up inside the dark walls 
of that 365 feet and the swift glide 
down, to say nothing of the dizzy 
height at the top from which Greater 
New York and the Jersey towns seem

ly enjoyed the unique and now impos- 
sible experience. 

The erection of such a heavy build- 
{ng on the marshy ground was a very 
dificult undertaking, and the founda- 
tion had to be constructed with the ut- 
most care. Work was begun on Nov. 
1 last year, when a hole was dug 45 
feet square and 15 feet deep, reaching 
several feet below the lowest level of 
tide water. Large pumps were con- 
stantly at work keeping the water out, 
and over the entire bottom of the ex- 
cavation were driven piles as close as 
possible and as deep as possible. About 
500 piles were used. The ends were 
@immed off about a foot above the 


bottom of the excavation, and concrete 
of the best quality was filled in up to 
the level of the ground. The brick- 
work was then started 30 feet square 


for a height of 30 feet, with a round 
tiole in the center 16 feet in diameter, 
leaving the wall at the narrowest part 
seven feet thick. . On top of this cube 
Is erected the chimney proper, built of 
special radial hollow brick under the 
patents of the Custodis Chimney Con- 
struction company. ‘This ‘column is 
round, with an outside diameter of 30 
feet at the bottom and 12 feet at the 
top. The inside diameter is 16 feet at 
the bottom and 10 feet at the top. All 
the furnaces of the Orford Copper com- 
pany are to be connected with this 
stack, and the smoke will never be no- 
ticeable at the surface. 

The company, which is the largest 
nickel producer in the world, is burn- 
ing on an average 300 tons of coke and 
coal a day, and the smoke made a fog 
over the Kill von Kull which In cold 
and damp weather made navigation 
difficult. It is partly with a view of 
obviating this trouble that the compa- 
ny has gone to the expense of erecting 
the stack, which cost over $50,000. 
The Custodis Chimney Construction 
company has been in the business in 
Europe for the last 20 to 25 years and 
has erected hundreds of stacks in dif- 
ferent countries. This is, however, the 
highest one it has ever built. 

It is said that this smokestack weighs 
about 22,000 tons. It will be fed by 
four great flues leading from the three 
great furnaces of the works. The flues 
are eight feet in diameter, and the 
Jongest carries the smoke 275 feet un- 
derground from the refining furnaces. 
Two flues, each 200 feet long, come 
from the cupolas, or blast furnaces, 
and the fourth conveys the smoke 
from the calcining furnace. 

There is such a wind at the top, even 
fn calm weather, that the draft is 
something tremendous, and the heav- 
iest smoke will not be able to resist it. 
Out it must come and up above all cre- 
ation, and it is the fervid hope of the 
jong suffering Staten Islanders that it 
will stay there and float off in lofty 
clouds and no more come down tv 
choke the throats and blind the eyes 
and wither the foliage of the house- 
holder. Lightning rods run up the out- 
side. 
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Cure For Diseases of Plants. 
M. Beauverie, a professor of agricul- 


ture, says, according to a Paris dis- | 
patch to the New York Sun, that he 


has made an important discovery in 


connection with curing diseases of | 
plants. He was experimenting to find | 


a cure for Botrytis cinerea, a rust com- 
monly affecting hothouse plants, and 
tried treating the soil with a liquid in 
which he had cultivated  botrytis. 
Plants grewn in this soil proved im- 
mune from Botrytis cinerea. He hopes 
to tind that other parasitical diseases 
can be similarly cured.

he “new stars” of history have not 
been numerous, only 20 having been 
noted since 134 B. C., the date of the 
first anthentic record. Yet 13 were ob 
served in the nineteenth century and 
six in the last decade, five of the latter 
being found on Harvard photographs. 
Of the total 13 were bright enough toe 
be seen by the naked eye. 

The number has shown a very rapid 
increase with progress in star survey- 
ing, and, as the largest telescopes show 
some 10,000 times as many stars as the 
unaided vision, it may be assumed that 
compiete and constant observation of 
the entire heavens to the limits of tele- 
scopic range will make the flashing 
up of some distant sun an almost dally 
occurrence. 

The Atlases of the’ Moon, 

Professor Prinz of the Royal observa- 
tory of Belgium is an expert in lunar 
photography. In a recent article he 
speaks of the different photographic 
atlases of the moon as follows: “The 
atlas published by the Paris observa- 
tory is the most beautiful. That pub- 
lished by the observatory of Prague, 
by enlarging photographs taken at the 
Lick observatory, is the most accurate. 
That published by the Lick observa- 
tory is the richest of all. The edition 
of the Paris charts prepared by the 
Astronomical society of Belgium is the 
most practical for general use. That 
published by the Yerkes observatory 
shows the most detail.” 

The Zodiacal Light. 

A. E. Douglass of the Lowell observ- 
atory at Flagstaff, A. T., has been for- 
tuuate enough to obtain some success- 
ful photographs of the zodiacal light. 
The lens employed was made especially 
for this purpose. The aperture is 0.9 
inch, focus 1.8 inches. Many attempts 
were made, and it was found that 
when the light was at its best an expo- 
sure of eight minutes would suffice, but 
that when it was not so clear it requir- 
ed 20 minutes. Glycin and hydroqul- 
none were used with success in devel- 
oping. 

A Mammoth Meteorite, 

A meteorite which fell at Porto Ale- 
gre, Brazil, is reported to measure 56 
feet on the base and 85 feet in height, 
most astonishing dimensions. 


Where Emery Comes From, 

Not the least important of the several 
imported minerals at present largely 
used in this country Is emery. It comea 
from the island of Naxos, in the east- 
ern Mediterranean, and many tons of 
the material are used in the United 
States annually. Emery is one of the 
hardest substances known, and {ft is 
found in massive layers or beds, which 
have to be blasted before the miners 
can work at it. 


Submarine Photography. 

M. Louis Boutan has published a vol- 
ume upon submarine photography. The 
details of the processes are given, and 
it appears that it is now perfectly pos- 
sible to secure good negatives at a 
depth of 150 feet. The same arrange- 
ments will serve, no doubt, for much 
greater depths. Scientific men will use 
these processes for many researches on 
the life of submarine animals that are 
now impossible. 


What Sir Harry Johnston thought to 
be probably a new zebra living in the 
Kongo forests has proved to be a new 
mammal indeed, but neither the Equus 
johnstoni, which it was provisionally 
named, nor a horse of any kid or sort. 
It is an absolutely new type of exist- 
ing animal so far as can be judged 
from the skin and two skulls which a 
Swedish officer, Mr. K. Erikssen, com- 
mandant of the Kongo State fort of 
Mbeni, has sent to the administrator 
of British Central Africa. It is now 
certain that an absolutely unknown 
creature of large size, and probably the 
only representative of a prehistoric 
race of mammals, survives in some 
numbers in what is now a part of the 
British empire. The new mammal is 
a living representative of a lost form. 

The London Times gives a detailed 
account of the extraordinary coloring 
of this prehistoric beast. It is as large 
as a wild horse, cloven footed and a 
ruminant. The head is large, the muz- 
zle tapering, the cheeks white and the 
muzzle brown. This suggests the color- 
ing of one of the larger African ante- 
lopes. But the whole forehead is scar- 
let red, which narrows into a thin black 
line down to the nostrils. Proceeding 
with this reconstruction, we have a 
brown beast with ass’ ears, a scarlet 
forehead and white cheeks. There re- 
main the hind quarters, the most con- 
spicuous part in most quadrupeds, 
and the legs. The hind quarters and 
the hind legs down to the hocks are 
striped with purplish black, white and 
pale orange. The proportions are some- 


| thing like those of a horse and the 
| outline that of a tapir. It is believed 


to live upon leaves. 
The Crested Hoatzin. 

A little creature found in South Amer- 
ica by a party of naturalists is a relic 
of bygone ages. It is known as the 
crested hoatzin, and the adult bird fs 
about as big as a peacock. The young 
birds, when hatched, have four legs, 
the front pair being reptilian in char- 
acter, and have strong claws. This 
makes the creature look like a bird, 
beast and snake all in one. As the 
birds grow older the claws fall off, the 
legs become fattened, feathers grow on 
them, and they develop into wings.

Thus it Is 
often witb us in our spiritual lives. At 
one time we are strong in the line of 
duty—strong against temptation, strong 
in the face of obstacles; at another we 
are almost at the point of helplessness. 

We are overcome, we are disgraced, 

we are humiliated. 

The explanation of this apparent par- 
adox is evident in the case of Samson. 
Samson was strong when he was filled 
with the Spirit of the Lord, but weak 
when he trusted in himself. Up toa 
certain point in his career the sacred 
historian prefaces every great deed of | 
Samson with the words, “The Spirit of 
the Lord came upon him.” Then this 
preface iswliscontinued. Samson seems 
to act in his own strength, and it is not 
long until his weakness and Somat 
follow. When he was weak, he was 
strong. When realizing his own =| 


ness, he put his strength in the Lord 
and he was strong, invincible. But | 
when he ceased to recognize his need | 
of divine strength and trusted in bim-| 
self he was weak and was easily over- | 
come. This is a type of our spiritual 
history. We are strong when we trust] 
in God and weak when we trust in our- } 
selves. | 
Another element that contributed to 
Samson's weakness was evil associa- | 
tion. He married among the Philis- 
tines, Delilah, a Philistine 
woman, as his wife. It was through 
her at last that he was tempted and 
led to ruin. Evil associates have weak- 
ened many a strong man. They have 
been able to stand against themselves, ' 
but not to withstand the evil influences 
of their Too much care, 
cannot be exercised in choosing inti- | 
mate friends “Evil com munications | 
corrupt good manners,” and also good ; 
and if we would not be corrupted 
we must avoid the evil associations. 
Broken vows also contributed to Sam- 
downfall. The man who was 
strong while be kept his religious vows- 
became weak when he broke them. 
His strength departed with the break- 
ing of his Nazarite vow. This should 
be a warning to Christian Endeavor- 
ers. We have taken the pledge. We 
have vowed a vow. The keeping of it 
will strengthen us in all the phases 
of our religious lives. Failure to keep 
it will weaken us. Broken vows mean 
the loss of spiritual power. We may 
be unconscious of the spirit’s depar-

Results In a Row With a Fa- 
tal Termination 


CHALLENGE TO WRESTLE 


Declined by Thomas Healey, and the 
it Is Said, Struck a 
Blow Which Caused Death—Charge 
of Manslaughter Is Preferred

July 22.—lred Burrill, 
a laborer, is under ar- 
rest on the charge of manslaughter, in 
eausing the death of Thomas Healey, 
aged 26, also a laborer, at West Lynn 
yesterday afternoon, during a quarrel, 
both men being under the influence of 
liquor. 

Burrill and Healey, together with 
Williain Healey and Charles Neal, went 
to Hill's Field, West Lynn, to spend the 
afternoon, taking with them a quart of 
whisky, which they drank between 
them. They finally argued over their 
strength. Burrill wanted to wrestle 
with Thomas Healey, but the latter was 
so much under the influence of liquor 
that he would have vothing to do with 
Burrill. 

This angered the latter, who is said to 
have struck Healey in the face, knock- 
ing himdown. He then, it is claimed, 
Struck Healey again, after he was 
dowu. William Healey grabbed Bur- 
rill by the throut and chocked him until 
he promised to let Thomas alone, 
Thomas lay motionless on the ground, 
and Burrill, the others say, wanted to 
dump him over a wall. This” they 
would not allow him to do, and then he 
tried to borrow a wheelbarrow to wheel 
lim from the field, but could not obtain 
one, Then he left the others aud went 
home. 

The two other men became alarmed 
at Thomas Healey's condition, and, af 
ter trying to remove him, they went 
for Dr. Frazier, bat, when the latter 
had reached the field he announced 
that Healey bad been dead fully 10 
minttes 

The police were notified, and the body 
was brought to a local undertaker’s. 


The police went to Burrill’s house, 
where be was found in bed, and arrested 
him. 


He refused to say anything about the 
affair, claiming that he does not re- 
inember bavinzg any trouble with 
Healey. He does remember going to 
West Lynn with the three men, and that 
they hada quart of whisky with thet., 
but further than that he clainis to have 
bo recollection 

Medieal Examiners Pinkham = and 
Newhall made au autopsy upon Healey’s 
body, reaching the conclusion that death 
was due to concussion of the brain, 
caused by a blow over the left eye. 
A bad bruise was found over the left 
eye and there was a large clot of blood 
on the brain.

MURDER AT BOSTON 


White Woman Shot Down by Mulatto 
at Door of Her Apartments 

Boston, July 22.—At the threshold of 
her own apartment, in the Hotel Rex- 
ford, Mrs. Alice R. Crowell was last 
night shot and killed by Benjamin H. 
Brown, who gave himself up and con- 
fessed the crime. 

Mrs. Crowell was the wife of a mem- 
ber of the fire department, but Brewn 
claims that he was on terms of in- 
timacy with her, and that he killed her 
on account of a quarrel. So great was 
the man's rage that he fired six shots, 
nore than once pressing the revolver 
against her neck, as he sent bullet after 
bullet into her head. 

So far as known the shooting was wit- 


nessed by only one person, J. J. O’Con- 
nor, who carried a pote froin Brown to 
Mrs. Crowell. 

Brown was employed at the Hotel 
Bellevue as a waiter. Before that he 
had worked at the Thorndike, and it 


was at the latter place that he became 
acquainted with the woman. Mrs, 
Crowell was twice married, and upon 
her first husband's death she obtained 
employment in the e¢heek room of the 
Thorndike. 

She and Brown, who is a light colored 
mulatto, were frequently together, but 
hot often enough to excite comment. 
One and a half years ago she married 
Hiram H. Crowell, and they engaged 
roows at the Rexford. It is supposed 
that Brown never lost sight of the 
woman he had known so well at the 
Thorndike. .Prown had the afternoon 
off yesterday, and he engaged a livery 
team and took Mrs. Crowell out riding, 
returning about $ o'clock. He took the 
team to the stable, and Mrs. Crowell 
went to her spartments. Coming back 
to the Rexford, Brown wrote a note and 
sent it up to Mrs. Crowell’s room by 
O'Connor, following the latter himself 
to the door. Mrs. Crowell came fron 
her room, read the note which was 
handed to her by O'Connor, then tore 
it into pieces. Before a word was 
spoken, brown drew a revolver from 
his pocket and fired shot after shot into 
the woman's lead, death being almost 
instantaneous.

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Stationary Firemen’s Strike 
Will Soon Be Ended 


THE UNITED MINE WORKERS 


Showed Themselves to Be Against 


Continuance of Strike, Which Could 


Not Succeed Unless It Had Their 


Unqualified Endorsement 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., July 22.—A meeting 
of the executive officers of the United 
Miners of the three anthracite districts 
and the chief executive officers of the 
Stationary Firemen’s association was 
held in this city yesterday for the pur- 
pose of discussing the situation. 

The United Mine Workers have all 
along been lukewarm in their support 
of the strike and the firemen insisted 
that they define their position, once for 
ali, as it was impossible to carry on the 
strike if the United Mine Workers op- 
posed it. 

With that object in view, the executive 
otlicers of the United Mine Workers 
agreed to meet the strikers at Wilkes- 
barre. It was plain from the dis- 
cussion that the United Mine Workers 
were overwhelmingly against the con- 

The firemen 
submitted the 


tinvance of the strike. 
realized this and they 
following questious to the United Mine 
Workers: 

Will you withdraw all men 
organization from our positions if the 
strike is declared off ? 

Second—Will you use your influence 
to have all engineers and others re- 
instated to their former positions if the 


of your 


strike is declared off? 

Third—Will you allow us to meet 
the United Mine Workers in joint con- 
ference, and to present grievances at 
the same time? 

To the first two questions an affirma- 
tive reply was given. ‘To the third this 
reply was tnude: “Yes, if you join the 
United Mine Workers.” 

A resolution was then adopted call- 
ing on the grievance committee of the 
Firemen’s association to call on each 
coal company today and ascertain if the 
men who went out on strike last Tues- 
day will be given back their positions. 
These committees are to make a report 
to the same joint committee which met 
here yesterday, and, if the replies from 
the companies are favorable, then the 
strike will be officially declared off to- 
night.

But Did Not Give Maclay Any 
Facts About Campaign 


STANDS BY FIRST REPORTS 


And Thinks Perhaps the Historian 
Took His Facets From Them—Schley 
Made ‘Misstatement of Facts” If 
Correctly Quoted In an Interview 


Boston, July 23.—Rear Admiral Samp- 
son, in an interview yesterday, stated 
that he had read the proofs of Maclay’s 
Naval History, which has been excluded 
from the United States naval academy 
by order of Secretary Long, because of 
matters considered objectionable, but 
that he did not remember what was 
said about te battle of Santiago or 
Rear Admiral Schley, wnich comprise 
the subject on account of which the 
book has been ruled out of the Annapolis 
curriculum. 

“Since this talk in the newspapers,” 
said Adiwniral Sampson, “I called the at- 
tentionwof my aide, Lieutenant Bennett, 
to the matger, and he says he read the 
proofs, but that I could not criticize 
them because the language was too im- 
moderate. It was a long time ago that 
I read these proofs. I presume they 
contained the same statements that are 
bow embodied in the history. 

“I have read the history written by 
Mr. Maclay,” he continued, “and con- 
sider the account of my campaigns a 
very good one. About the rest of it I 
cannot judge accurately, perhaps, hav- 
ing no intimate knowledge of the events 
described.” 

In response to an inquiry whether or 
not be had ever given Maclay any facts 
about his campaign, and = especially 
about the battle of Santiago, Admiral 
Sampson replied niost emphatically that 
be never had. “1 never told him aby- 
thing about the Santiago fight or any 
other, und neither did my aide, Mr. Ben- 
nett. Iu one way, possibly, | was re- 
sponsible for the statements made in 
the history. 1 was commander-in-chief

Hog Disease Which Is Communicable 
to Human Belaogs 

Leominster, Mass., July 23.—Several 
months ago, Joseph Turner, who runs 
a large piggery here, had 60 hogs die 
from what at the time was thought to 
have been due to a deadly acid, arising 
from orange peel boiled in the offal. 
Last Saturday he had another hog die, 
and reported the matter to the local in- 
spector of meats and provisions, Dr. W. 
HW. Dodge. The latter notified the state 
cattle commissioners, and by their re- 
quest sent to them the liver, spleen and 
kidneys for examination and dissection, 
#8 previously requested by the board.

Constitution Takes Coveted 
Prize From Columbia 


WAS THE LAST TO START 


But Speedily Overhauled and Passed 
Her Rival In Fine 
Over Twenty-One-Mile 
Greatly Improved In Her Rig 


Sailing Breeze 


Course— 


New York, July 23.—The cruise of the 
New York Yacht Siiaaen brilliantly 
yesterday, with the race for three val- 
uable cups presented by Commodore 
Ledyard. ‘The whole fleet was eligible 
to compete, and was divided into three 
schooners, single-masted ves- 
sels and yawls, in cruising trim, and the 
two cup defenders, Constitution and 
Coluiobia, in racing trim. 

Naturally, the principal interest was 
focused on these two splendid racers, 
which entered the race in thoroughly 
fit condition. Both had been hauled 
out and polished and burnished until 
their underbodies fuirly gleamed. 
Many defects in the rig of the Constitu- 
tion had been remedied. She sported a 
longer bowsprit, her sails had been at- 
tended to and fitted her better than when 
she last appeared in public. 

Her performance was very creditable. 
Starting in a nice sailing breeze, which, 
however, at no time exceeded a seven- 
knot strength, she beat her rival, the 
Columbia, smartly handled and sailed 
with rare skill and judginent, four min-

The extension of the bowsprit of the 
Constitution will necessitate a re- 
measurement of the yacht for time al 
lowance lioughly estimated, the Con 
stitution should allow the Columbia 51 
secolds over a 21-mile course, so, on 
corrected time, Constitution is a winner 
by 3 minutes and 27 secouds, not a very 
large margin, but quite a victory when 
the sterling ability of her rival is taken 
into consideration. In the run before 
the wind, the Columbia was favored 
with a freshening breeze which she 
bore along-with her and which helped 
her to muterially lessen the gap, once 
nearly 2 mile wide, which separated her 
from her antagonist. Had it not been 
for this the victory of the Constitution 
would have been far more decisive and 
more convincing.

Several Other Witnesses Testify For 
the Prosecution 


Pittsfield, Mass., July 23.—Many fea- 
tures appeared when the trial of Rob- 
ert S. Fosburg reopened yesterday to 
make the session the most interesting 
yet held. The big audience listened 
eagerly, particularly when, just before 
the recess, James B, A, Fosburg, young- 
er brother of the defendant, took tbe 
stand. 

He is a Yale student, tall, handsome 
and has a perfectly frank countenance. 
His story of the terrible pight scene in 
the Fosburg house as he knew it in his 
isolated room on the lower floor, was in- 
tensely dramatic. 

When the court opened City Engineer 
Fobes, who was on the stand at the con- 
clusion of Triday'’s testimony, was 
called, his cross-examination being con- 
tinued by Counsel Joyner. Nothing ma- 
terial was brought out by bis few min- 
utes’ examination expect that he had 
put an additional line on one of the 
plans two or three weeks prior to the 
trial. 

Mr. Crosby called up the next witness, 
Nelson Hall. He testitied to being in 
the vicinity of the Fosburg house the 
night of the killlug of May Fosburg. 
He was with Ed Hayes. It was about 
4 o'clock in the morning, and he did not 
see anyone around the house with a 
luntern; it was then daylight. He 
walked up the road about 50 yards from 
the house, where he found a pair of 
black striped stockings. In a_ reply 
to a question from Mr. Crosby, witness 
said he also found tracks of bare feet. 
They went as far as the Benedict road. 
At this point a pair of black striped 
stockings were offered In evidence, and 
they were identified by Hall as the ones 
he found. 

Ed Hayes was the next wituess. He 
corroborated the testimony of the pre- 
vious witness as to the tinding of the 
stockings and the tracks of bay@ feet, 

Found Pants and Pillow Case 

William H. Dunn of the central fire 
station, who was the next witness to 
t2ue the stand, said he responded to the 
fire call sent out by the police in con- 
nection with the murder. Later he 
went to the Fosburg house a second 
time, and found a pair of pants and a 
pillow cause, on the Benedict road, 
four or five rods down on the left hand 
side of the road going south from Dal 
ton. 

S. S. Wheeler, a photoghapher, was 
called. He showed photographs of the 
piazza posts of the Fosburg house, 
smirched with the imprint of grimy 
hands. 

Here Mr. Crosby started to show the 
witness a bundle of photographs for the 
purpose of identification. Mr, Joyner 
objected to the photographs being of- 
fered as evidence, as he said he did not 
know whether or not the conditions of 
the rooms at the time the pictures were 
taken were the same as they were at 
the time of the killing. 

Judge Stevens asked Mr. Crosby if 
he knew whether the conditions of the 
rooms were the same at the time the 
pictures were taken as they were in 
August. He said they were. Finally 
the judge said he would admit them, 
and Mr. Joyner took exceptions to the 
ruling. The exception was noted. 

Witness identified the pictures as the 
ones he had taken. 

Doctor Was Too Late 

Dr. Walker W. Schofield was the next 
witness. He said that the first he 
knew of a crime being committed was 
when he got a telephone message. It 
was about 1:30 a. m. 

Asked what he did on tbe strength 
of the telephone message, witness said 
he drove to the Fosburg house, reaching 
there in the uelghborhood of 2 o'clock. 
When he got there a2 man unknown to 
him said: ‘Doctor, you are too late, 
the girlisdead." He entered the house, 
and in the room occupied by May and 
Seatrice lis attention was called to 
the body of a woman lying on the fioor. 
There was a sheet over her head, which 
he put back. The body was lying diag- 
onally across the room, two or three 
feet from the door. The young woman's 
night dress was covered with blood. He 
noticed no other marks. He said the 
woman was dead and he made no fur- 
ther examination. There were two 
ladies in the room when he entered. 
They were lying on the bed. He after- 
wards learned that they were Mre Fos- 
burg and Beatrice. Mr. Fosburg, Sr., 
was also there, and two police officers 
were in the room, 

The elder Mr. Fosburg said burglars 
had visited the house and killed his 
daughter. Dr. Schofield also said he 
saw Robert Stewart. the defendant, in 
the room. Mr. Fosburg, Sr., told him 
that he was lying on the left side of the 
bed when he was awakened by seeing 
a masked burglar standing over him 
with a revolver and a lantern in either 
haad. He jumped out of bed and 
grappled with the intruder. He 
knocked the revolver from the man’s 
band, and as be did so he was struck 


ftdin bebind by diottiet man. He told 
Witheds that when he revived he found 
his daughter May and son Robert lying 
oti the floor: May wis dead, Robert 
was uconsclous. 

Young Robert’s Story 

Accordiug to witness, Robert L. Fos- 
burg was at that time fully dressed, 
even to necktie. The defendant was 
dressed, but witness thought he did not 
haveonacollar. Dr. Schofield said that 
Robert Stewart Fosburg told him that 
when he heard the trouble, he rushed 
through his sister’s room, and as he 
did so May fell back into his arms. He 
told of hearing one pistol shot. He 
said he had been struck by one of the 
burglars. 

Dr. Schofield found evidence of his 
being struck on the back of the neck 
and left side of the back of the head. 
Dr. Schofield said the younger Robert 
Fosburg told him of the eseape of the 
burglars, and his trying to follow one 
of them. ‘The elder Fosburg said a re- 
volver had been found. Witness then 
described the bureau, and said it had 
appearances of baving been disturbed. 
Nothing was said to him about the pil- 
low cases. 

Officer Chapman Testifies 

Officer Chapman of the local police 
force was next called. He learned of 
the crime about 1:50 a. m., and five min- 
utes later he was at the house. When 
he entered the house he saw both Fos- 
burgs, senior and junior. Mr, Fosburg 
said: ‘Myself and son have been as- 
saulted and my daughter shot.” 

When Otlcer Chapman went into the 
house Fosburg senior was in his shirt 
sleeves, had 6n his trousers, vest, shoes, 
collar and necktie. 

How was the defendant dressed? 
asked Mr. Crosby. Witness replied 
that he was in his shirt sleeves and had 
on a collar and necktie. He also saw 
defendant's brother, James. He was 
in his shirtsleeves without a vest, had 
on his pants, but his suspenders were 
hanging by his side. He had nothing 
on his feet. He saw the three Fos- 
burgs in the parlor on the lower floor. 
The room was lighted. Witness saw no 
evidence of burglary. 

Washed Torn Clothes 

After Police Officer Lewis Bastion had 
testified regarding the time the police 
were notitied of the shooting (1:50 a. m.,, 
Aug. 20), Mrs. Mary Nash, who did the } 
washing at the Fosburg house, was 
called to the stand. She told of visit- 
Ing the house on the Thursday after 
the shooting to get things to take home 
to wash. She noticed that one of the 
pillow cases was almost torn intwo. A 
lady’s night dress was torn down the 
front from top to bottom. Witness did 
not know the owner of the pillow case 
or the night dress. 

State Detective MeKay told of his 
first visit to the Fosburg house, Aug. 21. 
The detective related the story of the 
shooting as told him by the defendant, 
it differing in no detail from that re- 
lated by State Detective Whitney. Offi- 
cer McKay said that James Fosburg 


j iuformed him that he did not get up- 


stairs until it was all over. 

The first reference to the wire gang 
was made by Mr. Joyner, counsel for 
the defense, in cross-examination of 
Officer McKay. ‘he witness was asked 
if he saw a portion of the register of a 
hotel in Great Barrington cut out and 
taken away by another officer. The 
witness replied in the affirmative, None 
of the names was Patterson, Bly or 
Quinn. Witness said he never saw any 
of the persons named, who were under- 
stood to be members of the so-called 
wire gang. 

James Fosburg Called 

At the cosclusion of this testimony, 
District Attorney Hammond called 
James Fosburg. It really was a cross- 
examination, for Mr. Hammond held 
in his hand a report of the testimony 
given by the witness before the coroner's 
jury, and the attorney questioned the 
boy sharply concerning the points of 
this evidence. 

Witness began his testimony by say- 
ing be was 22 years of age. Heslept 
on the first floor in the room under Miss 
Sheldon. With the exception of him- 
self, his sister May and Miss Sheldon, 
the household retired at 10:30 on the 
night of the shooting. Witness and the 
two girls retired about 11:30. He was 
awakened later by a noise similar to 
one he had heard two nights previously. 
it was a terrible shriek, coming, ap- 
parently, from his father’s room. Wit- 
ness got out of bed, turned on the elec- 
trie light in his room and then rushed 
up the front stairs, turning on the va- 
rious lights as he ran. He heard sey- 
eral exclamations from above, and was 
met at the head of the stairs by his sis- 
ter-in-law, who screamed: “Your fa- 
ther’s gone crazy!’ She was in her 
night dress. He brushed her aside and 
went on to his sister May’s room. She 
was lying on the floor. The electric 
lights had been lighted. 

Mr. Hammond asked witness if be no- 
ticed any other persons in the room. 
“There was only one thing that madean 
impression on me. That was the fact 
of my sister's body lying on the floor,” 
replied the young man. Young Fos- 
burg, continuing, said: “I rushed to her 
side and straightened her out. Her 
legs were doubled up under her. Al- 
most immediately I was at her head. 
My mother came in, followed by my 
father. They dropped down beside her. 
Something had to be done, I saw, so 
I said, ‘Get towels and ammonia.’ I 
did not wait to see if this was done, but 
got ready to start foradoctor. I saw 
my brother Robert come into the room 
behind my father. He was staggering, 
and when in the middle of the room he 
collapsed and fell to the floor, his head 
resting near tny sister's, but his body in 
an opposite direction.” 

Did Not Know What Had Happened 

Witness then described his trip fora 
doctor. At that time, he did not know 
his sister had been shot or how she had 
been hurt. He knew she was uncon- 
scious. Said the district attorney: 
“You called a doctor, not knowing what 
the matter was or that there was a 
claim that other persons had been in 
the house?” 


“Yes,” replied the witless, “I did not 
know what kad happened until I re 
turned.” 

Young Fosturg was asked by the 
court if he went to Dr. Robert's office by 
way of Dalton avenue or Dalton road. 
Witness replied that he went by way of 
the avenue, although he had understood 
that a pair of shoes had been found 
fn Daltonroad. He had heard uo shots 
in the house that night, and, therefore, 
could not say how many shots had been 
fired. At this point recess was taken 
until 2:15 o’clock. 

Refutes Whitney’s Testimony 


When the court resumed its session, 
after recess, James Fosburg again took 
the stand. He said that at the in- 
quest he had stated he got the key to 
the office of the electrical works, from 
whence he called a physician, from one 
of the ladies. Witness said he did not 
get in the cellar, and he did not break 
the slats on the screen. Te did not so 
testify at the inquest, nor did Le say 
so to Mr. Whitney, as the latter testified. 
He did say to him that he had brushed 
the mortar from one of the cellar win- 
dows at the rear of the house. As far 
as he knew he was the first person who 
discovered the bullet holes in the bu- 
reau. 

Witness was questioned as to the ex- 
citing events which terminated In the 
death of his sister. He was awakeued 
by “terrible shrieks and heavy falls 
coming from the direction of his father’s 
room.” He then repented the story as 
given in his direct testimony. 

Mr. Fosburg was cross-examined at 
great length by Mr. Joyner. He stated 
that at the time of the tragedy he had 
been home about six weeks from Yale. 
His brother and wife were staying ata 
house near by, but came to their par- 
ents’ home afterwards. All ate at one 
table, and Miss Sheldon cauic to the 
house about the first of August, asa 
visitor. Mrs. Fosburg, witness’ mother, 
returned on the day preceding the 
tragedy, having been on a long visit to 
her father’s in Missouri. 

After repeating his previous story as 
to the calling of a doctor, he was ques- 
tioned as to the darkness of the night. 
He declared that when he went to the 
oftice to get the telephone book it was 
too dark to see the names in It. While 
| witness had been at the house of Mr. 
Poste just previous to this thne, 

he had heard his father calling from the 
window of his home: “Police, Murder, 
Help.” When he zot back to the house 
his mother was just getting up from the 
side of his sister, and she exclaimed: 
“She's gone.” 

The face of the witness, at this point, 
seemed to grow purple with restrained 
feeling, and there was a pause of some 
moments, While ae stood with bowed 
head until he gained Lis composure. 


Revolver Under the Bed 


“I remember thut my father got a 
sheet and put it over sister May,” he 
said. “Father and mother were at her 
side, and I told theo they better get 
dressed. I helped father dress in his 
room, As I was getting his shoes from 
under the bed Il sawa large revolver 
there. I got it and gave it to some one, 
but I do not know who. Beatrice came 
into the room and picked up an old 
brown derby hat, that lad been smashed 
in. It did not belong to my family and 
I never saw it befgre.” 

The shoe found by the officers on the 
stairway of the house was handed to 
witness, who sald that it did not be- 
long to his brother, and was too large 
for him. He stated that he saw foot- 
prints outside the house at daylight the 
next morning. 

Matches, the witness said, were found 
about the house, some in the kitchen 
bedroom, the attic and the carriage 
room. ‘They were sulphur matches ia 
ecards, while nothing but parlor matches 
were used by the family. The electric 
light in the cellar had been shut off in 
the switch under the first floor. This 
switch was never used by the family, 
the lights being lighted from a button 
in the kitchen. 

Witness further testified as to the 
wounds on his father, brother and 
mother, and said the he took his father 
and mother down to his own room, 
where he put hot compresses on their 
injuries. At this time counsel said to 
him: “Mr. Chapman said he saw sus- 
penders hanging down, is that so?” 

The young man replied: “I haven't 
had a pair of suspenders on for five 
years.” 

**‘A Matter of Seconds” 

On re-direct examination he was asked 
by Mr. Hammond how long it was from 
the time he heard the first scream until 
he saw his sister’s body on the floor, 
and he replied: “I don't know. It 
was a matter of seconds.” 

Mr. Joyner asked: ‘Did you not stop 
to ask how your sister was wounded?” 

“No, because she was hurt, and we 
had to get some one. I did not stop. I 
just knew she was hurt, and I had to 
get some one there.” 

This closed Mr. Fosburg's examina- 
tion, and as he left the stand he smiled 
plessuntly at Lis brother, remarking: 
“That's through with.” 

Fred W. Lund, who was employed by 
Fosburg & Son as bookkeeper and pay- 
master, was called to identify a piece of 
paper with the names of employes 
written upon it. He could not do so, 
and James Fosburg was recalled. He 
stated that he himself had written the 
Bames on the paper about September, 
1900, bécause he was asked to give the 
names of some persons who had been 
im his father’s employ at Adams and 
who had been discharged. 

Captain William G. White of the Pitts- 
field police was the last witness of the 
day. He testified that he arrived at 
the Fosburg house at 2 o’cleck with 
Officer Flynn. It was very dark then. 
He met the defendant at the top of the 
front stairs, and was by him in- 
troduced to Robert L. Fosburg, the fa- 
ther. The latter declared to him that 
there had been burglars in the house, 
and that they had shot his daughter. 
Witness then related the story of the af- 
fair as described| by Mr. Fosburg, the 
facts coinciding 7 those given by Dr. 
Schofield.

Nicholson Saw a Diamond 
Sunburst In Bedroom 


a Recital of Occur- 
rences on the Terrible Night 


Defense Gives

yesterday afternoon, in the trial of Rob- 
ert S. Fosburg for the alleged killing of 
his sister May. The conclusion was as 
sudden as it was unexpected, it being 
known that there were witnesses held in 
reserve, a uutuber having been sum- 
tioned by the prosecution only Monday, 

At the couclusion of the government's 
ease. the counsel for the defense sug- 
gested to the court that the case be dis- 
iuissed) for lack of proper evidence. 
Judsze Stevens, however, decided that he 
Was bot ready to entertain such a mo- 
tion. 

At the very opeving of the session 
yesterday Judge Stevens ordered the 
expulsion and exclusion of several rep- 
resentatives from three New York pa- 
pers for the balance of the trial, be- 
enuse of au artiele which had been pub- 
lished relative to an alleged episode at 
the grave of the wictim of the tragedy. 
This episode, it was said, oceurred on 
Sunday last, and the publication of the 
alleged fact the court described as “the 
grossest attack on the administration of 
justice. “Ll can think of ne publication 
more likely to affect the minds of the 
jurors,” he said. and, in response to his 
order to the sheriff, the several repre- 
sentatives who were present left the 
room, and will not be permitted to en- 
ter during the balance of the trial. 

The chief witness for the government 
yesterday was John Nicholson, head of 
the police department of Pittsfield. He 
was an interesting figure, and his clear, 
distinct and emphatie replies to ques- 
tions were a feature of the session. He 
wore a black suit, without vest, and a 
belt, and he was continually twirling 
the ends of his moustache. 

Officer Flynn, who searched the Fos- 
burg premises on the morning follow- 
ing the tragedy, and who found the 
single shoe which has figured as a por- 
tion of the government's chain of evi- 
dence, was also a witness. Captain 
White of the local police was the first 
witness of the day, and his cross-ex- 
amination was resumed by Mr. Joyner. 
Ilis testimony was notable for his re- 
markable lack of memory, and the 
many things which he did not know con- 
cerning the case. These facts were 
made much of by the defendant’s coun- 
sel. Officer Flynn proved to be a wit- 
ness more coniident that he was not 
mistaken. ‘There were a number of 
minor witnesses. 

Nicholson’s Testimony 

In giving his evidence the chief of po- 
lice said that he reached the house be- 
tween 5 and G o'clock. He caused the 
first alarm to be given when he first 
heard of the crime, about 3 o'clock. On 
his arrival at the house his attention 
was called to the tracks and footprints 
under the balcony. The footprints were 
close to the house. His attention was 
called to another mark farther north. 
It was not distinct and not a footprint. 
It looked like the print of the sole of 2 
shoe. It was about four feet from the 
footprints. The piazza pole had sey- 
eral finger marks and one hand mark 
upon if. The latter was very distinct, 
containing the impression of the wrist, 
thumb and fingers of a hand. He ex- 
amined the railing of the balcony, which 
was painted white. When he made the 
examination of the balcony defendant 
called his attention to it. 

“I noticed the dew had been wiped 
off the railing,” said Mr. Nicholson. 
The chief said he also found a mark in 
the gutter, evidently made by a hand. 
He next examined the back hall, look- 
ing for one of the two shots that were 
thought to have been fired. The wit- 
ness told the story of the defendant to 
the effect that he thought that there was 
a fire, and was going to Miss Sheldon’s 
room for water when bis sister fell into 
his arms. Robert told him he saw a 
man standing near before his sister fell 
in his arms. He eaught him by the 
neck and forced him on his knees. A 
second man struck him and escaped by 
the back stairway. He lost his hold on 
the first man, who also escaped. Noth- 
ing was said at that time about the 
shooting in his sister’s room. The de- 
fendant told witness that two shots 
were fired. Mr. Nicholson founda hole 
in the back hallway, which defendant 
gaid might be the place the second shot 


struck. ‘he witness took out nis knife 
but could find no lead in the hole. 
Jewelry In Sight 

Chief Nicholson saw a diamond sun- 
durst, a stick pin and « wateh chain in 
the kitchen bed room. The defendant 
spoke about his revolver which had 
been in the top drawer of the bureau, 
under his shirts. In the kitchen bed 
room closet, on the back of the door 
were some hooks on which the defend- 
ant said his trousers were hanging that 
tight. 

On his first visit, Mr. Nicholson stayed 
about halfanhour. The second time he 
reached the house about 11 o'clock the 
same morning. At that time he hada 
conversation with the father. James 
handed him a bullet and a photograph. 
Both were exhibited to the court and 
jury. James said he found the bullet 
in the comb tray. The defendant was 
present at the time. 

Finding of Matches 

On his second visit the witness made 
a biore careful investigation of the back 
stairs. This time he picked up some 
matches ou the stairs from the attic to 
the kitchen bed ruom. ‘The witness also 
found one or two in the attic on the floor 
and three or four more in the kitchen 
bed room. The matches were shown to 
the jury. They were picked up per- 
sonally hy the chief. Later, he found 
burned matches on the tloor of the front 
parlor. ‘They were also exhibited. 
Three or four days later James Fosburg 
gave him some more matches” which 
were found in the attic. After the fu- 
neral he found more burnt matches on 
the floor of the kitchen bed room, on the 
balcony and down stairs. He spoke to 
the defendant about the matches, and 

Robert said they did not use Diamond 
matches in the house. In the front 
room of the house Chief Nicholson said 
he found Diamond matches. 

The defendant further said he was 
aroused by a tall man who came in 
his room armed with a revolver in one 
hand and a lantern in the other. Ue 
had a struggle with the man, and 
knocked the revolver out of the man’s 
hand. He stated that these menu wore 
pillow cases. “1 inquired whether the 
pillow cases were over or under the 
hat? He could not state as to that.” 

One o'clock having arrived, the court 
adjourned until 2:15 o'clock, 

Made Many Visits 

At 2:20 o'clock Citlef Nicholson again 
took the stand. He testified to tinding 
the screen in the window broken about 
one foot from the sill The moulding 
was also split. He did not remember 
how high the screen was raised. On 
his second visit to the house he ex- 
amined the bureau and found that the 
mirror was out of place. He first no- 
ticed the hole in the mirror after his at- 
tention had been ened to it. He saw 
the metallic lamp which was dented in. 
He noticed nothing peculiar about the 
door leading to the baleony. After that 
he visited the Louse several times and 
conducted his investigations. 

The defendant told the witness that 
the man he struggled with was a negro. 
He designated one as being dressed in 
dark brown clothing. 

Judge Stévens would not allow the 
witness to tell what was testified to by 
the defendant on this point at the in-! 
quest. ‘The witness said that he and { 
Dr. Paddock bad made tests of how 
powder would act on cloth. Here he 
produced the revolver, which was the 
same one as that testified about last 
week by Dr. Draper of Boston. 

The cross-examlnation of Chief Nich- 
olson developed nothing new. At the 
conclusion of his cross-examination, the 
government rested, and there was a 
buzz of conversation in the court room 
for a few minutes, while Mr. Hibbard 
and Mr. Joyner, counsel for the defense, 
consulted preparatory to opening their 
case. 

Argument of Defense 

Mr. Joyner, in his opening address to 
the court, said: “The government's 
ease has closed more suddenly than we 
had expected, and I am less likely, be- 
eause of this, to analyze the govern- 
ment’s claims and gather up the threads 
of the story. ‘The defendant is about 
30 years of age, an active, intelligent, 
vigorous young mun. Heisa business 
man, educated in the public schools of 
St. Louls, recciving a mechanical train- 
ing, and has become a contractor and 
builder. He has a host of friends and 
business acquaintances, men who have 
been associated with him in business. 

“In connection with his father, he 
came to this town to construct the build- 
ing of the Stanley Electrical Manufac- 
turing company, one of the great in- 
dustries of the place. They ocenpied 
the house which you haveseen. In this 
house these wen with their families 
lived together. They lived there and 
were coustantly ovcupied every day ex- 
cept the Lord’s day in pushing on their 
work. ‘They were there on the day be- 
fore the tragedy, in absolute concord, 
harmony and good will, which existed 
between every member of the family. 

“If Robert S. Fosburg intentionally, 
with the revolver within six or eight 
inches of the breast of his sister, shot 
her down, it would be difficult for you 
to believe Lim guilty of anything less 
than murder. If, aiming towards his 
wife or family. he had fired a shot which 
mixsed its mark, and it bad killed his 
sister, that would have been murder. 
The deceused young woman, whose life 
went out that morning, had no enemies.

Led by Quarter of a Mile When Her

New Haven, July 24.—Again yester- 
day did the Constitution prove speedier 
than the Columbia in light airs and 
fluky weather. It was in the first 
squadron run of the New York Yacht 
club from Huutingtou to Morris Cove, 
the day being remarkable for the variety 
of the wind.

The Cadillac Tied with the Illinois 
for Third Place. 


Milwaukee of Milwaukee crossed the 
line first today in the third trial race 
for the Canada cup, says a Chicago dis- 
patch of Tuesday to the Boston 
Journal. Her victory was complete as

Race was over a triangular course, 
21 miles in length each leg of the 
eure being seven mile.

30.36, 

The Cadillac was beautifully handled 
and soon had a handsome lead. The 
Illinois, catching a breeze first, made a 
rapid spurt which carried her around 
to the buoy far in the lead, beating 
the second boat, the Milwaukee to this 
point by six minutes. The third boat 
round the first buoy was the Detroit. 
At the end of the second leg the Mil- 
waukee had made up the six minutes 
and was again in the lead 8 position 
she held to the finish. 


The last leg was to the northwest, 
with the wind a little east of east- 


northeast, and in this work both the 
Detroit boats proved superior to the 
Illinois. The Cadilac however, had but 
three seconds to spare as the two 
went over the line. The Illinvis got 
away 15 seconds later than the Cadiilac 
and was beaten three seconds at the 
finish, giving her a gain of 12 seconds 
over the course.

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In the seaport of Calais, which for 
over 100 years was under the power of 
the English, there once lived a bache- 
lor, Josse Dullart, who had come there 
to carry on business. He was a native of 
Bailleul-en-Flandre, well qualified to se- 
cure for the London merchants the wool 
of which the Flemish weavers make 
their various materials and to derive 
an honest profit from each. Naturally, 
because of his commercial subtlety and 
because of the pleasant and comforta- 
ble life which came to him in conse- 
quence, our man became exposed to the 
jJealousies and ill will of the other 
tradesmen, English for the most part. 
He did not know it, since the hypo- 
crites allowed nothing to become evi- 
dent, but, on the contrary, made every 
endeavor to present an agreeable ex- 
terior to him, so as not to compromise 
in the least the slight advantages which 
accrued to them through his kindliness, 
Nevertheless they decided to ruin him 
and to that end contrived a device so 
black and so wicked that Sir Satan 
himself in his demoniacal mind could 
not have imagined a better. In pursu- 
ance of the scheme one of them secret- 
ly concealed in the house of Josse Dul- 
| lart a leather bag containing a sum of 
100 livres sterling in gold crowns. Havy- 
ing done this, he went to the criminal 
magistrate with two comrades as wit- 
nesses to accuse his colleague of hay- 
ing robbed him. 

At that remote period there had not 
yet appeared under the canopy of heav- 
en any of the impudent sharpers, slug- 
gards and swindlers who in the course 
of time have shamelessly said and writ- 
ten that ownership means theft, and 
the money earned by some is so much 
lost by others, with the sole intent that 
they may put everything into confu- 
sion and be able easily to slip into their 
purses that which is another's. 

The world has indeed heard of much 
folly and seen many iniquities, but not 
that, and human justice, which had nev- 
er known of any jesting upon the mat- 
ter, would have hung their like high 
and in short order, dealing with them 
precisely as she would with veritable 
robbers. 

Who was amazed at seeing the po- 
liceman of the provostship invade his 
home, ransack his coffers and chests, 
produce from them a sack of gold of 
which he knew nothing and a legal 
clerk take down disquieting notes of 
the affair in his illegible scrawl? It 
was the ill fated Dullart. 

The poor fellow strove with them in 
vain, vowing to God his innocence, but 
words could not prevail against deeds. 
Now, he could not explain how the 
sack, the evidence of his crime, had 
come into bis possession, whence it fol- 
lowed that the Innocent man was con- 
demned to the halter as if he had been 
guilty. 

The affair, however, let loose in an 
uproar all the devils of Calais. Think 
of it—a great merchant, with a house 
of his own, convicted of common lar- 
ceny, like a vulgar rascal! 

In the end the populace, while it 
was not privy to the plot laid by a half 
dozen arrant rogues, was nevertheless 
not mistrustful. It rather inclined in 
favor of the pitiable citizen of Bailleu- 
lois. This without taking into consid- 
eration the peasants on the outskirts 
of the town, who were French, not hav- 
ing been expelled from their fireside 
by the conquerors, as had been the 
poor commoners of the city, and who 
hated all the English within their bor- 
ders.

Who ever had 
heard of an equal subterfuge? 

Rut, ah, traditional or written, the 
law is the law, and the case in ques- 
tion had to be elucidated! Unwillingly 
rather than willingly they opened an 
inquest upon the matter in hand to 
learn whether or not so unreasonable 
a usage had ever at any period had 
power by law, which inquest finally es- 
tablished that no similar case had been 
presented since the time of the con- 
quest in Calais, but that previous to 
that date there had been many such 
cases, more particularly in Flanders 
and in Artois than in Pieardy.

So it came to pass that the good Josse 
had the rare and marvelous fortune to 
espouse a gentle and well favored maid- 
en after the approved fashion instead 
of the cold and grimacing death and 
to be indebted to his wife for that 
which ordinarily men owe to their 
mothers only—that is to say, his life.

As a certain thief, 
a native of Hautvilliers, was conduct- 
ed to his fate, a loud old woman step- 
ped out of the crowd below and declar- 
ed that she desired him in marriage. 
The prisoner, astonished, considered a 
moment; then, remarking that the 
aforesaid person was a homely bag, 
shook his head and pursued his way to 
the gallows, observing to the execu- 
tioner: 

“The wench, I don’t want her!’ 

And in a moment he was wedded to 
the gallows.—Chicago Tribune.

WILL SEEK VINDICATION 


Schley Determines to Ask For 


Court of Inquiry 
a 


WILL THEN SUE FOR LIBEL 


Evans Furnishes a Chapter to the 
Controversy, Bringing Out Points 
Which Disturb the Opponents of 
Schley—A Suppressed Dispatch 


Washington, July 24.—The Washing- 
ton Post telegraphed Admiral Schley 
that, it insisted that he 
owed it to himself, as well as to his 
friends, to begin proceedings against 
Mr. Maclay, the author of the History 
of the United States Navy, to disprove 
the latter's charges, adding: “Wiil 
you dothis? Please wire statement.” 

In reply, The Post received the follow- 
ing telegram from Admiral Schley: “I 
believe the first step should be an in- 
vestigation of all matter by a court, 
then a civil action afterwards. Iam 
preparing to take this course.” 

The Post this morning, as a result of 
extensive juquiries based upon the ad- 
miral’s dispatch, says in part: 

“Admiral Schley proposes to ask for 
an investigation at the hands of a naval 
court of inguiry, and then to sue Lis- 
torian Maclay for libel. His action is 
the sequel to the developments during 
the past week, when the whole country 
has been stirred up by the publication 
of the ufexampled abuse poured out 
upon bim in the third volume of E. S 
Maclay’s History of the United States 
Navy, in which publication Schley is 
said to have run away “in caitiff 
flight.” and is in addition denounced as 
a coward, a cur and a traitor. 

“The Schley court of inquiry will un- 
doubtediy be one of the most celebrated 
cases in the naval history of the coun- 
try. The high rank. of the officers in- 
volved in the controversy and the in- 
tense public feeling which has been 
aroused will combine to give to the in- 
vestigation a dramatic interest. Noth- 
ing his occurred in Washington for 
many years that will compare with it. 

“The appointment of the court of in- 
quiry is expected to be made by Secre- 
tary Long, though it wouid be in the 
power of the president to make the se- 
lections if he chose. ‘This Is hardly 
likely to occur, however. Mr, Long has 
already stated that if Adiiral Schley 
requested a court of inquiry he will 
grant the request.” 

Considerable surprise is manifested 
at the navy department beeause of the 
publication in the Baltimore Sun of 
what purports to be an interview with 
Rear Admiral Evans, in which he de- 
fends Rear Admiral Schley from the 
charge of unnecessarily delaying his 
squadron at Cienfuegos during the chase 
after Cervera’s ships. 

There are two points in the Evans in- 
terview which disturb the opponents of 
Rear Admiral Schley. One is that one 
of the chief counts in the criticism of 
Schley is his delay at Cienfuegos. He 
had been ordered to remain there until 
he learned whether the Spaniards were 
there. 

According to Rear Admiral Evans’ 
statement, it took him two days to get 
this information, and the delay was 
caused by the fact that the arrange- 
ments for getting it were kept from 
him. 

The other point is, that Rear Admiral 
Sampson, according to Evans’ state- 
ment, did not communicate as to the 
code with Sehley or Cook, and yet the 
official correspondence shows that 
Sampson wus continually urging Schley 
to leave Cienfuegos as sour as he had 
learned that the Spaniards were not 
there. 

Subsequently, Sampson forwarded to 
the navy department the telegrams he 
had sent to Schley, and on them the de- 
partment foynded its charge of delay at 
Cienfuegos, when he was wanted at 
Santiago. The senate subsequently 
called for the papers on the subject, and 
these letters and telegrams were pub- 
lished, lending color to the gravest sus- 
piclons against Schley. Thereupon, 
Schley, being called upon for an ex- 
planation of his conduct, submitted a 
dispatch which had been suppressed, 
and had not been sent to the navy de- 
partment, nor to the senate. 

This was the “Dear Schley” dispatch, 
signed by Sampson, and saying, among 
other things: “I have decided to make 
no change in the present plan—this is, 
that you should hold squadron off Cien- 
fuegos. Iam, therefore, of the opinion 
that our best chances of success in cap- 
turing these vessels will be to hold the 
two points—Cienfuegos and Havana-- 
with all the force we can muster.” 


Not After Territory 

London, July 24.—In the house of com- 
mons yesterday Lord Cranborne stated 
that the presenee of the French, German 
and Japanese troops at Shanghai was 
purely temporary, the result of Chinese 
disturbances, and in no way prejudiced 
by supremacy on the Yang Tse region 
or involved any alienation of territory.

CON FLICT THREATENED 


Over the Importation of Negro Work- 
men by Latrobe Steel Plant 

Chicago, July 24.—The advent of 300 
negro workmen, 25 women aud 3 preach- 
ers, imported from Mobile, Ala., by the 
Latrobe Steel and Coupler Works, is 
awaited with interest by the residents 
of the suburb and the 600 workmen 
now emplog@ed in the plant. Threats 
of the workmen to strike for higher 
wages are believed by many to have 
been the cause of the ithportation. 

This is denied by the officials of the 
company. ‘They declare that the only 
reason the uegroes are brought here is 
that it has been impossible to secure 
sufficient white help to do the work de- 
manded from the Latrobe company by 
the United States Steel company.

has shown that she was Killed Dy 


one; 

a bullet, and has taken great pains to 
show that she was killed by a bullet 
from a revolver held very close to her 
breast. That is exactly what we 


claim.” 

Mr. Joyner then spoke of the fact that 
the defendant had had no opportunity 
before coming to this trial of knowing 
any of the evidence against him. “Bat 
we knew,” he said, “that she had been 
killed by a bullet from a revolver held 
by a man directly in front of her. We 
had imagined that the government 
would claim that the father and son 
had had a fight in a room way off some- 
where, and that a stray bullet had hit 
her. Weunever imagined that the goy- 
ernment would admit that the bullet 
was fired right in front of her. 

“The government has proved that the 
bullet was fired from the south end of 
the house, while the defendant was 
sleeping ip the north end. We shall 
ask you to believe that the bullet in the 
girl's breast was a dumb witness to the 
fact that this defendant is not guilty. 
He was confused, and there was cause 
for confusion. We shall ask you toe 
bear this in mind when you consider the 
defendant's statement with reference 
to the course of the bullet which struck 
the bureau. No one knows where the 
bullet came from, nor what its course 
was, The footprints on the sward are 
corroborative of the defendant's story.” 

Just Before the Tragedy

ives Interesting Testi- 
mony at Pittsfield 


Graphic Story of Father of 
the Defendant 


Beatrice Fosburg and Neighbors on 
the Witness Stand 


Pittsfield, Mass., July 25.—The Fos- 
burg case, famous and attracting in- 
tense interest throughout the country 
because of its dramatic features, is near- 
ing an end. 
Many .sensational incidents occurred 
esterday, the first coming when, after 
Mr, Joyuer, for the defense, had con- 
cluded his presentation of what he 
Claimed he could prove, Frederick W. 
Lund, the bookkeeper and paymaster 
of the Fosburg tirm, iu testifying, de- 
claved that he felt some of the men who 
were employed by the tirm were danger- 
ous. He said he knew they carried 
weapons. 
Another caine during the testimony 
of the father of the dead girl. Inthe 
course of his description of the manner 
in which the family spent the Sunday 
vening preceding the tragedy, he said: 
Phen May went in and sang several 
selections, while Miss Sheldon played. 
The last song she sang was ‘Plains of 
Peace’ ” 
When Mr. Fosburg came to the ref- 
erence to May’s singing her last song, he 
stopped. ‘Tears came to his eyes. His 
lips quivered, and his voice choked up. 
lis head was bowed, and for a few see- 
onds he Was uuable to continue, Other- 


wise Mr, Fosburg’s testimony was given 
in a clear-cut and distinet voice. Each 
word was measured. 

Mr. Fosburg’s narrative of the dis- 
covery of the burglars and of his en- 
counter with them, was told without in- 
terruption. **Oh, Robert, she is gone,’ 
cried out my wife, “and | remember 
she knelt and offered prayer.” So the 
witness told of his first knowledge that 
his daughter was dead, 

Didn’t Carry Lantern 

Mr. Fosburg emphatically denied that 
he had ever said either of the two men 
who entered his chamber carried a lan 
tern, as had been testified to by at least 
two government witnesses. He said 
this slowly and distinctly, and later ex- 
plained that he might have said to some- 
one that the third man, who was be 
hind the other two, might have had a 
lantern, a candle or matches. 

Again, when Mr. Joyner questioned 
Mr. Fosburg with reference to the meet- 
ing with Esther at the depot on the 
morning after the tragedy, and as to 
what was told her, a refutation of one 
of the theories which have been prom- 
inent in this case was made by Mr. Fes- 
bure. 

“Esther said,” he testified, “what has 
happened?” 

Then Robert put his hand on her 
shoulder and replied: “Oh, nothing, 
Esther, only papa and I have been in 
a little scrap, and he got hurt.” 

“Itwasnot: ‘Wehave hadascrap?” 

“No sir,” replied the witness, with em- 
phasis. 

Little Beatrice Fosburg, called by the 
government, but not used on that side 
of the cause, was on the stand for the 
defense, and was the first one to break 
into tears while telling the tragic story 
of the death of her sister. 

She is an attractive little girl of 15, 
with bright black eyes, but a weak, thin 
voice. Her description of her glimpse 
of the intruder who killed her sister was 
very dramatic. “I saw a pillow case 
standing up there in the doorway with 
holes cut in it foreyes. Then Ilsawa 
flash. As my brother rushed by mel 
turned on the light and cried: ‘Hurry 

up, there are burglars in the house.’ ” 

In resuming his outline of the ease for 
the defense, Mr. Joyner said it was not 
admitted that May was killed with the 
defendant’s revolver. The intruders 
probably entered by the “screen win- 
dow,” and the pillow cases were used 
by unskilled burglars. The stockings 
were used perhaps to deaden the noise 
of footfalls. Le declared that the men 
were seen running away from the house. 
The furniture was probably broken in 
the scuffle with the burglars, he said.

On the fatal night all of the family 
were at home except Esther. She was 
visiting at Adams, with Mrs. Daniels. 
Mrs. Fosburg, Sr., had been in St. Louis 
for six weeks attending her father, who 
was ill. She returned home the Sat- 
orday before the tragedy. Miss Shel- 
don was visiting his house. She had 
been there for about three weeks prior 
to the tragedy. 

The witness then described the doings 
of the family on Suuday, After supper 
all sat on the porch until dark, ihen re- 
tired to the house. Mrs. R. L. Fosburg 
cead a story aloud. James also read 
aloud. Probably two hours was spent 
inreading. Later Miss Sheldon played 
and the oldest daughter, May, sang sey- 
eral psalm songs. Mr. l’osburg’s eyes 
kept filling with tears as he vividly de- 
scribed the scenes leading up to the 
shooting, and many of the spectators 
wiped their eyes, also. He described 
the location of the rooms in the same 
manner as had other witnesses, 

Then he told the first part of the fatal 
story. He had gone to sleep when he 
was aroused by his wife. He wasthen 
lying on his right side. He = turned 
over on his left side, and raised himself 
up on his left elbow. As he did so he 
saw two men walk jutothe room. They 
stopped by the side of the bed. One had 
a revolver in his hand. Witness then 
got his feet off the bed and put them on 
the floor. 

Encounter With Burglars 

Continuing, he said: “I uttered a 
screech which those who heard it say 
was something awful. When I got onthe 
floor the revolver was within 10 inches 
of my face. [dodged itand then struck 
the man's arm. I then closed in, 
grabbed the man by the arms and forced 
him to the floor. ‘That is as far as I 
can remember of what took place in that 
room, as [ was then struck by asandbag 
by the other man.” 

When he came to, witness saw his 
younger sop standing at the balcony 
window on the east side of the house. 
Hle heard Beatrice say: “Oh, mamma, 
look at May; she’s hurt.” 

Continuing, Mr. Fosburg said: aI 
went to my daughter's room, and there 
saw May lying on the floor, her mother 
by her side and James by her head. 
Blood was rushing from her mouth. 
Mrs. Fosburg was calling to Beatrice 
to get soine water and towels. As I 
bent over her my eldest son, whom I 
had seen in the kitchen bed room, stag- 
gered past me. He fell, his head lying 
12 inches from his sister's head. I 
called for s me ulore water. As Bea- 
trice brought it I threw it in his face, 
and he revived almost instantly. I

ran to the front window, looking out on 
the street, «pened the window and 
shouted, ‘Police, murder, burglars; we 
want help.’ ” 

Arrival of Neighbors 

Mr. Plumb, who lived across” the 
street, raised his window and asked 
what was wanted. 1 said, ‘Burglars 
have been in the house aud shot May.’ 
I then went back to where May was ly- 
ing. Afterward | put on my trousers 
and went down stairs into the front hall 
and met Mr. Pluwband Mr. Shepardson. 
Then IT went upstairs again. Beatrice 
was in the room with her mother and 
Mr. aud Mrs. Robert Fosburg and Miss 
Sheldon were also there. Mrs. Fosburg 
said: ‘Oh, Robert, she is gone.’ 

“In the meantime, James had been 
down to the office. At this thne he had 
on bis night shirt and trousers. Pre- 
vious to this he had only his night shirt. 
I then suggested, as the ofticers would 
be coming, all had better dress, Then 
I dressed. 1 put on the same clothes 
I had worn on Sunday. James helped 
me to dress. I was wounded about the 
face, but in the excitement I did not 
notice that I was hurt, until my atten- 
tion was called tomy face. ‘The family 
was very much concerned in my in- 
juries. While dressing Beatrice called 
my attention toa hat.” 

Could Not Identify Hat and Revolver 

Counsel Joyner then showed him the 
brown derby hat that has figured in the 
case, and wittess surprised all in the 
court room by saying: I don’t think 
that is the hat that was found in our 
house.” Asked about the revolver, wit- 
ness said his attention was called to a 
revolver which was under the bed. The 
revolver wus shown to him and he said: 
“T cannot identify the revolver.” 

Asked if he had seen the revolver be- 
fore, he replied: “I don’t remember 
ever seeing the revolver before. Inever 
had arevolver myself. Thad no revolver 
in the room in which I was sleeping.” 

When the farily finally went down 
stairs all were fully dressed. His son 
and wife were down stairs before the 
others. He had not seen an officer up 
to that time. The first he saw of one 
was when he came in with Dr. Schofield. 
Mr. Fosburg described how they lifted 
May from the tloor and placed her pros- 
trate form on the bed. 

A Cross Examination 


Mr. Fosburg was turned over to Dis- 
trict Attorney Hammond, and the wit- 
ness, in reply to que stions, said the pil- 
loweases came-sdowb over the breasts 
of the burglars. He did not know the 
leneth of the time the burglars were in 
the room. They had gone when James 
appeared. He had no recollection of 
anything that happened in the room af- 
ter being struck. 

Witness never stated that he had posi- 
tive knowledge of three men being in 
the house. He did not see three men, 
but he saw someone holding a light, 
whether a candle or a match be could 
not say. 

Mr. Hammond tried to get witness to 
admit that ke had said he heard pistol 
shots, apd the witness kept replying

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SHOT FROM KEARSARGE 


Caused Lively Scare Among 
Citizens of Newport 


DID BUT LITTLE DAMAGE 


Reason For Firing Shell, Which Evl- 
dently Exploded High Iu Air, Not 
Yet Explained by Officers of War- 
ship, Who Also Got a Fright 


Newport, R. L, July 25.—The sereech- 
ing of a shell as it passed through the 
air, and its explosion into fragments 
that broke a small piece of stone out of 
the new city hall building aud cut a limb 
from a tree nearby, caused great con- 
sternation among Newport citizens last 
evening. Fortunately no one was in- 
jured. 

Ilalf an hour later, following the line 
of the shell, two officers came ashore 
from the Kearsarge, tracing it to city 
hall, and obtaining information as to 
its passage over the city. They ex- 
amined some of the pieces and pro- 
nounced it to have been a oue pounder 
shell from the Kearsarge, after which 
they returned without making any ex- 
planation. 

From the flagship it was learned that 
the crew was called to quarters at°5 
o'clock, ‘The gun crews took their po- 
sitions, pointed the guns and went 
through the work of tiring. A Nordeu- 
feldt-Maxim automatic gun, inthe after 
fighting top, went off when the crank 
was turned. 

Immediately all was excitement on 
shipboard, and the otticers were making 
hurried inquiries. Thecrewsinthe tep 
declared that a sot had been fired, but 
that it had struck in the water just short 
of the wharves. ‘The officers were 
thereupon dispatched to the shore in 
order to assure Rear Admiral Higgin- 
son that such was the fact. 

On the wharf a seared party of fish- 
ermen were found, who declared that 
something had passed over their heads, 
screeching loudly. Following this tip 
and the general direction, the officers 
located the point which the projectile 
had reached. 

How the shot happened to be fired 
has not been satisfactorily explained. 
The ship has been engaged, since the 
breaking up of the camp at Nz: Spiupker

of ammunition we re sup pos real to have 
been exploded. Tuesday afternoon and 
yesterday morning there were the usual 
quarters on shipboard, and the gun 
should have been pointed and worked as 
{t was last night. Wut then it did not 
go off, and last night it did. The mat- 
ter will be thoroughly investigated, and 
a court-martial may result. 

The damage done ashore amounts to 
but littl, but there was a big fright. 
This was perhaps more thoroughly ap- 
preciated on shipboard than on shore, 
for there they fully realized the effect 
of sending a stray shot into a city. 

They conteaded on shipboard that the 
shell was one that would not explode 
except by impact, but the indieations 
are that it exploded high in the air, and 
that it was the fragments that cut the 
limb of the tree and made the dent in 
the city hull. Why some of the hun- 
dreds of people who gathered at this 
junction of streets were not hit cannot 
be explained any more than the reason 
for firing the shell. 


Withdraws From Con mi tee Control 

Fall River, Mass, July 25.—At the 
meeting of the directors of the Sag- 
amore Manufacturing company yester- 
day the agent of the company was in- 
structed to notify the selling committee 
that the concern would withdraw from 
the syndicate agreement at the expira- 
tion of 30 days, as provided by said 
agreement. The Sagamore is engaged 
in the manufacture of syndicate goods 
alinost exclusively. 


Ties Went With Building 

Newton, Mass., July 25.—Considerable 
excitement was created here yesterday 
over the circulation of a report thaf an 
attempt had been made to burn the New- 
ton hospital. The excitement was 
caused by the burning, by order of the 
fire authorities, of an unused section of 
the old coutagious wards, to make way 
foranew ward. Incidentally some 5000 
railroad ties were destroyed. 


Assault Has Fatal Termination 
Pittsfield, Mass., July 25.—James W 
Fuller, who was assaulted at the hous. 
of correction last Wednesday by Dani 
Leary, one of the prisoners, died la: 
evening, as the result of his injuries. 
Mr. Fuller was 71 years old, and the 
father of Sheriff Fuller. He was dep- 
uty sheriff. Leary is serving a term 
of two months and eight days for drunk- 
enness and assault.

SWIFT SHIPS PLANNED. 


Fleet of Four Day Atlantic 


Liners Proposed. 


WOULD BE DRIVEN BY TURBINES. 


(rade Texas Petroleum to Be Used as 
Fuel,and the Vessels Would Make 
Thirty Knots—Great Saving In Ex- 
pense—C, R. Flint’s Forty Knot 
Yacht. 


Charles R. Flint has a fondness for 
fast boats. An ordinarily fast craft 
won't do for him. He must have some- 
thing that will go through the water 
faster than any other vessel afloat, 
says the New York Sun. A few years 
ago he had a world beater, but some- 
body built a boat that was as fast or 
faster, and Mr. Flint then gave a com- 
mission to Charles D. Mosher to design 
and to Ayres of Nyack to build a boat, 
called a yacht for convenience, which 
should be able to travel 40 knots an 
hour. The boat has been called the 
A®tow, and in a few days she will have 
her official trials. 

Since Mr. Flint gave the commission 
for a 40 knot boat others interested in 
fast vessels have been trying to figure 
git whether it would be possible and 
profitable to build not a yacht, but an 
ocean liner, that would cross the Atlan- 
tic in four days. One ef the persons 
who took up this problem was George 
Wilson, president of the Atlantic Ship- 
ping company of New York city. Mr. 
Wilson believes that his engineers and 
designers have solved the problem by 
the use of turbine engines driven by 
the direct impact of the combustion of 
crude Texas petroleum. 

Mr. Wilson says that his company is 
now making arrangements for the 
building of ships to cross the Atlantic 
from New York to Berehaven, in the 
southwest of Ireland, in three and a 
half days. He says that, allowing two 
hours from the company’s pier in New 
York to Sandy Hook and 13 hours 
from Berehaven to London, passengers 
and mails would be carried from New 
York to London in a little less than 
four and a quarter days, taking into 
account delays incident to customs ex- 
amination and the handling of bag- 
gage. He says that the vessels con- 
templated will have an average speed 
of 30 knots clear across the Atlantic. 

This great speed is to be attained, 
and the company building the ships is 
going to make money out of the project 
through the use of the turbine engine 
and of crude petroleum for fuel. Hith- 
erto it has been supposed that the cost 
of running an ocean liner much faster, 
for instance, than the Deutschland, 
would be too great, and too much cargo 
space would have to be sacrificed for 
boiler and engine rooms to make such 
vessels profitable. Just by way of 
showing that his company intends to 
make a good thing out of its four day 
boats Mr. Wilson says: 

“Our intention has been to construct 
and run first class mail steamers to 
Europe which shall cross the Atlantic 
in four days, conveying the Saturday’s 
mail from the New York postoffice to 
the London postoffice on the following 
Thursday. At present it is not dis- 
tributed in London until Monday morn- 
ing of the next week. The compensa- 
tion allowed by law for the mail matter 
which left New York for Burope on 
Saturdays in 1900, if it had been con- 
veyed in vessels of United States regis- 
ter, would have been $545,086, or $10,- 
500 for each weekly voyage. The Cu- 
nard line, which actually carried it, 
received the reduced rates allowed to 
foreign ships, or only $184,721. The post- 
office department gives the mail to the 
fastest ships without regard to nation- 
ality. 

“To enable our ships to cross in four 
days and pay their way it was evident 
that great improvements were neces- 
sary In the engine room to reduce the 
cost of fueland wages. The machinery 
in our ships will occupy a compara- 
tively small space in the stern. 

“It takes 3,200 tons of coal, costing 
about $9,600, to carry the Deutschland 
across In 5% days. It will take 800 tons 
of crude Texas oil, costing $4,000, to 
take our sbips across in four days. 
This represents a saying of $5,600 a 
trip, or $291,200 a year in fuel alone. 
Besides this we save the wages of all 
stokers, coal trimmers and half the 
engineers, which may be estimated at 

2,200 a trip or $114,400 a year. 

“The difference in the cost of ma- 
echinery on the Deutschland and on our 
boats will be about $1,575,000 on one 
ship. Another thing that must be 
borne in mind is that we require none 
of the valuable parts of the ship for 
the storage of fuel. Our fuel Is carried 
in ballast tanks in the bottom of each 
vessel, thus economizing the immense 
amount of space used on the ordinary 
steamers for fuel.” 

Mr. Wilson doesn’t say when his com- 
pany is going to begin the construction 
of the four day ships, but the probabili- 
ties are that the first one will not be 
ready for service during this year at 
least. 

The Scientific American evidently 
thinks there may be something in the 
four day steamers, for in an article on 
“Atlantic Steamships—Present and Fu- 
ture,” printed awhile ago, it said: 

“If a 80 knot transatlantic steamer 
makes its appearance within the next 
few years, it is safe to say that it will 
be driven by the combination of water 
tube boilers, using hot, forced draft, 
with fast running reciprocating en- 
gines, using superheated steam, or with 
turbines of the Parsons type. So great 
will be the reduction of weights and 
saving of space achieved by this 
change that it will be quite within the 
possibilities to produce on a displace- 
ment not much greater than that of the 
Deutschland a 30 knot ocean steamer 
that shall have equal accommodations 
for passengers.”

Views of Officers on One Started by 
Rear Admiral Schley, 

Rear Admiral Winfield Scott Schley 
has opened up another naval contro- 
versy as a result of his claim that the 
cruiser Brooklyn inflicted 58 per cent 
of the damage done to the Spanish 
fleet and sustained 54 per cent of the 
damage suffered by the American 
squadron, says the Washington corre- 
spondent of the New York Herald. 

Captain C, E. Clark, in his report on 
the part played by the Oregon in the 
battle, stated that “as the vessels (the 
Spanish ships) were so much more 
heavily armored than the Brooklyn 
they might well have concentrated up- 
on and overpowered her, and conse- 
quently I am persuaded that but for 
the way the officers and men of the 
Oregon steamed anu steered the ship 
and fought and supplied her batteries 
the Colon and perhaps the Vizcaya 
would have escaped.” 

Rear Admiral (then Captain) H. C. 
Taylor, who commanded the Indiana, 
stated in his report: “I can say with- 
out disparagement of any other ves- 
sel that during the first hour of the 
fight the Indiana's fire contributed to 
the destruction of the Oquendo and 
Teresa more than that of any other 
single vessel of our squadron, except 
one, and equaled hers.” 

In his official report Rear Admiral 
(then Captain) R. Db. Evans, who com- 
manded the Iowa, described the dam- 
age caused by the Iowa’s projectiles 
upon the two Spanish torpedo boat de- 
stroyers and the armored cruisers Viz- 
caya, Oquendo and Maria Teresa. 

Rear Admiral Sampson reported, 
“Each commanding officer, in my opin- 
ion, was personally responsible for the 
good use which he made of the tools 
with which he had to work.” 

The board which reported upon the 
hits made by the American squadron 
found five 5 inch shell holes in the 
Oquendo, six 5 inch shell holes In 
the Vizeaya and three 5 inch shell holes 
in the Infanta Maria Teresa. Some of 
the holes may have been made by 
4 inch projectiles. As the Brooklyn 
was the only ship which carried 5 inch 
guns the finding of the board estab- 
lishes that she placed her mark upon 
every Spanish ship. She, of course, 
should also be credited with a propor- 
tionate share in the 8 inch and 6 pound- 
er hits. 

Reporting upon the Brooklyn's inju- 
ries, Rear Admiral Schley stated that 
“the marks and scars show that the 
ship was struck about 25 times, and 
she bears in all 41 scars.” 

Rear Admiral Schley’s assertion that 
the Brooklyn sustained 54 per cent of 
the injuries received is asserted to be 
exaggerated by junior officers who dis- 
cussed the matter the other day. The 
Iowa Is said to have been struck 17 
times, the Texas recelyed yarious inju- 
and the Indiana also suffered 
slightly from the fire of the Spanish 
ships. 


HORRORS OF SHANSI. 


Famine 


ries, 


Killing Thousands In the 
Chinese District, 

The Chinese consul In New York, 
Chow Tsz Chi, has received a letter 
from a native commissioner {n China 
telling of famine which exists in the 
Shansi district which is killing thou- 
sands of persons, says the New York 
World. In his letter, which 1s made 
up of extracts from his diary, the com- 
missioner tells of the journey of his 
relief party through the towns of Shan- 
si. Following are a few paragraphs 
taken from the commissioner's letter: 

“Our party (seven) left Michi city 
today. On the way we saw numbers 
of refugees coming down to the south 
as thin as skeletons, eating tea leaves 
end apparently enjoying them. 

“Stopped at temporary asylum, where 
nine of ten lodgers were seriously sick. 
Gave all medicine In our possession. 
Superintendent said 10 or 20 fever 
deaths every day. 

“Started for Fung-shiang at 3 o'clock 
in the morning and saw many dead 
bodies on the road. In a deserted cafe 
we met a boy of about 14 dying from 
hunger. We fed him with bread and 
water. He told us that both his par- 
ents and sisters died two days ago. 
He cried bitterly, and we all shed 
tears. 

“A dreadful scene in the woods to- 
day. A number of birds were fighting 
for a dead body. Many women and 
children were crying for mercy and 
drawing their last breath, We gave 
away all the provisions we had 
with us. 

“Turned out of our way to a big city 
and tried to buy some provisions, but 
could not get any. Had to stop there 
and wait for our provision wagon. 
Saw 56 dead bodies.” 

The commissioner says that wheat is 
92 cents, corn 66 cents and green peas 
95 cents. 


To Protect the Sea Fowls, 

Recent investigation by Professor 
Beyer for the American Ornithological 
Association of the Louisiana gulf coast 
for the purpose of stationing wardens 
to protect the sea birds shows that ac- 
tion was not taken a moment too soon, 
says the Chicago Post. Professor Bey- 
er found that nearly all the breeding 
places of the birds had been destroyed 
by killing the birds themselves and tak- 
ing their eggs. Not a trace of birds 
was found on several islands at one 
time the home of millions of sea fowl. 


Kangaroo Ranch In Arkansas. 

An Arkansas planter is making ar- 
rangements to start a kangaroo ranch, 
says the Chicago Inter Ocean. The 
hides are valuable and the tendons 
much more so. The latter can be split 
extremely fine and are the best thing 
known to surgeons for sewing up 
wounds and especially for holding bro- 
ken bones together.

Process Too Expensive. 
Warts are curious things, They 
come and go wysteriously, although 
their going is frequently marked by 
exasperating delays, and there are al- 
most as many infallible cures as there 
are warts, the only trouble with these 
cures being that they are useless when 
applied to the particular wart you hap- 
pen to have. They are only good for 
other people's. 

“In my opinion,’ said a clubman who 
was discussing the subject with a 
friend one day, “a wart is merely the 
outward eorrespondence of some men- 
tal excrescenee. Get rid of that, and 
it goes away. 

“Let me give you a bit of my own 
experience,” ke continued. “Last year 
I went to Eurepe. For about three 
years I had had a wart on my little fin- 
ger, on which I had tried everything I 
could hear of, but without effeet. It 
only grew larger. 

“Well, in the excitement of preparing 
for the trip and of the journey itself 1 
forgot all about my wart, and when I 
looked for it about six weeks later it 
had vanished without leaving the 
slightest mark. I simply forgot it, and 
it had no mental condition to feed on. 
I see you have one on the back of your 
hand. Forget all about it for a few 
weeks, and it will go away of itself.” 

“Yes,” said the other clabman, shryg- 
ging his shoulders, “but I can’t afford 
to take a trip to Europe for the sake of 
curing one wart.” 


Sewing Done by Anta. 

Ants are credited with so many mar- 
velous accomplishments that a new one 
must be remarkable to the noteworthy. 
Mr. E. G. Green of Ceylon, an authortl- 
ty upon insect habits, has, however, 
made an observation whi well 
worth putting on record. He has watch- 
el red ants holding grubs in their 
mouths and using the web they spin to 
repair a rent in their nest. 

Some leaves which had been fastened 
together by the ants were separated by 
Mr. Green, and in a short time after he 
saw small white grubs being passed 
backward and forward across the 
Closer observation showed that 
grub was held in the jaws of one of the 
worker ants, and its movements were 
directed as required. A continuous 
thread of silk i d from the mouth of 
each grub and was used by the ants to 
sew up the rent in their shelter, 

There were no grubs in the neighbor- 
hood, and those used were obtained 
from a nest at some distance. This de- 
liberate use of a naturally formed web

In the Staffordshire 
potteries and in the earthenware trade 
a dozen to this day represents that 
number of any special article which 
can be offered at any fixed price. 

For instance, the pitchers, which are 
called jugs in the trade, are sold as 2, 
8, 4, 6, 9, 12, 18, 24, 30 and 36 pieces to 
each dozen, the price for a dozen being 
constant. z 

The ordinary pitcher holding a quart 
represents 12 to the dozen, while a pint 
pitcher is 24 to the dozen and fs so call- 
ed when dealing with that size. 

Few of the articles of the trade are 
sold in dozens of 12, plates being al- 
most the only ones and some of them 
being sold 60, 70 and even 80 to the 
dozen. 

Besides these curiosities in figures 
the potters have peculiar names, such 
as cockspurt, twiflers, ete., that make 
up a trade language of itself.

cles, since this detail will permit the 
United States to have as its naval rep- 
resentative an officer equal in rank of 
any sent by the continental nations, 
says a Washington dispatch to the 
Philadelphia Times. 

A leading official of the navy said the 
other day: 

“Particularly in England would this 
selection be hailed with delight. It 
would be regarded by the nation at 
large as a friendly act upon the part of 
our government and as a courtesy that 
would be a practical exhibition of our 
sympathy and esteem. It would permit 
the British government to extend cour- 
tesies that could not be accorded to any 
other officer in our naval service. It 
would be particularly pleasing to the 
British admiralty officials, since it 
would permit them to give Admiral 
Dewey a position in the ceremonies 
that his rank would entitle him to and 
which British desires would like them 
to accord. 

“The regulations of both the military 
and naval service of all countries pro- 
vide that officers of different countries 
shall take precedence according to 
rank. At the coronation services It will 
be necessary for this country to recog- 
nize this custom of precedence, and we 
can pay no greater compliment to the 
British pee than by sending as our 
representative Admiral Dewey, whose 
place will be in the front rank, an hon- 
or and dignity which this country Is en- 
titled to upon the occasion. 

“The presence of Admiral Dewey 
with the largest possible fleet that can 
be assembled will undoubtedly make a 
great impression upon the continental 
nations, since it will show to the for- 
eign powers that the United States 
thoroughly appreciates its position as a 
world power and that at all assem- 
blages of an international character 2 
commanding position must be assigned 
its leading representatives. 

“The selection of Admiral Dewey will 
not only please the country, but it wid 
prevent strife in the naval service, for 
if a junior »fficer is selected who ha» 
identified himself with the Sampson 
Schley cont’ >versy it will surely be re- 
sented by the public at large.”

Cornelius Vanderbilt Gets Two More 
Patents—Automobile Appliances. 
Cornelius Vanderbilt received two 

more patents recently, one for a draft 

gear for railway rolling stock and an- 
other for a car truck, says a Washing- 

ton dispatch to the New York Sun. M: 

Vanderbilt has secured other railway 

patents, the most notable being for a 

firebox. 

The development of automobiles has 
spurred the inventors, and patents are 
being taken out for hubs, wheels, tires, 
engine protectors, wagon bodies, stor- 
age batteries*and many other appll- 
ances used in the construction of auto- 
mobiles. The most novel of tlese Is a 
patent for a motor which tis to take the 
place of a horse. It Is shaped like a 
box and mounted on four wheels and 
runs In front of the wagon or buggy. It 
is designed to be managed by the use 
of reins, as the horse {fs guided. 

A German inventor has secured a 
patent on an acetylene life preserver in 
the form of a belt. When the person 
wearing the life preserver is cast Into 
the sea, the belt can be Inflated with 
gas by admitting a little water to the 
store of acetylene, which is supposed to 
last for hours.

Newport, R. I, July 26.—Columbia 
yesterday, in a rattling thresh to wind- 
ward from New London to Newport, 
gave the Constitution a great and un- 
expected beating, 
ishing a good third of a mile astern of 
her antagonist, and being defeated by 
2 minutes and 5 seconds, ‘The victory 
was surprising, for the race was sailed 
in weather that, as a rule, has just 
suited the istitution, the wind never 
exceeding a 12-knot gait, and the sea 
being comparatively smooth. 

It was not until Newport was reached 
and the Constitution had been shackled 
to her moorings that an intelligent ex- 
planation of her drubbing could be 
given, 

The Constitution followed right in the 
wake of the Columbia, the leading yacht 
in the big sloop class, struck twice on a 
ledge near the Race Rock lighthouse. 
There was a substantial bump on each 
occasion of the strike, and, after this 
accident the Constitution behaved like 
a lame duck. Butler Duncan, whg is 
in command, said that he believed some 
of the plates on the leaden keel were 
wrenched off by the force of the impact 
on the rock, and that these places 
torn from the fin acted as a drag on 
the yacht and made her incapable of

A Life Was Sacrificed 

North Attleboro, Mass., July 26.—A 
fire that was attended by the death of 
Miss Jennie Stanley, 26 years old. and 
the injury of a number of others, oc- 
curred yesterday afternoon on Broad 
street in a three-story building occupied 
by several firms, The loss will be 
about $20,000, and is covered by in- 
surunce. ‘Lhere were 160 persons in 
the building and while many of tlyat 
number lost their hair by fire, all but 
Miss Stanley escaped without further 
injury. Miss Stanley was assistant 
bookkeeper for Frothingham & Go. 
She left the building with the others and 
went back to place the books in the safe. 
She was caught on the stairway be- 
tween the second and third floors, in 
the rear, and enveloped in flames, Her 
clothing aud flesh were still burning 
when Father Cassidy of St. Mary’s 
church reached her and carried her to a 
place of safety. She died last night.

How High Was the Tower of Babelt 

The actual height at which the last 
stone of that famous structure, the 
Tower of Babel, rested cannot, on ac- 
Icount of the remoteness of the times at 
which it is said to have existed, ever 
become more than a matter of merest 
conjecture. Herodotus, who lived about 
1,700 years after that. “great spiral way 
to heaven” is said to have been at- 
tempted, says that he saw at B&bylon 
a structure consisting of eight towers 
raised one above another, each 75 feet 
in height, but whether this ruin was 
the remains of the Tower of Babel it 
was even then impossible to ascertain. 
Herodotus, usually minutely exact in 
his writing, leaves us in ignorance as 
to how the upper level of each of these 
75 foot towers was reached from the 
level below. 

As might be expected, even in tradl- 
tion, a wide difference of opinion exists 
as to the height of the tower. Most ort- 
entalists maintain that God did not put 
a stop to the work until the tower had 
reached a height of 10,000 fathoms, or 
about 12 miles. In Ceylonese tradition 
it is said to bave been as high as 20,000 
elephants, each standing one above the 
other. St. Jerome asserts on the au- 
thority of persons who had examined 
the ruins that it did not reach a height 
exceeding four miles. Other state- 
ments are still more extravagant.

No Proof of Guilt of 
Robert Fosburg 


Jury Ordered to Return Ver- 
dict of Not Guilty 


Nicholson Will Still Look For Mur- 


derer of May Fosburg 


Pittsfield, Mass., July 27.—The action 
of Judge Stevens in taking the Fosburg 
case away from the jury yesterday Was 
Dot ubexpected, There had been an 
intimation that the judge, after a con- | 
sultation with counsel of both sides, had 
decided that 


the case against Robert 


Stewart Fosburg had not been proved. 
The intimation was that, because the 


government had not shown beyond a 


doubt that the defendaut had fired the 


shot or had the exclusive opportunity 


to fire it, the case had failed. 

As Judge Stevens turned around to ad- 
dress the jury upon the opening of court 
there Filence in the court room. 
He told the jury that the government 
had not proved its case, and ordered a 
verdict of not guilty for the defendant. 
The instant that he had told the jury to 
return its verdict, the spectators broke 
out in loud applause, 

Judge Stevens instantly raised his 
hand as if to silence the spectators, and, 
addressing Acting Sheriff Norton, said: 
“Mr. Officer, you will see that this dem- 
onstration is not repeated.” There was 
quiet once more, and then Clerk Candee 
called up Robert S. Fosburg aud the 
jury. 

After the form of having the jury re- 
ture the verdict had beeu gone through 
with, the clerk told the defendant be 
was at liberty to leave the court a free 
man. ‘Ihe family and friends of the 
family grasped the young man by the 
hand and congratulated him on bis vin- 
dication, The scene was an affecting 
one. Robert stood there apparently 
dazed, and did notspeak. He appeared 
to fill up, but he did not cry. Then he 
sat down, and the judge addressed the 
jury again, thanking thei for their at- 
tention during the case. Then they 
filed out of the room, followed hy the 
family. ‘The defendant's wife was not 
in the court room. Robert was the last 
of the family and friends to leave. 

The state claimed “exclusive oppor- 


wis 


tunity,” but was unable to prove it, 
chietly beenuse of Beatrice Fosburg's 


testimony. This is admitted by Dis- 
trict Attorney [lanimond. 

The news of the discharge of Robert 
S. Fosburg spread like wildfire, and 
there was grent excitement. Many 
ealled at the Weudell to congratulate 
the family. 

The Judge’s Statement 

The judge's statement to the jury, in 
full, follows: “Mr. Foreman and Gen- 
tlemen of the Jury: During the past six 
days we have listened to the painful re- 
cital of one of the saddest tragedies that 
was ever presented toa jury. <A beau- | 
tiful girl, just bursting into womun- 
hood, was shot in herown home. Her 
brother was accused of having coin- 
mitted the crime. The government Is 
called upon, before he can be convicted, 
to establish their proposition. — First, 
that May Fesburg was not killed by 
burglars Secondly, the government 
must exclude everybody else within that 
household except the defendant. In 
the third place the government must 
prove that the act was a criminal act. 

“The trial has proceeded somewhat In 
the form of an inquest, and has been 
tried with great fairness on the part of 
the government and the defense. There 
has been an apparent desire to ascertain 
the truth, and so a great deal of evi- 
dence has been introduced and admitted 
without objection which might have 
been excluded under the strict rules of 
law. I think I also ought to say to 
you it is due to Chief of Police Nichol- 
son, who has stood behind the presecu- 
tion, to say that in the view of the court 
he has tried to do his duty, with a single 
eye of ascertaining the truth. 

“Now, Mr. Foreman and Gentlemen, 
a motion has been made that this case 
be taken from the jury, and it becomes 
my duty to say to you that, in the opin- 
ion of the court, the government has 
not furnished proof sufficient to sustain 
a verdict of guilty against the defend- 
ant, and, therefore, under the direction 
of the court, in the indictment against 

Robert S. Foesburg for killing his sister, 


you are to return a yerdict of ‘not 
guilty.’ ” : : 
After tle above instructions, Clerk 


Kennedy called up the defendant and 
jury, and said: “What say you, Mr. 
Foreman, to the indictment against Rob- 
ert S. Fosburg, is he guilty or not 
guilty?” 

Foreman Barnes replied: “Not guilty.” 


“What say you, Géntiemén 
Jury?” said Clerk Kennedy. 
plied, “Not guilty.” 

The jurors then sat down, and Clerk 
Kennedy told the defendant he was dis- 
charged from custody. 

N.cholson Admits Defeat 

Chief of Police Nicholson said: “I 
can make no comment on the verdiet. 
As a policeman, it is my duty to con- 
tinue the work of endeavoring to find 
out who killed May Fosburg. As the 
court stated, we were confronted wiih 
three propositions. First. we had to 
prove that *NSere were no burglars Ip 
the house; second, that no other man 
than Robert 8. Fosburg had the oppor- 
tunity to fire the shot, and third, we had 
to prove that he fired with the intention 
to kill, and that it was not an accident. 
This we could not do.” 

Wosburg Family Thankful 

Robert L. Fosburg, father of the de- 
fendant, was greatly overcome by the 
result of the decision of Judge Stevens. 
As he was met by crowds of people on 
his way to the Wendell from the court 
house, he was stopped and congratu- 
lated many times. He was visibly at- 


of the

fected. On recovering his composure 
sufficiently to talk to newspaper nen 


he said that in about a week he and 
his wife, his daughters, Esther and Bea- 
trice, and his son, James, will leave for 
Down East. Robert and his wife will 
go to Maynard, Mass., where they will 
occupy the cottage which was being 
fixed up for them at the time May was 
shot.

Had No Doubt of Result 


Robert S. Fosburg will make no state- 
ment. This has been decided upon af- 
ter consultation with the members of 
the family. However, a statement has 
heen drawn up representing the entire 
family. It is as follows: 

“We are glad the trial has ended. We 
never had moment's doubt of the re- 
sult. We knew owe had told the ex- 
act truth as to the death of our May. 
Her death at the hands of a -urglar 
was a crushing blow to us all, but ,;reat- 
er still was our anguish when one of 
our members was accused of killing 
her. But through: it all God’s infinite 
love and power has sustained us. To

HANDICAPPED BY TRACK 


But Fairly Flew Over It Without the 
Use of the Whip—Famous Stallion

Accompanied by a runner, the chest- 
nut stallion fairly flew to the quarter, 
the timers’ watches registering just 30 
seconds, 

As Cresceus swung into the back 
stretch he was joined by u second run- 
ner, and, although many predicted that 
the footing was such as would retard 
his speed, he reuched the half in 1:01, 

The three-quarter pole was reached 
In 1:31 3-4, and as the great stallion 
trotted into the stretch, a runner on 
either side, his frictionless, inachine-like 
stride was fairly eating up the distance. 

Never once faltering, notwithstanding 
the terrific clip, he fairly flew to the 
wire, being sustained only by his in- 
domitable Gourage and almost human 
intelligence, not being touched once by 
the whip, his sole urging being the 
driver's voice and the hoof beats of the 
accompanying runners. 

As the time for the mile was an- 
nounced —2:02 %-4—and the fmmense 
crowd realized that a new world’s rec- 
ord had been established, Ketcham and 
his favorite stallion were tendered an 
ovation.

' Theory Based on His Tests. 


= TO IMPROPER BREATHING. 


Stagnant Air In Unused Part 
Lungs Becomes Decomposed 
Produces a Poison Which Kills 


Hair—Proved on Dogs and Hens, 
Which Quickly Lose Hair and 
Feathers, 


That baldness is merely a matter of 
breathing is a theory which has been 
promulgated by Dr. Delos L.,Parker of 
Detroit. Dr. Parker, who is lecturer on 
materia medica in the Detroit College 
of Medicine, has made a series of inter- 
esting experiments in support of his 
hypothesis, the results of which he 
gives at length in The Medical Record. 

Dr. Parker believes that air which Is 
drawn into the lungs and allowed to re- 
main in the air cells there is decompos- 
ed by the moist warmth of the body, 
| throwing off a poison, “trichotoxicon,” 

into the blood, which causes the hair to 
fal] out. The reason why baldness ts so 
much more common among men than 
ameng women, he says, Is that the hab- 
| it of wearing corsets forces women to 
} use the upper part of the lungs in 
breathing, and it is there that the hair 
poison is chiefly generated. 

In order to prove his theory Dr. Par- 
ker had baldheaded men exhale their

it was transferred into bottles partly 


to remain in the bottles long enough to 
impregnate the water with the hair poi- 
son the water was injected under the 
skin of dogs, hens and pigeons. The 
result was that the hair of the dogs and 
the feathers of the hens and pigeons 
fell out while the injections were con- 
tinued and grew again when they 
ceased. 

Millions of tiny hollow spaces known 
as “air cells” occur in the lungs. They 
vary in size from one-two-hundredth to 
one-seventieth of an inch in diameter. 
If they could all be opened and spread 
out, they would cover an area from 100 
to 130 times greater than the area of 
the skin. These air cefls are gathered 
into groups less than an Inch in diame- 
ter, and each group {fs connected with 
the bronchial tubes. Owing to this ar- 
rangement air may be taken into and 
expelled from some of the groups of air 
cells while it remains motionless or 
stagnant in others. 

When the ribs which inclose the up- 
per portion of the chest are raised and 
lowered in breathing, air is taken into 
and expelled from every part of the 
lungs, because all the ribs are connect- 
ed, and the upper ones cannot be raised 
without raising the lower ones, thus ex- 
panding the entire cavity. Women usu- 
ally emplo) this method of breathing. 
but when the lower ribs are raised It 
does not follow that the extreme upper 
ribs must move too. 

Dr. Parker also points out that in or- 
dinary breathing only one-sixth of the 
air in the lungs is driven out with each 
breath. The air expelled from the lungs 
contains very small quantities of or- 
ganic matter, as well as hydrogen, and 
marsh gas has been established by re- 
search. From birth to death the lungs 
are never entirely empty of stagnant 
air containing these substances. 

When Dr. Parker began his expert 
ments, he obtained from a middle aged 
man who had long been bald a large 
bag full of expired hair. This was 
transferred to a bottle partly illed with 
water and placed in an incubator, 
where it was kept for ten days at a 
temperature of 98 degrees. Injections 
of the impregnated water were made 
daily in a fox terrier and a hen. After 
14 injections the dog commenced to lose 
its hair and the hen its feathers. After 
52 injections, large bare patches were 
visible on both subjects. Neither sub- 
ject showed any signs of disturbed 
health during the progress of the exper- 
iments. Their weight remained un- 
changed. After the injections ceased a 
new coat of hair covered the bare 
patches in the dog, and the hen got her 
feathers back. 

Convinced that his theory was cor- 
rect, Dr. Parker determined to make a 
new set of experiments in October of 
last year. First he obtained the breath 
of a man who was not bald, then be 
filled a flask with the breath of a man 
who was bald and finally one contain- 
ing ordinary atmospheric air. All these 
were placed in the incubator to allow 
decomposition to take place. In this ex- 
periment he used one fox terrier, five 
hens and five pigeons, all fully grown. 
Injections into the dog from the two 
flasks of expired air, one from a bald 
man and the other from a man not 
bald, had the same effect as in the first 
experiment. Similar treatment of the 
hens and pigeons was followed by the 
Same results. Only those which were 
treated with the liquid from the first } 
two flasks were affected. 

Dr. Parker concludes from these ex- 
periments that when human breath is 
kept long enough to allow decomposi- 
tion of the organic matter which it con- 
tains to take placedt creates a poison 
which in the blood of certain animals 
facts upon the hair and similar tissues 
aud has no other effect.

An 2asy Test For Genuine Butter. 


An easy household test which dis- 
ting ishes between genuine butter on 
the e hand and oleomargarine and 
“renovated” or “processed” butter on 
the other is presented by the United 
States department of agriculture. 

It consists merely in boiling briskly 
a small portion of the sample and ob- 
serving its behavior the while. 

Using as the source of heat an or- 
dinary kerosene lamp, turned low and 
with chimney off, melt the sample to 
be tested, a piece the size of a small 
chestnut, in an ordinary tablespoon, 
hastening the process by stirring with 
a splinter of wood (for example, a 
match). Then, increasing the heat, 
bring to as brisk a boil as possible and 
after the bolling has begun stir the 
contents of the spoon thoroughly, not 
neglecting the outer edges, two or three 
times at intervals during the boiling, 
always shortly before the boiling 
ceases. 

A gas flame, if available, can be used 
perhaps more conveniently than a kero- 
sene lamp. 

Oleomargarine and renovated butter 
boil noisily, sputtering more or less like 
a mixture of grease and water when 
boiled, and produce no foam or but 
very little. Renovated butter produces 
usually a very small amount. 

Genuine butter boils usually with 
less noise and produces an abundznce

Alarm Over Crops aud Steel Workers? 
Strike Mas Needless 

New York, k.G. Dun & 
Co.'s weekly review of Af- 
ter a number of days of serious weather 
conditions in the corn and spring wheat 
advicés of lower temperature 
and moderate rails came as a great re 
tief to business throughout the country. 
Speculators were brought up sharply, 
and were disposed to consider more fully 
the general undoubted prosperity.

Instead of spreading to mills 
all over the country, as threatened by 
the labor leaders, the controversy is con- 
fined to a comparatively small number 
of plants, and most of these needed an 
opportunity to make repairs. Excep- 
tional activity is noticed at the mills not 
affected by the strike. 

New lines of woolen goods for de- 
livery after Oct. 1 opened at moderate 
reductions from last year’s prices, as 
generally expected by the trade. Sup- 
plies of heavyweight goods have been 
reduced to a satisfactory point, and the 
situation in all branches of the industry 
is such as to engender confidence. 

Cotton goods are dull, neither buyers 
nor sellers exhibiting any eagerness to 
make propositions. Withdrawals of 
prominent concerns from the Fall River 
selling committee suggests lower prices 
for print cloths. Mills are not fully em- 
ployed either north or south. 

Shoe shops are producing at full ca- 
pacity, with orders arriving steadily, 
and salesmen are already placing spring 
samples liberally in western and south- 
ern markets. Business improves as the 
season advances, and local jobbers re- 
port July trade in excess of the corres- 
ponding month in any previous year.

Shaffer and Williams Had Talk 
With Steel Magnates 


END OF STRIKE VERY NEAR 


Executive Board of Amalgamated 
Association Will Consider the Matter 
Tomorrow—Manager of Publishing 


Company Acted as Peacemaker 


Pittsburg, July 29.—The strike of the 
stee? and tin workers of the Amal- 
gamated association against the United 
States Steel corporation will probably 
be settled this week. The conference 
held in New York Saturday between the 
officials of the United States Steel cor- 
poration and President Shaffer and See- 
retary Williams of the workers’ or- 
ganization, has resulted in paving the 
way for renewal of negotiations between 
the two conflicting interests. It is said 
that a basis for such a conference has 
been arrived at. ‘his basis i still 
locked up in the minds of the ofticials 
of the two organizations, and will not 
be divulged until later this week. 

If the basis is satisfactory to the gen- 
eral executive committee of the Amal- 
gamated assosiation the conference be- 
tween the association and the manufae- 
turers will proceed iminediately. If, on 
the other hand, the basis is not what the 
Amalgamated association will permit to 
be considered as negotiable grounds, the 
strike will be continued with the same 
Vigor as at present, 

President Shaffer and Secretary Will- 
jams returned frou New York yester- 
day. “They left Saturday night, after 
an eventfulday. They had spent many 
hours in conference with the leading 
officials of the steel trust. 

Secretary Williams admitted that he 
had been with President Shatter in New 
York and had seen J. P. Morgan, but as 
to what had taken place there he said 
that he was pledged to seereey, and 
could not talk. If there was anything 
to be given out it would have to come 
from President Shaffer, but he was 
positive President Shaffer would not be 
at liberty to talk for some days yet. 
When asked if he ragarded the situation 
hopeful for a settlement, he declined to 
even offer an opinion, Hesaid that the 
terms printed in the papers Sunday were 
purely guess work. No terms could pos- 
sibly be made without the full consent 
of the general executive committee of 
the organization. It is learned here 
that a meeting of the executive board 
has been called for tomorrow. 

Additional information regarding the 
New York meeting of the industrial 
leaders was afterwards picked up from 
reliable sources. It was stated that 
the two Amalgamated officials left Pitts- 
burg late on Friday night, and when 
they arrived in New York they went 
direct to the private office of J. P. Mor- 
gan, The meeting between the Pitts- 
burg men and Mr. Morgan lasted from 
about 11 o'clock in the morning until 4 
o'clock in the afternoon. During the 
conference, President Schwab and EB, H. 
Gary were present. The Amalgamated 
officials went over the grounds on which 
the strike began, and discussed a seitle- 
ment basis. 

After geiting the views of the steel 
officials and giving theirs in return, Mr. 
Shaffer and Mr. Williams left the office 
and spent their time away from public 
places. On Friday, George B. 1. Har- 
vey, manager of Harper Bros., the pub- 
lishers, was a caller at the office of 
President Shaffer. It was positively 
stated yesterday that the meeting be- 
tween the heads of the Ainalgamated 
association and the steel corporation 
was due to no other person or persons 
than Mr. Harvey. 

It is believed that before the end of 
the week the mills will all be ready to 
run again, providing repairs are com- 
pleted that have been undertaken sinee 
the strike begun. Should the whole 
project fail of coming to an amicable 
end, however, the fight promises to be 
more bitter than ever. 


Flour Mills Strike Threatened 

Minneapolis, July 29.—The 535 nailcrs 
and packers employed in the 22 flour 
mills of Minneapolis are in a position to 
force the temporary suspension of the 
great industry of this city. These em- 
ployes presented to their employers a 
demand fora return to the wage scale of 
1892, which was $2.75 per day for pack- 
ers, and $2.25 for nailers, 25 cents more 
than they are now receiving. Accom- 
panying the demand was a clause re- 
quiring a contract for five years. The 
employers agreed to raise the wages as 
desired, but would enter into no con- 
tract. The strikers met yesterday and 
decided upon a demand for a one-year 
contract. A conference will be held 
‘with the employers today. The mill 
owners admit the situation is eritical. 
The employes are well organized. 


Av Unexpected Hitch 

New York July 29--On account of 
a hitch in the setUement of the strike 
of the garment workers, the 15,000 
strikers who were expected to return to 
work yesterday, failed to doso. Only 
a few thousand of thein returned, 
though the shops were ready for them. 
The hitch was caused by the contractors 


demanding ‘Increased prices from the 
manufacturers who had settled. The 
manufueturers were not prepared for 
any new demand, aud the shops of these 
contractors will not be opened again 
until a settlement is reached, 


Foundrymen Handicapped

| SHOULD SPARE NOBODY 


Advice Given Admiral Schley 
by. His Eldest Son 


WANTS TO ASK SAMPSON 


As to Who Would Be Blamed If Battle 
of Santiago Had Resulted In Defeat 
—Declares That His Father Has 
Several Strong Cards Up His Sleeve 


Salt Lake, Utah, July 20.—The Herald 
today prints the following: 

Captain Thomas F, Schley, eldest son 
of Admiral Winfield S. Schley, who is 
stationed at Fort Douglass in this city, 
yesterday outlined some polnts that will 
be brought out in the court of inquiry 
as to Lis father’s conduct at the battle 
of Santiago. He declared that some 
startling facts will be brought to light 
if the whole truth shall become known, 
and that the reputations of persons 
other than his futher are likely to suf- 
fer. 

“I have just written to my father,” 
said Captain Schley, “that I thought he 
ought to spare nobody, and that he 
should withhold none of the facts in 
his possession about Admiral Sampson 
or anybody else.” 

Captain Schley is an officer in the 
Twenty-third infantry, statloned at 
Fort Douglas. Although he has not 
had a letter from his father since the 
court of inquiry was ordered, he is fa- 
nniliar with the questions at issue and 
pointed out some of the facts that will 
be urged in the admiral’s defense. 

“When the court of inquiry meets,” 
said Captain Schley, “I would like to 
have the privilege of asking Admiral 
Sampson just one question: ‘If the bat- 
tle of Santiago had resulted in defeat, 
to whom would the blame have been at- 
tached?’ ‘This, I think, tells the sit- 
uation in anutshell, If Adiiral Schley 
had lost the battle he would have been 
blamed. He won it, and he should 
have the credit. 

“The accusations that are made are 
ridiculous, when they are investigated. 
Take, for example, the charge of dis- 
obedience of orders in May, 1898, An 
attempt has been made to saddle the re- 
sponsibility on my father. The fact is 
that he has a letter from Admiral Samp- 
son telling him to do exactly what he 
did, and this letter will be produced at 
the inquiry. At that time he was main- 
taining the blockade of Cienfuegos. 
Secretary Long wired Admiral Sampson 
strongly advising that the blockading 
fleet go to Santiago, in the hope of find- 
{ng the Spanish fleet there. 

“Admiral Sumpson sent the dispatch 
to Admiral Schley with a note in which 
he said: ‘After duly considering this 
telegram, I have decided to make np 
ckange in the present plans; that is, that 
you should Lold your squadron off Cien- 
fuegos.’ This letter was suppressed.” 

Regarding the maneuvers of the 
Brooklyn at the time of the battle, Cap- 
tain Schley says the facts all go to 
show that this was the best move under 
the circumstances. The part played by 
the Brooklyn in the battle certainly 
compares favorably with that of the 
New York, he thinks. 

“If this inquiry is full and fair,” de- 
elared Captain Schley, “some facts will 
be disclosed that will startle the public. 
My father has several strong cards up 
his sleeve; and 1 trust he will make use 
of them all.” 

Captain Sebley culisted in the 
1884, and was appointed a second lieu- 
tenant in the ‘Twenty-third infantry 
seven years later. He served with his 
regiment all through the campaigns in 
the Philippines, where he earned his 
saptaincy. Since his return from the 
Phillppives he has been at Fort Douglas,

Crooks and Pickpockets. 

The Boston Globe says the city is 
full of *‘grafters and dips;’’ and pick- 
pockets can be found at all hours of 
the day and night, and their ranks 
are constantly being recruited by 
ambitious thieves, who perhaps took 
their first lesson in crime at one of the 
resorts of these grafters. Some of the 
favorite places where these crooks 
operate are at the cheap museums, 
where they can always be found, some 
of them mingling with the crowd. 
They are generally in evidence along 
Hanover and its side streets, and 
especially on Saturday nights. They 
are always to be found around a street 
fakir. 

The market district is a favorite field 
for them, and many a poor woman has 
had to return home without a Sunday 
dinner owing to the operations of these 
thieves, who have succeeded in reliev- 
ing her of her well-worn purse. The 
auction sales are attended by the dips, 
and they are always in evidence ata 
fire, where they reap a harvest. Of 
course these thieves do not operate in 
Boston entirely; they visit every city 
within a considerable distance where 
there is an attraction of any kind such 
as a fair, a race or anniversary, or any- 
thing which is likely to call a crowd of 
people together. 

Another favorite field for the crooks 
is the union stations between 5 and 6.30 
P. M. where they operate with excep- 
tional boldness. They board every out- 
going train, and push through the 
crowded aisles, where they find plenty 
of victims. They empty the change 
pocket of several unsuspecting citizens 
before the train starts, after which 
they drop off and board the next train 
to repeat the operation, and as they 
have the appearance of respectable 
clerks or office boys, they are not sus- 
pected. 

Another move of theirs is to push up 
to the ticket window, when there is a 
group around it, and holding a bill in 
one hand, use the other to relieve peo- 
ple of their valaables. They have no 
fear of detectives here at this hour, as 
the inspectors on duty at the stations 
must report at Pemberton square at 5.3 
for rolleall, and as they do not return 
to the station until next day the graf- 
ters feel secure and, therefore, work 
boldly. 

They generally carry away a souvenir, 
as they call it, in the shape of a bundle 
or satchel when they leave the station, 
and they invariably head for their 
hangout where they display their prizes 
to an admiring group of thieves who 
are always to be found there. 

Should it be that one of their craft 
was unfortunate enough to fall into the 
hands of a fly cop they immediately 
club together and raise enough to pay 
a lawyer to defend him. Several can 
be seen in the courthouse corridor the 
next morning wailing to see how their 
partner comes out. Thus these young 
men spend the best days of their lives, 
living in an atmosphere of crime, with 
but one ambition—to rob drunks, pick 
pockets and steal wherever the oppor- 
tunity offers, and spend the mony thus 
obtained for the gratification of their

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HAD A TRAGIC ENDING 


James Wallace Had Just Been 
Reunited With Family 


QUARRELLED WITH WIFE 


Used a Knife In the Endeavor to Take 
Her Life—Then Cut His Own Throat 
With the Same Weapon—Woman’s 
Wound More Serious of the Two 


Fall River, Mass., July 29.—A cele- 
bration of the reunion, after a long sepa- 
ration, of a father from his family was 
brought to an abrupt termination Sun- 
day morning, when the father was 
locked up, charged with an assault with 
a dangerous weapon upon his wife, 
whom he had scarcely seen for nearly 
four years. 

The prisoner, James Wallace, 40 years 
old, of 193 Division street, and his 
wife, Mary, were former residents of 
Fall River, but removed to Alabama, 
where they resided sometime. Various 
domestic strifes occurred during 
their residence in the south, and, after 
a particularly severe quarrel, the hus- 
band left his wife and family, and de- 
parted for Central America. 

The woman, left alone, was unable to 
help herself, and after many unsuc- 
cessful attempts to support her family, 
finally drifted north again and settled 
once more in Vall River. Meantime 
nothing had been heard from her bus- 
band, and it was supposed that he was 
still in a foreign country. After resid- 
ing some time in Fall River, the woman 
received information that ber husband 
was in the city, and a few days ago he 
walked into the presence of his family. 
He staid at home, and there seemed to 
be indications of a reunion on a friendly 
basis. 

After a time the husband became tired 
of domestic life, and, under in- 
fluence of liquor, which he used freely, 
the old quarrel was renewed. 

During a fierce altercation, about 1 
o'clock Sunday morning, the husband 
viciously attacked his wife with a 
knife. After several unsuccessful at- 
tempts to strike her with the knife, he 
succeeded in stabbing her in the throat, 
making a wound an inch deep, which 
bled profusely. 

Hie then swung the knife and cut his 
own throat from ear to ear. The at- 
tention of neighbors was attracted by 
the screams of the wife, and the police 
were summoned. It was found that 
the woman's wound was the more 
serious of the two, and had the knife en- 
tered her neck a fraction of an inch to 
either side, she would have been killed. 

The wound in Wallace's throat is not 
severe, the knife having penetrated but 
a short distance below the skin.

Tragedy Resulted Over Dunning For 
a Debt of Ten Cents 

Boston, July 29.—An alleged debt of 
10 cents, which Antonio De Pullo 
claimed was owed him by Susi Pantfilo, 
was the cause of an altercation last eve- 
ning, resulting in the probably fatal 
ghooting of De Pullo by Panfilo, who 
is under arrest, 

De Pullo lives at 3 Bartlett place, and 
Panfilo formerly boarded with him. 
The two met in the entry of 227 North 
street last evening, and De Pullo de- 
manded the 10 cents, which, he sald, was 
due him. Panfilo disputed the debt, 
but said if he owed it he worfld pay it 
to Mrs. De Pullo, to whom he had been 
formerly in the habit of paying the 
board money. This incensed De Pullo, 
who knocked Panfilo down, blacking his 
eye with the blow. 

“Panfilo jumped to his feet, and, draw- 
ing a revolver, fired three shots at De 
Pullo, every one taking effect. One 
struck him in the wrist, another in the 
left breast, just over the hegrt, while 
the third hit him in the middle of the 
back. 

The sidewalks and neighboring doors 
were filled with people, and there were 
several witnesses to the shooting. Pan- 
filo ran, pursued by acrowd. He was 
soon captured, making no resistance. 
He freely confessed his crime. 


Mayor Filed Over a Fence 

Soston, July 29.—A platform erected 
for the accommodation of those attend- 
ing the exercises of the laying of the 
cornerstone of a new Jewish synagogue 
on Carroll place collapsed yesterday 
afternoon, throwing more than 100 peo- 
ple into an excavation. Only five per- 
sons received injuries worth mention- 
ing. Mayor Hart was on a platform 
adjacent to the one that fell, and during 
the excitement that followed hurriedly 
made his exit over a fence into an ad- 
joining yard. There was a verttable 
panic when the platform went down. 
Somebody cried “tire” and several wom- 
en who saw the affair from windows of 
neighboring houses immediately went 
into hysterics.

OFFICIALS KEEP SILENT 


As to Probable Result of the 
Steel Strike Conference 


WORKMEN LOOK FOR PEACE 


Points to Be Discussed Are Care- 
fully Withheld From the Public— 
Strikers Will Continue Active While 
Peace Negotiatious Are On 


Pittsburg, July 30.—Everybody is on 
the qui vive in strike circles, and the 
coming conference of the leaders of the 
two coutending forces is looked forward 
to with mingled hope and fear. Hope, 
however, predominates, and peace is 
coniidently expected by the majority of 
those interested. 

The executive committee of the Amal- 
gamated associadion will meet today in 
the headquarters of theorganization and 
take up the proposition of the United 
States Steel corporation for a settle- 
ment of the steel workers’ strike. 

This statement was made by Sccre- 
tary Williams of the Amalgamated js- 
seyond this he declines to 
discuss the strike in any form. 

There was no change in the 
of the two contestants yesterday. Both 
sides held firmly to the plin of watch- 
ing the other. ‘The officials of the weod 
mill of the American Sheet Steel com- 
pany made no attempt to start the plant 
and indications pointed to their rema n- 
ing inactive until the strike negotiations 
are decided one way or the other. 

It was a busy day for Fresident 
Shaffer and the executive officials of the 
Amalgainated assoclation. There was 
a steady stream of callers from early 
in the morning and innumerable con- 
ferences bearing on the proposed setile- 
ment of the strike. VDresident Shatf-r 
was firm in his determination not to 
talk on the strike situation until after 
the decision had been reached by the ex- 
ecutive committee concerning the propo- 
sitions of the United States Steel cor- 
poration. 

It was intimated, however, that there 
was a very strong likelihood that the 
committee would not adjourn until they 
had met with the manufacturers and 
formally discussed the settlement of the 
strike. If this should be the case, 
actual peace is possible ina short time, 
Whatever points are to be discussed are 
still known ouly to the officials of the 
association. 

One of the most apparent facts in the 
status of the strike is the determination 
of the strikers to lose no ground in their 
struggle while peace negotiations are be- 
ing conducted. It is explained that this 
plan was absolutely necessary in order 
that the position of the Amalgamated 
association should be strong when the 
settlement takes place. Most of the 
officials of the Amalgamated association 
express confidence that the strike is 
near an end. 

News received from all points where 
the strike is In progress {Is of a reassur- 
ing nature. ‘The strikers claim to have 
more than held their ground since the 
strike began.

Sharon, Pa., July 30.—The strike im 
augurated at the Sharon works of the 
National Steel company six weeks ago 
by the blacksmiths was declared off 
yesterday, and the strikers returned to 
work. It issaid the company conceded 
them nearly all they asked for. 


The Expulsion of Kennan 

London, July 30.—Maii advices from 
St. Petersburg give details of the expul- 
sion from Russia of George Kennan, the 
American author and lecturer. The ex- 
pulsion was carried out quietly. Mr. 
Kennan was provided with a traveling 
passport, and boarded a train for Wir- 
ballin. His own passport was returned 
to him on his arrival at Wirballin.

Duncan Dissatisfied With Con- 
stitution’s Work 


LOST YESTERDAY'S RACE 


Columbia Won by Nearly Three Min- 
utes and Took the Thousand-Dollar 
Astor Cup—WIIl Next Sail Against 


Independence For Special Cups 


Newport, R. 1, July 30.—The Co- 
lumbia yesterday defeated the Consti- 
tution, boat for boat, in a splendid race, 
by 2 minutes and 50 seconds, and won 
the $1000 cup presented by John Jacob 
Astor. The behavior of the Constitu- 
tion, on the other hand, was disappoint- 
ing in the extreme, and last evening Mr. 
Duncan announced that his boat would 
not tuke part in further races until her 
rig had been altered. He declared that 
the Constitution is not doing herself 
justice; that she is not going well and 
that there is no use in racing her fur- 
ther until she is put in proper shape. 

The Constitution will not participate 
in the Newport yacht racing eveuts of 
‘Thursday and Saturday of this week as 
a competitor of the Independence. The 
Columbia, however, has been entered 
for these races, and wiil sail against the 
Boston boat. The Constitution will go 
to Bristol at once to have the alterations 
made. 

If this change in the plans of the Con 
stitution does not prevent, the next 
races in which she will start will take 
place over the Newport course on Aug. 
12 and 14.) ‘The regatta will be under 
the auspices of the New York Yacht 
club. ‘The races take the place of the 
postponed July series, and also of the 
annual autumn sweepstakes, and will 
include all classes. Special cups will 
be offered tor the 90-footers. In one 
of these races the cup offered by Sir 
Thomas Lipton will be sailed for. 

The regular trial races, for the purpose 
of selecting the defender of the Amer- 
fea’s cup, will be held here on Aug. 31 
and Sept. 1 and 3. 

It is not expected that the Newport 
Racing association will hold any more 
contests this season after this week, and 
unless the Independence should qualify 
to start in the New York 
contests the races next Thursday and 
Saturday will be the last in which she 
will appear this season. 

The wind yesterday uever, exceeded 
183 knots, and, although there was a 
long roll of the sea setting in from the 
southwest, the water was by no means 
rough. The course was a total dis- 
tance of 3S nautical miles, 

It is not easy for the best friends of 
the Constitution to make plausible ex- 
cuses for her most palpable defeat.

Editors of Quincy Ledger: 

It almost seems as if the people of 
Quincy who read your valuable paper 
should be well posted in regard to the 
Pan-American Fair, yet, since my re- 
turn from here, I have noticed by the 
enquiries, that some things concerning 
the Fair are not understood. So will 
you kindly allow me to answer, through 
your paper, a number of the questions 
to which the public wish answers.

Time Signal. 

That Boston ought to have a system 
of time signaling seems to be an 
opinion quite general among business 
men says the Globe. The Harvard 
observatory intends establishing a sys- 
tem of light signals early in the fall. 
This system, however is intended for 
local use. The power of the lamps 
and the elevation will not be strong 
or high enough to be of apy material 
benefit to Boston and noue whatever to 
the shipping in the harbor. Several 
years ago Mr. Gerrish experimented 
with flash signals on the top of Blue 
Hill in Milton, They were easily seen 
at Princeton, 40 miles away. Blue 
hill would be an excellent position for 
a time signalling plant in case the city 
should desire to establish one on a 
more extensive scale than the state 
house could afford. Signals from here 
could be seen well out to sea, and from 
the outer borders of a very wide circle, 
which would embrace man of the large 
cities and towns. 

If arrangements can be made to 
utilize the state house lamps _ for 
sigualing, Boston could have at small 
cost and without much delay a time- 
signaling system far superior to any- 
thing of the kind ever before devised 
for the_benefit of her citizens.

Witnessed by an Expectant 
Crowd at El Reno 


ONE IN EVERY THIRTEEN 


Will Secure a Homestead, The Value 
of the Capital Prizes Being Esti- 
mated at From $20,000 to $40,000 
—Hundreds Are Worn Out 


El Reno, O. T., July 30.—Oklahoma’s 
great land lottery was begun here in 
earnest yesterday, and when the com- 
missioners appointed by the federal gov- 
ernment adjourned the drawing for the 
day, 1000 of the choice of the 13,000 
160-acre claims in the Kiowa-Comanche 
country had been awarded. 

The first name drawn from the wheel 
was that of Stephen A. Holcomb of 
Pauls Valley, I. T., for a homestead in 
the E? Reno district, and the second was 
Leonard Lamb of Augusta,O.T. These 
two men selected the two choice claims 
in the district. The capital prize win- 
ners, however, proved to be James KR. 
Wood of Weatherford, O. T., whose 
name was the first to come from the 
Lawton district wheel, and Miss Mat- 
tle H. Beals of Wichita, Kan., who 
drew the second number on that dis- 
trict. They will have the privilege 
of making the first filings in the Lawton 
district,and will undoubtedly choose 
the two quarter sections adjoining the 
town. ‘These are considered the most 
valuable in the territory, and are, it is 
estimated, worth from $20.C00 to $40,- 
000 each. 

The day was one of keen excitement, 
replete with interesting scenes. It is 
estimated that fully 25,000 persons wit- 
nessed the drawing. The immense 
throng was wrought up to the highest 
pitch. The drawing of the first claims 
was followed by a mighty shout, 

Each succeeding winning for a time 
was met with shouts of applause and 
merriment. All was pleasant. Every 
man, though he did not draw a prize 
from the wheels yesterday, had stead- 
fast faith that tomorrow will surely see 
him the possessor of a slip reading him 
a title clear to 160 acres of Oklahoma 
land. 

The crowd fairly exhausted them- 
selves, and when the close of the draw- 
ing for the day was announced, at 6 
o'clock, hundreds who had neither eaten 
nor drunk during the day sank to the 
ground, where they stood froin sheer 
fatigue, or dragged themselves to better 
places for rest or to refreshmeut booths 
up town. The day was remarkably 
free from quarrels, and general satis-

It has been found that many hundred | 


applicants have “repeated,” and that 
others have applications so illegible that 
they will be thrown out. Over this 
much discord has resulted, and the out 
come may be an appeal to the courts. 

Twenty-five names were first drawn 
from the El Keno district, and then an 
equal number from the Lawton district, 
When all was ready, Ben Heyler placed 
his hand in an aperture in the El Reno 
wheel, and withdrawing an envelope 
handed it to Colonel Dyer. It was 
passed to Chief Clerk MacKay, stamped, 
and handed back to Colonel Dyer. ‘The 
commissioner walked to the front of the 
platform, raised his hand for order, and 
in a loud tone exclaimed: 

“Stephen A. Holcomb of Pauls Valley 
I. T., draws the first number.” 

The crowd yelled for three or four 
minutes, apparentiy as much delighted

ANARCHY EXTOLLED 


Editor Estervo Wishes That Every 
Country Had a Bresci 

Paterson, N. J., July 30.—Bartholdi 
hall was packed yesterday by the 
friends of Bresci, the assassin of King 
Humbert of Italy, it being the apui- 
versary of the deed. The speakers 
lauded Bresci and his act. Pedro 
Iastevo, editor of La Questione Sociale, 
ousdid his previous efforts in lauding 
Bresci. He was encouraged by fre- 
quent cheers. All the speeches were in 
Italian. 

“I wish.every country had a Bresci,” 
said Estevo, and the sentiment was vo- 
ciferously applauded. “Down with 
monarchy! Down with empires!” he 
continued, and the cheering was accen- 
tuated. The speaker, referring to 
Bresci’s companions, Quinto Carollo and 
Lami, who sailed with him, said they 
sailed for the same purpose. “They 
all went to do that which Bresci did,” 
said the speaker. 

Having said that the last two are in 
prison, the speaker continued: ‘The 
question we ask the United States gov- 
ernment is were these men citizens, and 
where are they now?” 

It appeared from further remarks that 
two others had been selected to do the 
work Bresci did, bué they failed. One 
of them, Matteo, committed suicide. 
The other, Spiedendo, was let off on con- 
dition that he killa shop foreman, who 
was objectionable to the Italians. 


Cuban Electoral Provisions 

Havana, July 30.—There was a good 
attendance at yesterday's session of the 
Cuban constitutional convention when 
the electoral bill was submitted. The 
measure provides for universal suffrage, 
but restrictions as to ability to read and 
write are imposed in the case of oftice 
holders. Governors of provinces and 
provincial legislators must be of Cuban 
birth, or have been naturalized for a 
period of eight years. They must beat 
least 3O years of age. They must be 
heads of families or property owners, 
or they must possess title by publie de- 
cree or have filled office by popular vote. 
The same restrictions regarding citizen- 
ships are laid upon congressmen, who 
must be25 years ofage. Senators must 
be Cubans by birth, and 35 years of ag». 
The president must be a Cuban or nat- 
uralized. In the latter case he must 
have served in the Cubun army for 10 
years. He must be at least 40 years of 
age. The sale conditions apply to the 
vice president. 


Loubet Feels Grateful 

Paris, July 30.--Benjamin D. Wood- 
Wrel, assistant commissioner of the 
United States at the Paris exposition, 
has wound up the affairs of the commis- 
sion, and was received in farewell au- 
dience yesterday by President Loubet, 
who said: “America’s participation was 
more than ephemeral, as one feature 
has been lasting, the Lafayette monu- 
ment erected in Paris.” ‘The president 
dwelt on the importance of a good un- 
derstanding and friendship between 
France and the United States, and 
evinced the deepest interest in the in- 
dustrial and commercial situation in 
America. 


Threshers on Smashing Tour 

Wichita, Kan., July 30.—Eight thresh- 
ing machine crews reached the town of 
Colwich Sunday, and, because they 
could not get liquor, they smashed five 
“Joints” and wrecked a number of town 
pumps. ‘The citizens organized a party 
to cause their arrest, but the threshers 
lade their retreat. The rioting was re- 
sumed yesterday, when the citizens 
again tried to arrest the threshers, but 
again they had to give up. The sheriff 
has been asked to come at once to the 
scene. 


Britishers Believe In Flogging 

London, July 30.--Mr. Choate, presid- 
ing yesterday at the distribution of 
prizes to the pupils of the London uni- 
versity school, alluded deprecatingly to 
the “delicate subject of flogging” which 
had been abandoned, he said, “years and 
years ago in America.” His utterances 
have led to some editorial comments in 
the morning papers, The Standard de- 
fending the “ancient method.”

Still Remains a Matter of Ex- 
treme Doubt 


HIRING OF NON-UNION MEN 


One of the Chief Obstacles to Accept- 
ance of Proposal of Magnates—Ob- 
jection to Having All Mills of the 
Combine Classified as Open 


Pittsburg, July 31.—Disappointment 
and apprehension prevail here because 
of the failure of the executive board of 
the Amalgamated Association of Lron, 
Steel and Tin Workers to ratify the 
peace proposals arranged at the confer- 
ence In New York last Saturday be- 
tween national oflicers of the Amalga- 
mated association and Messrs. Morgan, 
Schwab and Gary, representing the 
United States Steel corporation. 

When the conference opencd yester- 
day morning, it was contidently expect- 
ed that an agreement would be reached 
In a short time, but after a session last- 
from 9:30 a. m. until G:30 p. m., the 
meeting adjourned, without arriving at 
any conclusion, so far as known, 
today. 

The protracted session indieates that 
the board is not satisfied with t 
visions of the corniyn 
and unless some modifications are mick 
its ratification is doubtful. The open- 
ing of union mills to non-union workmen 
is the point ou which it is believed the 
board hesitates to acce pt. and the lone 
distance telephone between New York 
and Pittsburg was worked frequently 
to get a modification of this clause. The 
workmen hold that this would give th 
mill-owners full opportunity of erush- 
ing the union without a strike, by find 
ing excuses to discharge union men, and 
then fill their places with non-unfonists, 

Another rock of dissension is said to 
be the retention in their present jobs of 
the nen who worked as “strike break 
ers” at the various mills during the 
strike. It is said that these men have 
been promised the protection of the man- 
ufacturers in case of a settlement, and

that they will not coneede their dis- 
missal at the request of the organiza 
tion. The workers, It is said, are will 


ing to declare the mills now working 
non-union open mills, but strenuously 
object to having all the mills of the com 
bine classified as open mills. 

All is, however, conjecture, as it fs 
fmpossible to get any definite statement 
from any of the parties interested con- 
cerning the day's conference. 

When the board dispersed at 6:30 
every member was waylaid by persist- 
ent newspaper men, seeking ‘informa- 
tion, but every question was answered 
by the stereotyped phrase, “We can say 
nothing. There ts absolutely nothing 
to give to the public at this time.” 

It is doubtful if the members of the 
general executive board of the Amalga- 
mated association ever were more un- 
communicative and reserved than dur- 
ing and after the meeting which oe- 
curred yesterday. The importance of 
the matter in hand, the fate of the strike 
and the welfare of thousands of mem- 
bers of the organization now idle, rest- 
ed upon their decision. 

At the close of the day’s session the 
members of the board left one by one 
for their respective homes, until no one 
was left at headquarters but President 
Shaffer and Secretary Williams. They 
nt first refused to give any information, 
but finally President Shaffer volunteered 
the statement that an adjournment had 
been taken until today. Further than 
this he would say nothing, and admitted 
that even the announcenemt of the ad- 
journment was more than he should 
have sald. Secretary Williams said 
matters were in such a condition that 
nothing could be made public. 

Non-Union Men Besieged 

Haverhill, Mass., July 31.—Again last 
night more than a score of armed work- 
men slept in the big shoe factory of 
Chick Bros., where they have now been 
for over a week, besieged by the union 
men. Chief Wade of the state police 
has been appealed to, but he has not 
come here or sent anyone to investigate 
the complaint that the big factory ts be- 
ing used as a lodging house and res- 
taurant for the non-union workmen se- 
cured by the firm. The union men claim 
that this use of the factory is contrary 
to the state law. ‘The firm, on the other 
hand, say they are acting within the 
law. While Secretary Edmunds says 
that the strike is still on, the members 
of the firm say that the places of al 
strikers have been filled, and that no 


more are wanted. In the meanwhile 
the non-union workers are living in the 
factory 24 hours a day and armed to 


protect themselves against molestation.

The seg amount was export- 
ed approximately from the port of Si- 
assi in the Tapul group, which would 
make an aggregate of 483,242 pounds, 
valued at $143,522, from the two Sulu 
points alone. This does not include the 
value of the pearls taken from the 
mother of pearl shell, the finest of 
which at present go to the sultan of Su- 
lu as royalty. 

The present Philippine Pearling and 
Trading company, with headquarters 
at Manila, is owned chiefly by the 
Chartered Bank of India, Australia and 
China, the Hongkong and Shanghal 
bank and Holiday, Wise & Co. of Ma- 
nila. 11 has also small shareholders all 
over the world. 

An agreement between the sultan 
and this English company gives the 
latter exclusive right to fish, which the 
United States authority at the Sulu 
capital had naturally refused to recog- 
nize, it being officially recommended 
that it is not for the best Interests of 
the archipelago, the sultan or commer- 
clally that this foreign company should 
exercise this right within American 
jurisdiction. 

Iefore the signing of the protocol of 
1885 the sultan was paid by foreigners 
for the privilege of fishing. The sultan 
never recognized the protocol, and fish- 
ing therefore was done under Spanish 
guns unless foreigners came to terms. 

Mr. Streeter, the best English expert, 
after years of experience with a station 
at Liminusa, near Siassi, says that the 


Sulu archipelago produces the finest 
round pearls in the world. The Sulu 


waters also produce the finest type of 
what is known as the Meleagrina mar- 
garitifera, the very best of the pearl 
bearing mollusks. 

The monopoly of the shell and pearl 
product of the immediate waters of 
Sulu, the capital of the archipelago, is 
held by a Chinese headman, who oper- 
ates a fleet of six boats of ten tons each 
and crews of seven men and a captain 
each, A cruise lasts three weeks, each 
boat procuring from 1,500 to 2,500 
pounds of shells in that time. The fleet 
ls in charge of a supercargo, who, 
among other duties, looks after the 
pearls found. 

The American shells are sent to Sin- 
gupore instead of Manila in baskets, 
where they bring 55 pesos ($55 Spanish) 
per picul (133 1-3 pounds). The pearls 
are also marketed there, some having 
been found of the estimated value of 
10,000 pesos. Soon‘after the American 
occupation of Sulu a representative of 
a New York house located at Sulu for 
the purchase and shipment of pearls 
and shells direct to that city. 

The value of pearls in their natural 
state or split imported into the United 
States for home consumption was in 
1899 $1,802,851, in 1900 $4,595,910, for 
nine months ending March 31 $1,086,- 
480, ranking next in value to diamonds, 
which, besides their value for orna- 
ments, are used In the arts, an econom- 
ie use which pearls do not possess. 


WU FRIEND OF THE JEWS. 


Says There Is a Bond of Amity Be- 
tween Them and Chinese. 

The Jewish Chautauqua society, hold- 
ing summer sessions at Atlantic City, 
had Wu Ting Fang, the Chinese minis- 
ter, address them the other afternoon 
on the steel pier, says the New York 
Times. About 5,000 persons were pres- 
ent. Simon Wolf of Washington pre- 
sided, and Adolph Berkowitz of New 
York made introductory remarks. 

Minister Wu said he was glad to be 
among his friends and that there is a 
bend of friendship between the Chi- 
nese and the Jews because both are 
persecuted. He referred to the differ- 
ence in religion and then spoke of the 
clergyman in Philadelphia who said he 
was a hypocrite. The clergyman, he 
declared, had slandered him in a man- 
ner that he didn’t practice 
what he preached, adding: 

“Tl am a heathen, and there are lots of 
Jews and Christiaus who are heathens, 
but I would not think of saying about 
any man what this minister 
me.” 

He was enthusiastically applauded, 
and after his lecture a reception was 
given in his honor.

The Celebrated “Leaf Ant.” 
One of the oddest little creatures in 
all animal nature is the “leaf ant’ of 
Central America. Although different 
species of this oddity are known to in- 
habit the American continent from 
Brazil to Mexico, the real home of the 
true leaf ant is in Nicaragua. To all 
outward appearances this little insect 
is a common ant, but one of gigantic 
size, it must be admitted, when com- 
pared with the ants of our temperate 
regions, being on an average over aD 
inch in length. The habit for which 
these ants are so celebrated, and one 
which we could hardly believe were it 
not for the testimony of reputable rat- 
uralists, is that of carrying a leaf for 
@ sunshade, just as our women and 
men carry parasols and umbrellas for 
the same purpose, Si 

When at work, the leaf carrying ants 
look like a Httle army in which each 
individual member is protected from 
the sun’s rays by a little banner of 
green. Another remarkable fact in con- 
nection with the leaf carrier {fs that 
only those at work carry the little leafy 
protection. When a long file of burden 
bearers have deposited their budgets, 
they discard their parasols and return 
for a load without the leaf which 
made them such conspicuous objects 
when on the “up trip.” 


Millet and “The Angelus.” 

It was only after long years of strug- 
gle and dire poverty, through which 
Millet was consoled and supported by 
his wife, that the peasant painter was 
able to take the three roomed cottage 
at Barbizon and “try to do something 
really good.” It was then that he be- 
gan to paint that most beautiful “poem 
of poverty,” the “Angelus,” which is 
today one of the most valuable pic- 
tures in the world. Again and again he 
threw aside the picture in despair of 
ever finishing it to his satisfaction, and 
as often his wife replaced it on the 
easel and induced him to continue. ji 

On one occasion he was so incensed 
at not being able to produce a certain 
effect that he selzed a knife and would 
have destroyed the canvas and ended 
the matter once for all had not his wife 
fortunately seized his hand and in- 
duced him to give the pieture another 
trial. Thus it was that at last the 
“Angelus” found a place on the walls 
of the Louvre. The suecess it won en- 
couraged Millet to paint many more 
pictures and thus place himself among 
the Immortals tn art. 


Abraham Lincoln, 

This Lincoln of the black loam, who 
built his nelghbor’s cabin and hoed his 
neighbor's corn, Who had been store- 
keeper and postman and flatboatman, 
who had followed a rough justice 
round a rough cireuit, who had rolled 
a local bully in the dirt, rescued wom- 
en from Insult, tended the bedside of 
many a sick coward who feared the 
judgment, told coarse stories on bar- 
rels by candlelight (but these are pure 
beside the vice of great cities), who ad- 
dressed political mobs in the raw, 
swooping down from the stump and 
flinging embroilers east and west—the 
physician who was one day to tend the 
sickbed of the nation in her agony, 
whose large hand was to be on her fee- 
ble pulse and whose knowledge, almost 
divine, was to perform the miracle of 
her healing.—Winston Churchill's “The 
Crisis.”

Schley’s Ships Said to Have 
Been Plentifully Supplied 


HAD ENOUGH FOR BLOCKADE 


For Much Longer Period Than Was 
the Intention—Kimberly Asks to Be 
Excused From Serving on Court of 
Inquiry—Congress May Yet Act 


Washington, July 31.- Secretary Long 
spoke a trifle too late to head off all 


discussion by naval officers of the 
Schley controversy. One who has 


made a careful study of the executive 
document, published by the senate in 
February, 1899, and containing the cor- 
respondence of the officers engaged in 
the operations which directly preceded 
the destruction of Cervera’s tleet, noted 
the peculiar wording of one of the para- 
graphs in the precept to the court of in- 
quiry: 

“6—The conditions of the coal supply

May 1898; its coaling facilities; the 
necessity, if any, for, or advisability of, 
the return of the squadron to Key West 
to coal; and the accuracy and propriety 
of the official reports made by Com- 
modore Schley with respect to this mat- 
ter.” 

“The accuracy and propriety” is a 
phrase which at once sent this officer to 
the record to see what Seley had re- 
ported, and how his reports compared 
with those of the other officers con- 
eerned. He found in brief that when 
Schley insisted on going back to Key 
West to coal, the records show that his 
own ship had coal for 10 or 12 days’ full 
steaming, of 40 to 48 of blockade work; 
the lowa and Massachusetts, a little 
less; the Texas half as much as the 
Brooklyn; the Marblehead one-third as 
much, before she coaled from the Mer- 
rimac; the amount afterward indetinite, 
but, of course, much larger; and there 
were still more than 4000 tons left on 
the Merrimac. 

A memorandum of these points was in 
the pocket of a visitor to Secretary 
Long, who inquired whether the secre- 
tary was willing to say a word now on 
the subject of the famous controversy 
in any of Its phases, 

“Not one,” answered Mr. Long. “My 
order prohibiting discussion of that tmat- 
ter, for obvious reasons, did not fn- 
clude by name the secretary of the navy 
with the other officers of the naval es- 
tablishment, but it means him just as 
much as the rest. You imnust excuse 
me.” . 

A letter has been received at the navy 
department from Admiral Kimberley 
asking to be excused from serving on 
the Schley court of tnquiry on account 
of the state of his health. The admiral 
is understood to be suffering from heart 
trouble. The application was placed 
in the hands of Secretary Long, who 
will dispose of the matter from his home 
in Hingham, Mass., for which he de- 
purted yesterday. 

Senator Tillman, who was here a few 
hours, thus expressed himself in regard 
to the controversy: “If they deny jus 
tice to Schley in order to save them- 
selves, congress will take up the mat- 
ter. I believe public sentiment would 
be so excited if anything but complete 
justice was done that congress could not 
fail to act.” 

When the navy department closed at 
4 o'clock yesterday afternoon, Admiral 
Crowninshield, acting secretary of the 
navy, said he had not seen the letter 
which Admiral Schley wrote to the see- 
retary of the navy, acknowledging the 
receipt of the court of inquiry precept 
and making certain suggestions in ret- 
erence thereto. 

Captain James Parker, the ex-nayal 
officer, who is acting as assistant coun- 
sel in the case of Admiral Schley, says 
that the letter was mailed to Secretary 
Long at 6 o’clock Sunday evening. 
Captain Parker says that he himself 
deposited the letter in a box at the gen- 
eral postoflice. In the ordinary course 
of the mails the letter should have 
reached Secretary Long Monday morn- 
ing. The supposition at the depart- 
ment is that if Secretary Long received 
the letter he took it with him on bis de- 
parture from Washington, without mak- 
ing its contents known to the officials 
of the depurtment. It is certain that 
the letter of Admiral Sehley comments 
upon the fifth specification of the pre- 
cept, and, it is believed, makes certain 
suggestions regarding it.

Carrie Wanted Fine Remitted 
Topeka, July 81.—Mrs. Carrie Nation, 
who was serving a sentence in the coun- 
ty jail for “joint smashing,” was yes- 
terday pardoned by Governor Stanley. 
She would not at first accept the pardon 
because the fine and costs were not re- 
mitted, but afterwards decided to do so. 
The county commissioners will allow 
her to pay the fine and costs, amounting 

to $150, in instalments of $5 a month. 


Homeseekers In a Smashup 

Kremlin, O. T., July 31.—A passenger 
train which left El Revo crowded with 
departing homeseekers was wrecked 
yesterday afternoon, two miles south of 
here. One man was killed and 24 other 
passengers received cuts and bruises, 
A broken rail in a culvert, washed out 
by heavy rains, caused the accident.

Roanoke, Va., July 31.—Jobn Tolly 
and Charles Berry, cousins, were shot 
from ambush and killed on a roadway 
yesterday. Six people were arrested.

~ TWO ENGAGEMENTS 
Gritish Had to Hustle In One, but 

Made Captures In the Other 
Durban, Natal, July 31.—An all-day 
fight between a British column and a 
Boer commando occurred near Nquta 
on July 28, in which the British narrow- 
ly escaped the loss of a gun of the 
Sixty-seventh field artillery. Four 
hundred Boers repeatedly rushed the 
British position, killing Major Edwards 
and Gunner Carpenter. The gun was 
limbered up and taken at a gallop for 
three miles, under heavy fire. Five 
British were killed. 


Kitchener Reports a Success 

London, July 31.—The war office has 
received the following dispatch . from 
Lord Kitehener: “General F. W. Kitch- 
ener, after a long chase of Ben Viljcen's 
commando, caught upwWwithit. A sharp 
fight ensued. We captured a pom-pom 
and 22 wagons, and took $2 prisoners. 
The British had five wounded.” 


Watchman Saved Train 

Walkertown, Ind., July 31.—An unsuc- 
cessful attempt was made to wreck the 
Baltimore and Ohio express train from 
Chicago to Baltimore last night. Two 
masked men were discovered obstruct- 
ing the track 3 1-2 miles east of here by 
atnack watchman. Before he had time 
to realize what was being done one of 
the men knocked him down an embank- 
ment. He soon recovered and, after a 
hard struggle with the desperadoes, he 
got away from them, hurried back to- 
ward Walkertown and signalled the 
rapidly approaching train in time to 
save it. 


Ban Johnson on the Warpath 

Chicago, July 31.—President Ban 
Johuson’s reply to the reports from New 
York to the effect that the American 
league Wis “ready to give up the ghost,” 
was the unqualified announcement that 
the Amerfean league purposes to in- 
vade St. Louis not later than next spring. 
When asked if it would not be a doubt- 
ful proposition to locate a rival club in 
the Mound city at a time when there is 
so much enthusiasm over the National 
league club, President Johnson made 
the remark: “There will be no other 
club when we go there.” 


Slashed a German Officer 

Duluth, July 51.--Information was re- 
ceived in Duluth yesterday that Adolph 
Hartman of this city has just fought 
a duel with swords with Lieutenant 
Pachmann of the German army. It 
was a bloody encounter in which the 
lieutenant received a number of severe 
wounds, one of which severed the jugu 
lar vein. Hartman was alse seriously 
wounded. Both will recover. Hart- 
man eruduated from the Duluth high 
school in 1SV0, and went to Germany to 
take a course in wining engineering. 


Swapping Compliments 

Paris, July 51.—Telegrams from Al- 
giers report that Count Von Waldersee 
nud his staff, on landing there to pay 
their respects to the military and naval 
authoritigs, reviewed and warmly 
praised a comipany of French soldiers 
who formed the guard of honor, The 
French non-commissioned officers then 
showed the German officers the sights 
of the town, and afterward went on 
board the German steamer Gera and 
had dinner. ‘The Paris papers express 
surprise at these occurrences, 


Brave Private Honored 

Chicago, July 31.—Private James Bell, 
who, with two companions, succeeded 
during the troubles with the Sioux In- 
dians in 1876, in carrying an important 
message from General Terry to 
General Crook a long distance through 
a country full of Sioux braves, and who 
was voted a medal by congress, was 
given a military funeral yesterday at 
Fort Sheridan. This unusual honor to 
an ex-private was given on orders from 
Lieutenant General Miles. 


. Prices Have Doubled 

Chicago, July $1.—Though the drouth 
has been broken, says The Post, the 
woeful effect of the agricultural situa- 
tion is now being brought home to 
Chicago, and to other cities as well. 
Prices of vegetables average double 
what they were a year ago, and to 
imake both ends meet boarding house 
keepers and restaurants have been com- 
pelled either to raise their prices of to 
curtail the quantity served.

Indianapolis, July 31.--The National 
Socialists’ convention made an effort yes- 
terday to har..onize and was partially 
successful. After a conference be- 
tween Mr. Brooks, leader of the Chicago 
faction, and Job Harriman, leader of 
the Springfield faction, a message was 
sent to Eugene V. Debs declaring the 
convention to be harmonious. Mr. 
Debs, when asked at his home in Terre 
Haute last night for an expression con- 
cerning the action of the convention to- 
ward him, said: “The term ‘shelved’ 
has little or no significance with me. 
They may shelve me if they like. I 
have no personal desire to be called a 
leader. ‘The convention in Indianapolis 
is not a representative body of Social- 
ists, as the Springfield faction is large- 
ly in the majority and in a position to 
dictate.” 

The platform as reported declares that 
private ownership of the tools of produc- 
tion and distribution is responsible for 
the ever-increasing uncertainty of live- 
lihood, and the poverty and misery of 
the working class, and it divides society 
into two hostile classes—the capitalist 
and wage worker. It advocates as 
“immediate demands” public ownership 
of all means of transportation, communt- 
cation and all other public utilities, as 
well as all Industries controlled by mon- 
opolies, trusts and combinations; re- 
duction of the hours of labor; state or 
tdo oAvfpul.noe:st Sechleyiontsi 
national insurance for working people; 
the inauguration of a system of public 
works and improvements for the em- 
ployment of unemployed, the publie 
credit to be utilized for the purpose; the 
education of all children up to the age 
of 18 years, and state and municipal aid 
for books, clothing and foed; of equal 
civil and political riguts for men and 
women; the initiative and referendum, 
and no more public Jand to be sold.
